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RULES OF ORDER. 



Rule I. The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 

' FIRST DAY. 

(I.) The Convention shall meet in the evening for the purpose of Divine 
Service and the Convention Sermon. 

(2.) The Secretary of the preceding Convention, if present — if not, some 
other person appointed by the chair — sha?l call the names of Clergy entitled 
to seats (Const. Art. IV.) and enter on the minutes the names of those present 

(3.) The Secretary shall call the names of the parishes entitled to represen- 
tation ; and, as called, the certificates of the Lay Delegates of the parishes 
represented shall be laid on his table. 

(4.) The President will appoint a Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
one clergyman and two laymen, to receive, examine and report upon the creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates (Title I., Canon 2.) In case alternate delegates claim 
the right to seats in the Convention, the fact must be made known to the 
Committee on Credentials, who shall report thereon; and the persons 
reported by that Committee as entitled to seats (not exceeding three from 
each parish) whether regulars or alternates, shall, if the Convention approve 
such report, be entered upon the roll of the Secretary as properly accredited 
delegates. 

SECOND DAY. 

(5.) After Divine Service, including the Lord's supper, the President shall 
take the chair, and call the Convention to order, when the Order of Proceedings 
shall be as follows : 

(6.) The Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Delegates, as the same 
shall have been reported by the Committee and adopted by the Convention, 
and enter the names of those present on the mmutes; after which the President 
shall declare the Convention organized for business. 

(7.) The Committee on Credentials shall next report on the application (if 
any) of new Parishes for admission to the Convention (Title II., Canon i, §4 
of the Digest); and when received the Secretary shall call and enter on the 
minutes the names of the Lay Delegates representing said Parishes. 

(8.) The election by ballot of a Secretary, who shall have power to appoint 
an Assistant. 

(9.) Appointment by the President of five Standing Committees : 

I. A Committee on Unfinished Business, consisting of one Clergyman 
and one layman. 

II. A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven laymen, to whom 
shall be referred the Treasurer's report, the assessment of the Parishes, 
and all matters of a financial nature not specifically referred to any 
other committee. 

III. A Committee on Canon«, to consist of two clergymen and two 
laymen, to whom all matters pertaining to the Constitution and Canons, 
and all matters of law, shall be referred. 

IV. A Committee on Missions, to consist of four clerf^ymen and four 
laymen, to whom shall be referred the repoits of the Missionary and 
Education Committees of the Diocese, and all other matters pertaining 
to these subjects. 
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RuLB II. — When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continne 
itioding, or shall afterwards stand, unless to address the Chair. 

Rui^ III.— No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, 
onless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

Rule IV. — Whenever any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his seat, and, with due 
respect, address himself in an audible voice to the President, confining himself 
strictly to the point in debate. 

Rule V. — ^No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, 
without leave of the House. 

Rule VI. — ^While the President is putting any question, the members shal 
continue in their seats, and not hold any private discourse. 

Rule VI I. — Every member present shall vote when a qaestion is put, unless 
excused by the Convention; and, on a vote by orders, the name of the 
Presiding Officer shall be called last. 

Rule VIII. — When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
made, unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefioitely, to postp^one 
it to a centain time, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it ; and motions 
for any of these shall have precedence in the order herein named. 

Rule IX. — A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

Rule X. — A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and, if unqualified, 
shall be decided without debute. 

Rule XI. — No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

Rule XII. — A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment 
of the Convention, and shall not be again considered duringf the same session; 
bnt, a question being decided, may be reconsidered, with the consent of two- 
thirds of the members present, on a motion to that purpose by one of the 
majority on the first decision. 

Rule XIII. — All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered . 

Rule XIV. — The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall 
be entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or 
requiring any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they wall 
be accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for its consideration. 

Rule XV. — All questions. of order shall be decided by the President, in 
the first instance ; but any member may appeal from such decision, and oq 
such appeal no member shall speak more than once without leave of the 
Convention. 

Rule XVI. — Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church not entitled 
to seats, and candidates for Holy Orders in this Diocese, shall be admitted to 
the sittings of the Convention, and their names entered on the Jonmal, on 
reporting themselves to the Secretary, but without the right of taking any 
part in the proceedings. 

Rule XVII. — Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes 
of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved. 

Rule XVIII. — The Rules of Order may be suspended on a vote of two* 
thirds of all the members present. 

Rule XIX.— The above shall be the Rules of Order of all future 
Conventions, unless altered or rescinded, and shall be published in the 
Journal of each Convention.

FIRST DAY. 

Sandusky, June 12, 1888. 

Tlie Seventy-first Annual Convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, in the Diocese of Ohio, assembled in Grace 
Church, Sandusky, (by the appointment of the Special Convention 
held in March,) on the evening of Tuesday, June 12, A. D. 1888. 

The Rt. Rev., the Bishop of the Diocese, was absent on 
account of illness. 

Evening prayer was said by Rev. Drs. Bates and Atwell, and 
the Rev. Messrs. Morgan, Hall, and Phelps. The Convention 
Sermon was preached by the Rev. J. A. Bolles, D.D., Rector 
Emeritus of Trinity Church, Cleveland, from the text. Acts 
XX : 25. The offerings were for the benefit of the Society for 
the Relief of the Widows and Orphans of deceased clergy in the 
State of Ohio. 

At the conclusion of Divine Service, the Convention was 
called to order by the Rev. E. R. Atwell, D.D., President ot 
the Standing Committee. 

On motion of the Rev. C. S. Bates, D.D., the Rev. E. R. 
Atwell, D.D., was elected Chairman, pro tem. 

He appointed the Rev. J. B. Shepherd Secretary, pro tem. 
The Secretary pro tem. then called the Roll of Clergy entitled 
to seats, and entered the names of those present, after which 
the roll of Parishes was called, and the Lay Delegates presented 
their credentials.

SECOND DAY. 

Wednesday, June 13, 1888. 

The Convention assembled at 8:30 a.m., for Divine Worship, 
and the administration of the Lord's Supper.

REV. BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY 

AND BRETHREN OF THE LAITY: 

Following the advice of physicians, I gave np all active work on the tenth 
of April ; and since that day have been seeking rest. It is not easily found. 
At present I am in Switzerland, and these lines are written at Baden. 

Your experience responds to mine — that a successfal search for rest requires 
sacrifice. I am deprived of my annual enjoyment of meeting you in CouociL 

I am deprived of the pleasure— long anticipated^K)f meeting my Episcopal 
Brethren from all parts of the world — at the Lambeth Conference. I am 
enjoined to abandon correspondence ; and all exercise of the cherished func- 
tions of my holy office. 

Absolute rest — the hardest of all labor — becomes my duty, for six months 
at least, and longer, should it be necessary. 

My address will be the familiar one — Brown, Shipley & Co., London, 
England. At the same time allow me to urge that, as all Diocesan afiairs are 
now in the hands of the Standing Committee, no letters of a business character 
should be addressed to me.

To TMS Mbmbkss of Christ, Childksn op God, and Imhbsitoss op ths Kingdom 
OF Hbavbn — 

Btloved in tJu L&rd : 

I address you throtig h your Pastors, praying first for the hallowing influences of the Holy 
Ghost upon you, each ; and next, that you will each unite with me in prayer for spedai 
guidance of the Holy S|nrit, in our election of an Assistant Bishop. I address you by the 
Titles of your Baptismal rights, rather than to speak only to communicanu ; not merely 
that I may remind you o( privileges, obligations and duties resting upon all the Baptised— 
but too often overiooked by those of yoa who do not become what is termed " profsssofs of 
religion," — but also to call upon all of you, members of this Church of Christ, in this crisis 
of our history, to labor with us in prayer. 

After consulting with Pastors of experience, I ask yoa to Uke advantage of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by Ash Wednesday to add to the ordinary services of that solemn Fast, 
particular devotion; having in mind the responsibility which will be laid on the approaching 
convention, and the interests of our Diocese, then at stake. 

I prefer to leave the manner and method of these special devotions to the wisdom and 
choice of each Pastor. 

Whether these devotions be suited to a "quiet day." a "mission," a "public prayer meet- 
ing," or more "private dreles for prayer," only let your supplications be redolent of humbla, 
grateful k>ve to Him who has bought us with His Uood, mariced by the unity of Christisn 
brotherhood, and full of the fiuth which realises the cerUtnty of the fulfillment of Christ's 
promises to His tnisting Church. 

I remind you, also, that so important a petition should not be relegated entirely to the 
public congregation, but also urged in private and in Family Prayer. 
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Lit BM further raiaiad you that aicfa a Chnrdi at such a moawnt is not to ezpact a blass- 
iiC fioa pim|w which is cuppoisd to accomplish its porposa, meraly bacausa it bears that 
bllovad nama, but only fioa that pcmyar which b oouplad with the ajrardaa of judgmaat 
aadiDOows upon, or laadsto, discraat effort to understand the will of the Lord.

After seconds to the nominations by clergy and laity, the 
Convention adjourned to meet at 7:30 p. m.

The Chairman of the Committee on St. John's Parish, Toledo, 
before reading the report alluded in fitting terms to the decease 
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of a member of the Committee, H. G. Cleveland, of Grace 

Church, Cleveland. The following is the report : 

Cleveland, O., August, 1888. 

ToRt, Rev, G, T, BediU, />./>., President of Canventim: 

The Committee appointed by the Diocesan Convention, Diocese of Ohio, 
held at Massillon, June, 1887 — ^under the provisions of Canon 4, Title IV., to 
inquire whether St. John's Parish, Toledo, "has entered upon such a 
persistent course, inconsistent with the doctrine, discipline and worship of this 
Church, that the connection of said Parish with the Diocese should be wholly 
dissolved, or its rights of representation in the Convention suspended," and 
to report the result of such inquiry to the next Diocesan Convention, respect, 
fully report : 

Upon due notice to said Parish and the Rector thereof, the Committee met 
in Toledo, July 26th, the Rector being absent — found the assistant Rector, 
Rev. Mr. Witherspoon and several members of the Vestry, at the Church — 
saw the Rood Screen and Crucifix, the side Altar, as they told us, dedicated 
to the Blessed Virgin Mary, and other peculiar adornments of the Church — 
examined the church literature and special services we found in the pews — 
after which we had a full and free discussion with them upon the service and 
worship of their church — the novelties introduced by their Rector— Early 
Mass, or fasting Communion; Choral Mass, or non>communicating attend- 
ance ; Auricular Confession, the "Sacring bell " or Spirit bell, its use and 
other peculiar methods. 

Making an appointment to meet the entire Vestry in the evening, the Com- 
mittee interviewed a number who had been members cf St. John's Chtirch, 
but had withdrawn in consequence of the radical changes in the service, made 
by the Rev. Mr. DeGarmo, many of their former Vestrymen or Wardens — 
the founders of the Parish — others who had resolved to withdraw, but had 
not yet severed their their connection ; still others, prominent members o( 
Trinity Parish ; also citizens of Toledo, not members of our Church. 

In this manner we sought to learn the common opinion of those fiuniliar 
with the course of St. John's Parish, and without any interchanges of our 
impressions upon the subject we met the Vestry in the evening, the Wardens, 
all the acting Vestrymen except one being present. We were assured that 
the Vestry were not responsible for the recently published protest of the 
Parish against the Church of England in the matter of discipline of one of 
the priests of that church — that it was the act of the Rector, in opposition 
to the expressed wishes of many of the Vestry, and other members of the 
Parish. 

After a full discussion of the situation, which was carried on without any 
heat, but in the spirit of Christian charity — the resolutions hereto attached 
and made a part of this report, were passed with but one dissenting vote. 
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Upon a careful inrestigation of the subject, the Committee are of the 
opinion that the Parish of St. John, Toledo, under the guidance of their 
present Rector, Rct. C H. DeGarmo, had entered upon a course inconsistent 
with the doctrine, discipline and worship of this Church. That by following 
the teachings and methods of said Rector, said Parish has greatly injured and 
retarded the cause of the Gottpel and the Church in Toledo. That if the 
course entered upon by said Paiish, under the guidance of their present 
Rector, is continued the connection of said Parish with the Diocese should be 
wholly dissoWed. 

In Yiew, however, of the present attitude of the vestry of said Parish, as 
shown by the resolutions, almost unanimously adopted, and the steps taken 
by said Vestry in removing from the Church the Crucifix and Side Altar, the 
Committee believe that the course of said Parish will be changed, that the 
good of the whole church will be subserved, and the welfare of the church in 
the Diocese will not be jeopardized by a suspension of action against said 
Parish at this time. D. L. King,

Rev.Y. P. Morgan, Secretary of the Missionary Committee, 
presented his report. The following is the report: 

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 

It was with difficulty that the composition of the Commission elected by 
the last Convention was determined. 

Page 54 of the Journal gave the result of the election of Rev. Messrs. 
Gallagher, Howell, Putnam, Nicholas and Morgan, and Messrs. Cleveland, 
Gray, Winchell, Dana, Mather and Moss, while on page 158 the names of 
Rev. Messrs. Avery, Bates and Blake, were substituted for the first three 
above named. 

Rev. Mr. Nicholas was reported as elected a member of the Committee^ 
while Canon 2, § I, declares him to be a member ex-officio. 

The matter was arbitrarily settled by concl uding the report of the tellers 
correct, while the two-fold status of the General Missionary left no room for 
doubt as to the intention of the Convention to have him a member of the 
Committee. During the year there have been three meetings, at which the 
attendance of the Clergy has been an average of 12 out of a possible 15, and 
the average attendance of the laity, 5 out of a possible 15. 

Three la) men have nut attended for two years. One death has occurred, 
that of Mr. H. G. Cleveland, representing the Cleveland convocation. 

The number of Missit^naries at the beginning of the year was fourteen. 
Two have left the Diocese, four have been added to the ranks, three have 
moved to other Parishes, and one Parish has become independent, having at 
present twelve. 

There are thirty-eight missionary stations and paiishes dependent upon the 
Missionary Committee, about one-half the entire Diocese. Of these twenty 
are unsupplied, leaving eighteen points supplied by twelve men. Alliance 
and St. Marys have become organized Missions during the year, the latter as 
yet has received no help from the Committee. The former is one of the most 
promising fields in the Diocese, and claims immediate attention. 
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An appropriation was made for the Parish at Wooster, which was promptly 
declined, on the ground that they were able to take care of themselves, and 
their example is quoted as a worthy precedent. 

The Church of the Good Shepherd, Cleveland, has become independent, 
and asks to be relieved of the acceptance of further support from the Com- 
mittee. In many other cases this is a consumation devoutly to be wished. 

The successful work of the Missionary at Galion resulted in the reduction 
of his stipend from the Committee of $150, to which he not only gracefully 
assented, but of which he heartily approved. 

The principal occupation of the Committee has been to vote on appropria- 
tions, and have the treasurer to advance the money. The contributions, as 
may be seen from the report of the Treasurer, are pitably small, irregularly 
granted, and suggest a choice in the dilemma of mistaken economy, neglect or 
poverty. The present Mission 6eld in the Diocese is ripe unto the harvest, 
and may be said metaphorically to extend to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
It embraces three score and ten towns, with populations of from 1,000 to 
5,000, where there is no Episcopal Church. It includes 18 counties where 
there is no parish or mission station under the auspices of the Church. It 

numbers over half a million of people.

general missionary report. 

January, 1888. 

During the year fifty two parishes have been visited and a portion of them 
many times. 

Of these a few were the larger churches where the cause of Diocesan 
Missions was presented, but by far the greater number were small parishes 
and mission stations, and some new places. As out of the car window yoa 
view well-kept farms that delight the eye, but anon behold unpainted build* 
ings and broken fences, and a general air of desertion. So the Diocese, some 
of the parishes present the appearance of churchly thrift; others are the waste 
places, with the ruins of some ancient church, while there is much that has 
not seen the Episcopal plow, and is as wild as a frontier parish. 

How to make all this bud and blossom as the rose, is the question of every 
wide-awake churchman. 
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While some are uking a Rip Van Winkle nap, a chanf^e for the better is 
coming over the Diocese, but not so sudden as that which astonished the hero 
of the CatskilU. 

In the matter of earnest work the convocations have done much, discussing 
plans, supplying destitute places with services, and striving to raise more 
missionary money. They have been a great benefit to your General Missionary 
in affording him opportunities of calling the attention of the brethren to 
different missionary points, and also warming his heart with their sympathy 
and counseL We sometimes discuss the utility of our convocational meetings, 
but there would be a much greater lack of missionary interest, if these 
meetings and useful gatherings of the brethren were suffered to die out. 
Instead of widening the chasm that separates the church from her proper 
work, we should try to bridge it as much as possible, and, if necessary, like 
the noble Roman knight, fill it up by the sacrifice of our unworthy lives. 
There has been some work done in the revival of old parishes. St. James, 
Wooster, that threatened to close its doors to pay off some indebtedness, has 
done the nobler and more practical thing of keeping them open and paying 
the debt at the same time. Under its young Rector it has had a year of great 
prosperity. 

The revival of our old parish at Salem has been quite phenomenal. A 
good rector has been secured, a lot purchased, on which a stone church is to 
be erected, and the congregation much increased. 

The Diocese was tempted a few years ago to give up this parish as hopeless, 
but church people moved in, and the wisdom of holding on to our mission is 
very apparent. 

Another illustration is the companion parish of Trinity, New Lisbon, which 
is now rejoicing in a new church and has trebled its salary. 

Alliance has been revived and has had a year of pastoral care under its 
own rector. This mission is in a most interesting condition. Supplied 
largely by a steady stream of English youth, from some of the old parishes 
of the North of England^ it is full of churchly zeal and fire. Yet the con- 
gregation is mostly composed of persons of inoderate means. They now 
have in use the Lutheran Church, which is well adapted to the wants of the 
parish, is wsll built and can be purchased for a mere song — say $2,500. 
Some of our earnest churchmen have pledged themselves in regard to this 
matter, and it may be wise to concentrate a portion of our effort and put this 
earnest congregation in possession of a suitable church edifice. These work- 
ing men are already paying a salary of six hundred dollars, and it is wise 
to help those who help themselves. 

St. Luke's, Milan, is going on nicely, with renewed interest, under the 
generous care of the rector of Norwalk. 

Services have been held to revive the work at Concord, Napoleon, Bryan, 
Hicksville and Kinsman. To some of these parishes we were sent to inquire

into their estate, and possibly take steps toward their burial. But listening 
to the tales of the old members, how they had struggled to acquire their pieces 
of church property, I found I could not play the part of sexton, but proved 
recreant to my trust and did what I could to revive them. In fact, I found 
too much life, and was afraid the Diocese might be guilty of the sixth com- 
mandment. 

We are glad to state that there has been some aggressive work done. 
Trinity, Findlay, and St. Mary, St. Mary's, and Mission at Alliance, have all 
been recognized as Mission Stations since the last report. The plans of the 
new church at Findlay are expected soon, when work will be commenced. 

St. Mary, St. Mary's, has had irregular services by the brethren, and the 
General Missionary, and has sucured for the summer the services of Mr. 
Mahley, a theological student from Gambler. A number of Friday-evening 
services have been held at Fostoria, with a good prospect of success, and the 
people are already talking of building. 

One service has been held at^ Bowling Green, which is the county seat of 
Wood county, a place of three thousand people, and growing. Thus this 
interesting oil and gas region is somewhat occupied from Bowling Green to 
St. Mary. The church's forts are pretty weak, but we hope to hold our 
vantage ground. 

The Rector of Gallon has also invaded the county towns of Upper Sandusky, 
Bucyrus, Ashland and Shelby. At Ashland he was accompanied by Rev. Mr. 
Morgan, of Cleveland, who in aiding the effort found a church woman, a 
daughter of Rev. Roger Searle, who, as her father was one of the fou 
founders of the Diocese, may be the founder of a parish in this pleasant town. 

Rev. Mr. Howell, of Sandusky, has assisted Mr. Brown at Shelby, 
where also he found a time-honored Prayer Book, which he proposes to lay 
in the corner stone of a church here. 

We believe from these incidents, the aid furnished by the brethren to 
different points, and the work of convocation, the missionary leeling is 
spreading. And hope there will be an advance of the hosts of the church, 
till every county of our Diocese is occupied in some way. 

There is still eleven counties where we have absolutely nothing. This is 
somewhat better than it was, but it is too much ground to have unoccupied. 
These counties are Geauga, in the N. E. Convocation ; Harrison, Carroll, 
Tuscarawas and Holmes, in the Central ; and Morrow, Union, Mercer, 
Putnam, Paulding and Fulton, in the N. W. Convocation. We are sorry to 
report at this time some twenty-five small parishes and Mission Stations that 
are vacant. Several of our Missionary rectors have been advanced to 
independent parishes, leaving several circuits vacant. We need eight or ten 
good men right away, and the money to support them. The salary of these 
positions ought to be higher. For it is no easy work to build up an Episcopal 
Church under the shadow of large Methodist and Presbyterian churches, with 
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talented meQ at their head, and all the paraphernalia of well-appointed 
parishes. Better pay makes the brethren more contented, strengthens their 
hearts and increases their efficiency. We need also some way of bridging 
o?er intervals between rectorships. Much that has been done seems to be 
partially lost by these sad gaps in ministerial labor. 

By a more rigid determination to uoe lay reading, more attention to Sunday 
School and other organizations, and earnest prayer to God to send a fit 
tnccessor, might remedy much of this evil. 

We miss the pleasant companionship of our Bishop, with whom we were to 
liave visited several places. May God send him much comfort in his declin- 
ing days.

REPORT OF THK STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE, FOR THE YEAR 

ENDING JUNE I3, 1SS8. 

The Standing Committe of the Diocese of Ohio begs leave to report : 
That on the 17th day of June, 1887, the newly elected Committee, consisting 
of Rev. E. R. Atwell, D.D.. Rev. R. L. Ganter, D.D., Rev. C. S. Bates, 
D.D., Wm. J. Boardman, S. N. Sanford, and Zenas King, met on call of 
the Bishop of the Diocese, and proceeded to organize for the year, by the 
choice of Rev. Dr. Atwell as President, and S. N. Sanford as Secretary. 

Jane 17th, 1887. The Standing Committee recommended to the Bishop 
fvr ordination to the Priesthood Rev. Rolla Dyer, a deacon of this Diocese. 

September 5th, 1887. The Standing Committee gave unanimous consent 
to the election of the Right Rev. William Forbes Adams, D.D., a Missionary 
Bishop retired, as the Bishop of the Diocese of Eastern Ohio. 
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October I7lh, 1887. The Standing Committee recommended Mr. Edwin 
S. Hoffman to the Bishop, to be received as a candidate for Holy Orders, and 
signed his testimonials. 

October 17th, 1887. The Standing Committee instructed the Secretary to 
prepare and cause to be printed three sets of testimonials with instructions : 

ist. For a Postulant desiring to become a candidate. 

2d. For a candidate desiring to be ordained a Deacon. 

3d. For a Deacon desiring to be ordained Priest. 

January loth, 1888. The Standing Commirtee received from Bishop Bcrdell 
an impressive and touching announcement of his physical inability longer to 
administer the affairs of the Diocese, and calling a Special Convention for the 
election of an Assistant Bishop for the Diocese, and relinquishing all but 
$500 of his salary in favor of an assistant. Accompanying the above was a 
private communication, giving specific information as to his physical condi- 
tion, the opinions of five physicians whom he had consulted, and lequesting 
the Committee to consult some of these eminent medical gentlemen. 

January iith, 1888. The sub-Committee, the Rev. Doctors Bates and 
Ganter, reported that they had consulted Doco.s Bigger and Weber, who 
agree in pronouncing Bishop Bedell permanently disabled for the discharge of 
the duties of the Episcopal office, and the administration of the Diocese. 

The same sub-Committee reported a formal reply to the Bishop's communi- 
cation, which reply was adopted, signed and forwarded to.the Bishop. 

January iiih, 1888. The Secretary of the Standing Committee, acting 
under the provisions of ihe General Canons, and by order of the Bishop of 
the Diocese, prepared and sent out to all the Clergy and all the Parishes and 
Mission Stations of the Diocese, due notice of a Special Convention of the 
Diocese, for the election of an Assistant Bishop, to be held in Trinity Church, 
Cleveland, beginning Wednesday, May 14th, 1S88. 

January nth, 18S8. The Standing Committee unanimously recommended 
Mr. Asahel Bresee as a Postulant in the Diocese for ordination to the 
Diaconate, and signed his testimonials. 

January nth, 1888. The Standing Committee unanimously recommended 
for ordination to the Priesthood Rev. Henry C. Johnson, a Deacon in this 
Diocese, and signed his testimonials. 

January nth, 1888. The Standing Committee gave unanimous consent to 
the Consecration of the Rev. Abel Leonard, of Trinity Church, Atchison, 
Missionary Bishop-elect, of Nevada and Utah. 

January nth, 1888. The Standing Committee gave unanimous consent to 
the Consecration of Rev. James S. Johnston, Rector of Trinity Church, 
Mobile, Ala., Missionary Bishop-elect of Western Texas. 

January nth, 1888. The Secretary, under instructions of October 17, 
reported forms of instructions for Postulants, Candidates and Deacons desir- 
ing promotion, for use in their intercourse with the Standing Committee. 
The report was unanimously adopted, and the Secretay was instructed to 
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have these instructions printed in connection with the canonical forms of 
certificates to be presented to the Standing Committee by Postulants, Candi. 
dates and Deacons, respectively. 

March 14th, 1888, The Standing Committee unanimously recommended 
to the Bbhop, to be received as a Candidate for Holy Orders, Mr. Wm. J. 
Hawthorne. 

March 14th, 1888. The Standing Committee unanimously recommended 
that the Candidateship of Edwin S. Hoffman be made to date from May 
I8t, 1887. 

March 14th, 1888, The Standing Committee received from the Bishop a 
communication in relation to the sale of St. James' Church, Cleveland, and 
referred the same to a sub-Committee to investigate the facts, and report 
before the next Convention. 

April 3d, 188$. The Standing Committee met on call of the Bishop, as 
his Council of Advice on several important points not necessary to mention 
in detail. 

April lO'h, 1888. The Rev. Dr. Satterlre, having been duly elected 
Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, on the 1 6th day of March, by the 
Special Convention called for that purpose*, and having formally declined the 
office, a'^d bishop Bedell having renewed bis request for an assistant, the Sec- 
retary of the Standing Committee issu-d to all the Clergy, Wardens and 
Vestrits of the Diocese the Canonical sixty days' notice of an election of an 
Assistant Bishop, to be held in Grace Church, Sandusky, during the Session 
of the Annual Diocesan Convention, beginning June 12th, 1888, in accord- 
ance with the provision"^ of the General Canons. 

April loth, 1888. A communication was received from Rt. Rev. G. T. 
Bedell, D. D., Bi-hop of the Diocese, announcing his intended absence from 
the Diocese and from the limits of the United States for the space or three 
calendar months and moie, and transferring to the Standing Committee the 
Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, under the provisions of Title I., Canon 
1$, § XII. of the Digest of General Canons.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE : 

At a meeting of the Finance Committee, called at three o'clock p.m. 
to-day, after a careful consideration of the financial condition of the Diocese, 
it was the unanimous opinion of the Committee that they recommend : 

First — that the salar)* of the Assistant Bishop, if one be elected, be fixed at 
$4,000 per annum, with a guarantee of an Episcopal residence for three 
years, free of charge to the Diocese, or to the Bishop-elect. 

Second — That in view of the increased expenses of the Diocese, if an 
Assistant Bishop shall be elected, an incieased assessment of at least 20 per 
cent, will have to be levied upon the Parishes. 

Third — The Committee are of the opinion that, under the Canons, no 
Parishes in arrears for non-payment of dues to the Convention, are entitled to 
a lay representation in this Convention. 

On motion of Rev. H. D. Aves, the report was received to 
be acted upon item by item. At the second reading, the first 
item, referring to the salary and residence of an Assistant 
Bishop, was adopted. The second item, referring to the 
increased assessments, was adopted. The thiid item, referring 
to the lay representation of parishes in arrears, was laid on 
the table. 

On motion of Mr. U. L. Marvin, the Convention took a recess 
till 9 o'clock Thursday morning.

Third — After prayer the Clergy shall proceed to nominate by ballot an 
Assistant Bishop for the Diocese of Ohio. 

Fourth — Any nomination thus made shall be communicated to the lay 
members, who shall proceed by ballot to receive or reject such nomination. 

Fifth — ^This order shall remain in force until an election is made, or this 
Convention is adjourned sine die,

After morning prayer at 9 o'clock, the Convention was called 
to order by Rev. Dr. Atwill, at the request of the Bishop. 

The minutes of Wednesday evening were read and approved. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Ganter, Rev. N. K Cornwall was 
elected Assistant Secretary. 

The roll was then called. Present 52 clerical and 121 lay 
delegates. 

The Bishop then entered and took the Chair, and read the fol- 
lowing communication from himself to the Convention : 

THB bishop's communication TO THE CONVENTION. 

The issue of the deliberations of the Special Convention yesterday, was m. 
painful surprise. It has led to a careful reconsideration on my part. No 
other member of the Convention is at aU aware of the communication which 
I now lay before you ; for it would not be proper that any one except the 
Bishop should be held in any degree responsible for the action which he pro- 
poses. After a day spent in earnest consideration of my request for the Sec- 
tion of an Assistant Bishop, the Convention failed to give me an Assistant; but 
t) my great surprise, the opportunity was taken by some of my clerical 
brethren, in effect and avowedly, as I understand the remarks that were made, 
to attempt to change the policy, which, as your divinely appointed spiritual 
head, following the traditions of the past and my own deliberate judgment, I 
deem wisest and for the best interests of the Church in the Diocese. This 
cannot be done during my life without imminent peril of discord and conten- 
tion. It is the first time, as £ur as I know, that it has been attempted in our 
Diocese under such circumstances. An assistant means a helper. It implies 
esteem and cordiality, both in counsel and work. The relationship cannot 
truly exist where there is not an entire accord in every Church principle, as 
well as in religious teaching. Constant irritation would result to both Bishops, 
as well as to the Diocese. 

Therefore, in the present emergency, I withdraw my request for the elec* 
tion of an Assistant Bishop at this time, accepting the alternative of trying 
the effect of entire rest, with medical attendance, abroad. I shall hope that, 
in the providence of God, either my health may be restored, that I may be 
able to resume my work, or it shall become evident that it is my duty to 
resign. However, I have not changed my mind as to the course which a wise 
regard for the interests of the Diocese suggests. 
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If the CoQTenti«i desires to appoint a Commtttee of Conference, whose 
report, after consulting with ine, shall be approved both by the Convention 
and the Diocesan, I will gladly accept that decision ; otherwise I withdraw 
my request for the appointment of an Assistant Bishop at this time, acknowl- 
edging with gratitude the cordial effort which my brethren have made to meet 
my wishes, and anticipating the day when the request will be no longer 
needed. 

The Bishop then retired, and Rev. Dr. Atwill resumed the 
Chair. 

Rev. Dr. Bodine then offered the following resolution : 

Res^hftd^ That a Committee be appointed, to consist of Rev. Drr. Atwill, 
Bates and Gaoter, and Rev. Mr. Avery, and Messrs. A. H. Moss, C. Delano,

Asnstant Bishop by this Convention, and after conference with the Bishop, to 
report to this Convention. Approved.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE BISHOP*S COMMUNICATION. 

The Committee have had under consideration the subject referred to them, 
smd after prayer and fall and free conference among themselves, and after a 
f lee and foil consultation with the Bishop, they suggest to the Convention, as 
the best means of securing harmony and unanimity, and of providing for the 
wants of the Diocese, and the welfare of the Church, by the election of an 
Assistant Bishop, that the Clergy proceed at once to nominate by t>allot one 
of the three following named persons for said office, and that his name be 
submitted to the Lay delegates, as the Canon requires :

CANON 5. 

OF THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

§ i. There shall be elected by ballot, at each annual Convention of the 
Diocese, a Committee consisting of the Bishop, and Assistant Bishop, when 
there is one, of the Diocese, ex officio; and four other members, two clerical 
and two lay, who shall be called the Education Committee, to whom shall be 
committed the appointment and regulation of beneficiaries, the collection and 
appropriation of funds therefor, and all other business belonging thereto; 
which Committee shall be authorized to act with any similar Committee, 
appointed by the Convention of any other Diocese in Ohio, under 
such regulations as the Joint Committee shall enact, not inconsistent with 
thu Canon. 

§ ii. It shall be the privilge of contributors to the Education cause 
to desi^ate the particular object to which their contributions shall 
be applied ; otherwise all contributions shall be at the disposal of tbe 
Committee. 

I iii. At every annual meeting of the Committee a report of the transac* 
tions of the year shall be submitted, which shall be laid before the Conven- 
tion, and printed in the Journal in whole or in part. 

CANON 6. 

OF LAY READERS. 

No one shall beconsidercl as authorized to officiate as a Lay Reader in 
this Diocess, except in case of particular emert^ency, without a written license 
from the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, from the Standing 
Committee; and Lay Rea'lert shall in all cases conform to the provisions of 
Section ii., Canon 3. Title I., of the Digest of the General Convention. 



TITLE IV. 
DISCIPLINE. 



CANON I. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A PRESBYTER OR DEACON. 

§ i. Whenever any Presbyter or Deacon of the Diocese shall be thought to 
be guilty of any mi^onduct, for which, according to Title II, Canon 2, §§ j, 
2, of the Digest of Canons of the General Convention, he is liable to be tried, 
application shall be made in writing, with the name of every one engaged in 
the application subscribed, to the Standing Committee, and. if it appear to 
them that the evidence is sufficient to demand a trial, they shall forthwith pre- 
sent the clergyman to the Bishop, accordingly; ihe presentment shall be made 
in writing, and signed by a majority of the Standing Committee, and specify- 
ing, with as much accuracy as possible, the offense or offenses, with partictt* 
larsoftime, place and circumstances; and every clergyman of this Diocese 
may, for himself, request of the St^n ling Committee the inquiry provided for 
io this section, in which case it shall be instituted, and shall proceed accord- 
ing to the provisions of this canon. 
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g ii. There shall be eL-cted triennially, by ballot, by the CooTentioo, from 
presbjrters entitled to seats, not merohera of the Standing Commilfee, five, who 
shall be a court for the trial of Presbyters or Doicons. No ballot shall have 
more than three names thereon, und the five having the largest number of votes 
shall be the court. Vacancies may be filled by the Standing Committee, sab- 
ject to the approval of the next Convention, by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members piesent. 

§ iii. Said members of said court, chosen as aforesaid, shall, for CAch and 
every trial or ca^e that may be brought before them, appoint some peiSGO 
learned in the law, and who is a communicant of this church and a dtizea of 
Ohio, their legal adviser, who shall sit with them on any such trial or case, and 
shall advise said court upon ail questions of law, both civil and ecclesiastical, 
and as to all rules and forms of procedure; may preside at the request of the 
court, or the court may at its option elect one of its members president there- 
of ; and before entering upon the trial of any minister who shall have becD 
duly presented for trial under this canon, or pending any such trial, and with 
the approval, in all cases, of the Bishop of the Diocese, said court shall be^ 
and they are hereby authorized as a court of conciliation, to adjust and dis- 
pose of the matter so presented, amicably, and without any put)lic trial, fai 
case, in their judgment, it shall be advisable so to do, and with the approval 
of the Bishop as aforesaid. And in case of such amicable adjustment, a cer- 
tificate thereof, signed by the president of the court, and approved by the 
Bishop, shall be sent to the Standing Committee. 

§ iv. A written notice of the time and place* of the first meeting of the 
court, with a copy of the presentment, shall be served, at least thirtv days 
before such meeting, on the accused; and also notice of the time and fuace of 
meeting on the Standing Committee, who, by their president, or one of their 
number whom they may appoint for the purpos*, shall prosecute the case, and 
present such oral or documentary evidence to substantiate the accusation, aa 
they may be able to obtain. 

§ V, If, at the time of the first meeting of the court, the whole namber be 
not present, then those present may adjourn from time to time; and if it shall 
appear improbable that the whole number will attend within a reasonable 
time, those who do attend, being not fewer than three, shall proceed to trial» 
and a majority shall decide all questions, but a majority of the whole oonrt 
shall be rtquired to render final jugdment. 

§ vi. If a clergyman shall, before the court meets, confess the truth of the 
facts of which he is accused, the Bishop may immediately proceed to pass sen- 
tence; otherwise he shall be considered as pleading not guilty. 

§ vii. In case a clergyman presented and notified as above directed shall 
not appear before the court appointed for his trial, the court may proceed as 
if he were present; unless they shall see fit to adjourn till another day. And 
if the accused shall neglect or reru<« to appear before the court, after due pre- 
sentment, and notification, and no sufficient reason for such neglect or refusal 
be given, the court shall report him to the Bishop for contumacy, and sentence 
of suspension from the ministry shall pass against him accordingly; but the 
sentence may be reversed by the Bishop, if, withiu three calendar months, the 
accused shall tender himse f ready, and accordingly appear and receive his 
trial; but if he shall not so tender himself, the Bishop, in view of the acta 
alleged in the presentment, shall proceed, if he think proper, to pronounce 
sentence of degradation from the ministry. 

§ viii. At their first meeting, the court shall choose a secretary, who shaU 
be firom their own number, or otherwise, as they determine; and before pro* 
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oeedii^ to trial, they shall adopt and declare the rules by which the trial shall 
be conaucted; provided, however, that both parties may employ and bs rep- 
resented in such trial by counsel, not exceeding two for each, who shall be 
commnnicants of this church, and citizens of Ohio. 

§ iz. When the court proceed to trial, they shall hear such evidence as may 
be produced; which evidence shall be reduced to writing by the secretary, and 
signed by the witnesses respectively; and some ofEcer, authorized by law to 
administer oaths, may, at the desire of either party, be requested to adminis- 
ter an oath or affirmation to the witnesses ; and the examination of wit- 
nesses and all the proceedings of the trial shall be in public if desired by 
the accused. 

§ z. Any presbyter who shall, without sufficient excuse, refuse or neglect 
to act as Trier or Church Advocate, or any clerical or lay communicant who 
shall, without sufficient excuse refuse or neglect to testify as a witness, when 
duly appointed or summoned, under the canon, shall be regarded and may be 
dealt with as any other violator of the laws of the church. 

^ xi. Application being made to the Bishop by either party, setting forth, 
satisliictorily, that any material witness cannot be procured upon the trial, the 
Bishop may appoint some clergyman or layman to act as a commissioner to 
take tne testimony of such witness; and the party applying as above shall give 
to the other party at least five days notice of the time and place of taking the 
testimony; or such longer notice as the Bishop may, in wnting, direct. And 
both parties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall all be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and shall 
be certified by the commissioner, and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted 
to the court, and received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such commissioner may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 

§ xii. The court, after considering the evidence, shall declare, in a writing 
signed by them, or a majority of them, their decision on the charges contained 
in the presentment, distinctly stating whether they find the accused guilty 
or not guilty of such charges, respectively; which decision, together with 
the evidence and an attested record of all the proceedings, shall be delivered 
to the Bishop, accompanied with an opinion of the court as to what sentence 
should be pronounced ; whereupon the Bishop shall pronounce such sentence 
as shall appear to him to be proper; provided the same do not exceed in 
severity the sentence recommended by the court, and such sentence shall 
be final. But the Bishop, if satisfied that justice require it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused ; in which case the proceedings shall be conducted as before 
provided. 

g xiii. If the Bishop of the Diocese be connected by consanguinity or affin- 
ity with the party accused, he may request some other Bishop to express his 
judgment on the decision of the court, to which judgment the Bishop of the 
Diocese shall conform in passing sentence or granting a new trial. And if the 
Diocese be vacant, the members of the Standing Committee shall request the 
services of such Bishop as they may find most convenient, for the perform* 
ance of all such acts as are, by this cannon, required to be done by the Bishop 
of the Diocese. 

CANON 2. 

OF CONTROVKRSIBS BETWEEN MINISTERS AND THEIR PARISHES. 

All differences between ministers and their congregations shall be deter- 
nuned according to the provisions of Canon 4, Title II., of the General Con- 
irention. 
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CANON 3. 

OF THE LAITY. 

§ i. Any cominunicant who shall absent himself from the oommanioo for 
one year, without rea^-is satisfactory to the Rector, may be suspended from 
the communion, and due notice shall be sent to the person so suspended and 
to the Bishop. But if a person be repelled under the rubric in the commonxm 
office, the minister shall notify him and the Bishop, in writing, staring the 
cause and the evidence. 

§ ii. When a person so repelled shall appeal under Title II., Canon la, 
section xi., of the Digest of the General Convention, the Bishop may 
examine the case himself, or appoint a commission, as he may deem besti to 
examine the case and report to him. His decision shall be 6nal. 

g iiL Upon the application of any communicant not under ecclesiastical 
censure, to the minister of his parish, or in case there be no minister, to the 
senior, or, in his absence, to the junior warden, for that purpose, it shall be 
the duty of such minister or warden to give such applicant acertificate ot good 
standing as a communicant. And no communicant of one parish shaU be 
admitted to record as a communicant in any other, without producing smtis- 
£sctory testimonials of being a communicant in good standing, to the minister 
of the parish with which he or she may wish to unite. But m case such min- 
ister or warden shall, in consequence of the applicant being under censure, 
refuse to give such certi6cate, he shall give to the applicant the reasons for 
hb refusal in writing, 

CANON 4. 

OF THK SUSPENSION OF A PARISH. 

g i. Among the causes for which a parish may be dealt with under Article 
3 of the Constitution are the following : 

1. Eipploying a clergyman under ecclesiastical censure or process. 

2. Permitting a church edifice to be used for purposes incompatible with 
its consecration. 

3. A failure to pay reasonable assessments. 

4. Failing to report its true financial condition when called for, and 

5. For any persistant course inconsistent with the doctrine, discipline or 
worship of this church. 

§ ii. No parish shall be disfranchised under Article 3 of the Consritutioo 
until the alleged delinquency shall have been carefully investigated by a com* 
mittee of laymen, after due notice to the parish. The action of the Conven- 
tion shall be upon the report of such committee. 

CANON 5. 

OF ALTERATIONS IN THE CANONS. 

§ i. No proposition to alter or add to the Canons of the Diocese shall be 
considered by the Convention, except at a stated meeting, and after one day's 
notice thereof given in open Convention ; nor (unless by unanimous con- 
sent) until it shall have been reported on by a committee of at least two 
clergymen and two laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be adopted 
during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the members shall not concur 
therein. 
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§ ii. Every proposition to amend a Canon shall contain the section or 
sections amended entire, and the amended section or canon shall be repealed. 

§ iii. All canons or parts of canons, not embraced in the foregoing Digest 
are hereby repealed. 



OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 



No minister of this church shall solemnize marriage in any case where there 
is a divorced wife or husband of either party still living, but this Canon shall 
not be held to apply to the innocent party in a divorce for the cause of adultery, 
or to parties once divorced seeking to be united again. — Canon /j, Title IL^ 
Digest of Canons of General Convention, 
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CANON 7. 

OF THK STANDING COMMnTBK. 

The officers of the Standing Committee required hy Title III., Canon 3i 
Section i., of the Digest of the General Convention shall be appointed at that 
first meeting. Any three of the Committee, the whole being snmmooed, pio* 
Yided one ht a Presbyter, shall be a quomm for the tranaactioa of bodnai, 
when convened at the request of the Bishop. At all other meetii^ a m^ 
jority of the members shall be necessary to a quorum. It shall be the di^ 
of the Secretary of the Committee to keep a fidthfnl record ol the Dcnoen- 
ings in a book provided for that purpose ; to preserve the originals of ill 
papers or letters addressed to the Committee ; to attest thdr acts, and to 
deliver to his successor all books and papers, which in virtue of his office kite 
been committed to him. The minutes of the Committee, and all other papen 
in their hands relative to the Church, shall be subject to examinatioa Df the 
Bishop, or by the Convention. A report of the acts of the Committee iUl 
be made annually to the Convention. Vacancies occurring in the Committee 
shall be supplied by vote of the remaining members. 

CANON 8. 

OF DIPUTIKS TO THE GBNKRAL CONVKNTION. 

The Convention shall elect, at the regular Annual Meeting next precedia^ 
the regular metting of the General Convention, four clergymen who sball be 
presbyters entitled to seats in the Diocesan Convention, and residents in the 
Diocese, and four laymen residents in the Diocese, who shall be in (ood 
standing as communicants in the same, to act as Deputies from this Diocese 
to the General Convention. The same course shall also be lawful at any otbear 
Convention of the Diocese, should a call for a special meeting of the GeocraX 
Convention, or other circumstances, render a special election of DcpuUt^^ 
necessary or desirable. Deputies duly elected shall continue in office ontmS 
their successors are chosen. And it shall be the duty of the Deputy-dect t<^ 
signify to the Bishop, on some day at least three weeks before the meeting c^ 
the General Convention, whether they will attend or not to the duties of^r*^ 
office. In default of which signification, or in ca«e of the declining of any 
attend the General Convention, the Standing Committee, on notifioition frc 
the Bishop, shall proceed to appoint as many Clerical and Lay Deputies 
may be necessary to constitute a full representation of the Diocese ; and ' 
person or persons so delegated, being furnished with the certificate of 
Secretary of the Standing Committee, shall have all the rights of Depntii 
elected by the Convention. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, th^ 
notification on the part of the Deputies-elect, above required, shall be 
to the President of the Standing Committee. 

CANON 9. 

OF THB DIOCKSAN FUND. 

§ i. At each Annual Convention an assessment shall be made upon 
several parishes and mission stations in the Diocese, according to the 
abilities of the parishes and mission stations, of an amount suffideut to 
the pecuniary obligations of the Convention, embracing the salaries of 
Bishop, and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, and all contingent ex 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of the vestry of each parish, and the committee 
each mission station, to provide for the collection and payment of such warn^ 
shall be assessed by the Convention, as aforesaid ; and they shall transmit 
same in semi-annual installments to the Treasurer of the Diocese.

Resolved, That the salary of the Assistant Bishop of this Diocese 
be fixed at six thousand dollars per annum. 

The Rev. George F. Smythe moved to amend by sub- 
stituting the words five thousand for six thousand. 
Mr. H.S.Walbridge offered the following substitute : 

Resolved, That the salary be four thousand dollars, that the 
traveling expenses be paid, and a house furnished him free of ex- 
pense. 

The substitute was carried by a vote of 61 to 45. 
Mr. H. S. Walbridge then presented the following: 

I will deed to the Diocese of Ohio a lot and house located on a 
good residence street, suitable for the Bishop of Ohio, worth fifteen 
thousand dollars, if the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars be do- 
nated by others ; five thousand to be set aside to make any changes 
that may be deemed best, and to furnish so much of the residence as the 
Committee may deem best, and the remainder of the five thousand to 
pay insurance and taxes on the property; the remaining twenty 
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thousand to be placed to the credit of the Episcopate Endowment 
Fund. This offer to be accepted within the month of May, 1889.

— OF— 

The Theological Seminary, Gambier, O., 

As Reported by the Committee on Canons and adopted by the Convention. 



CONSTITUTION, WITH PROPOSED CHANGES. 



Article I. 

The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the EHo- 
cese of Ohio, do hereb\' establish a Seminary for the Education of 
Ministers of the Gospel in said Church, and also a College, for gen- 
eral instruction in Literature and the Arts, with the necessary Pre- 
paratory Schools; such Institution to be founded upon donations 
made, and to be made, in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and in America, for that purpose. Said Institution to be 
known by the name of Kcnyon College, in accordance with the 
original act of incorporation of December 29, A. D. 1824, and the 
order of Court changing the name thereof. 

Article II. 

The said Institution shall consist, first, of a Theological School ; 
second, of a Collegiate School, or College proper; third, of a Prepar- 
atory Scht)ol, and such t)thcr schools as may be established by the 
l^oard of Trust ees. Appropriate Degrees may be conferred by the 
Faculties of the several Schools, respectively. 

Article III. 

The said Institution shall be established by the Convention of the 
Diocese, at such place within the same as shall be ct)nsistent with the 
deed of donation, executed by the Bishop of Ohio, in England, on the 
twenty-seventh day of November, 1823, and when once established 
shall forever after remain in the same place. 
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Article IV. 

The direction and management of said Institution shall be vested 
in a Board of Trustees, which shall consist of the Bishops and 
Assistant Bishops, if there be such, of all Dioceses within the limits 
of the State of Ohio, the President of the Institution, and other 
Clerical and Lay Trustees as follows, to- wit: Four Clerical and four 
Lay Trustees, who shall remain in office in the first instance, two of 
them, to- wit, one Clergyman and one Layman, for the term of two, 
four, six and eight 3'ears, respectively, and thereafter their successors 
shall hold thtir offices for the term of ten years, respectively. Said 
Clerical and Lay Trustees shall be members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and all vacancies that shall occur in said number of 
Clerical and Lay^ Trustees, or their successors, by death, resignation, 
or otherwise, shall forever, as often as the same may occur, be filled by 
the remaining members of the Board of Trustees, a majority of the 
members so remaining being necessary to such choice; provided, 
that all vacancies shall be so filled as to give, as far as practicable, 
an equal number of such Trustees to each of the Dioceses in the 
State of Ohio. And the Board of Trustees may, in its discretion, 
declare the office of any Trustee so chosen for ten years, to be va- 
cated, whenever, having been duly notified, he shall have failed to 
attend a meeting of the Board for two consecutive years, and his 
place shall be filled by the remaining members of the Board, as here- 
inbefore provided for filling vacancies. Provided that nothing here- 
in shall be so construed as to remove fi-om office anv member of 
the Board of Trustees as now constituted. 

Article V. 

There shall be also six additional members of said Board, to-wit: 
three Clerical and three Lay Trustees, to be chosen in equal numbers 
by the Conventions of the Dioceses in the State of Ohio. The term 
of office of said Trustees shall be for three years, or for a shorter 
period in case of an election to fill vacancies occurring before the ex- 
piration of a full term. 

In case either of the Dioceses in the State of Ohio shall hereafter 
be divided, then, as to said last mentioned six Trustees and their 
successors, all vacancies that shall occur thereafter shall be so filled 
as to divide said last mentioned six Trustees, as nearly as may be, 
equally between and among all the Dioceses in the State of Ohio, in 
the order of seniority. But if said Dioceses shall increase to four or 
more, then each of said Dioceses shall be entitled to a representation 
of two Trustees in said Board, which shall be ipso facto enlarged to 
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that extent for such purpose. Said Trustees shall be elected by the 
Conventions of said Dioceses by ballot, or in case the Convention 
of any such Diocese shall at anA* time adjourn without filling a va- 
cancy which it may have the right to fill as aforesaid, then, and in 
all such cases, vacancies maj' be filled by the Convention of the Dio- 
cese in which said Institution mav be situated. Provided that noth- 
ing herein shall be so construed as to remoee from office any mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees as now constituted. 

Article VI. 

Nine additional Trustees maybe appointed by the joint vote of the 
Alumni of the Theological School and the Graduates of the Collegi- 
ate School who shall be Graduates of three years' standing respect- 
ively ; said nine Trustees to be elected by ballot. The vote to be 
given under such rules and regulations as to secure a fair expression 
of the will of said Alumni and Graduates. A majoritj' of the votes 
cast shall be necessarv to a choice, and in the election of ^aid Trust- 
ees. in the first instance, the ballots shall specify three as elected for 
one year; three for two years; and three for three years; and sub- 
ject to this provision, the term of ofiice of said Trustees shall be for 
three years, or for a shorter period in case of filling vacancies occur- 
ring before the expiration of a full term. 

Article VII. 

Every Trustee elected under Articles IV. and V. of this Constitu- 
tion shall l)c a citizen of Ohio; and if such Trustee shall, during the 
term for which he was elected, cease to be a bona 6de resident of the 
State, his office shall 1k' thereby vacated, and his place shall be filled 
as in other cases; and no officer of the Institution, except the Pres- 
ident, shall be eligible to said Board. 

Article VIII. 

Two additional Trustees, one Clerical and one Lay, may be ap- 
pointed by the Diocesan Convention of each of the Dioceses of Pitts- 
burgli, West Virginia, Kentucky, Indiana and Michigan, for such 
terms as said several Conventions may determine. Eleven Trustees 
shall constitute a (juorum of the Board. 

Article IX. • 

The senior Bishop by consecration shall be President of the Boards 
and if present shall preside; but in his absence the Bishop next in 
seniority shall preside, and in the absence of all the Bishops a Presi- 
dent pro tem. shall be appointed by ballot, whose office shall expire 
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on the final adjournment of the meeting of the Board at which 
the appointment was made. 

Article X. 

The Board of Trustees shall have power to constitute Professor- 
ships and Faculties, and to appoint and remove a President of said 
Institution and Professors, and to prescribe courses of study, and to 
make all rules and regulations and statutes which may be necessai-y 
for the government of the Institution, and to secure its prosperity ; 
provided, that all such rules, regulations, or other proceedings shall 
forever be in conformity to the doctrine, discipline, Constitution and 
Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, and in respect to the Theological School, to the course of 
study prescribed or to be prescribed b3' the Bishops of the said 
Church, and subject to the provisions of the Xlth and Xllth 
Articles of this Constitution. 

Article XI. 

If at any time the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America shall, by resolution entered 
in their journals, declare an^' rule, regulation, statute or other pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Trustees hereby constituted, to be contrary 
to the doctrine, discipline. Constitution and Canons of the Church, or 
to the course of study prescribed by the Bishops, such rule, regnla 
tion. statute, or other proceeding shall thenceforth cease to have 
effect, and shall be considered as abrogated and annulled. 

Article XII. 

The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America shall, individually, and any two or more of 
them, be visitants of the Institution to take care that the course of 
discipline and instruction l)e conformable to the preceding provis- 
ions. And it shall be lawful for any one of the Bishops aforesaid, 
at any time, to institute, in his own name and character of Bishop, 
any proper legal process to enforce and secure the administration of 
the Institution, according to the foundation herein prescribed. 

Article XIII. 

The present property and funds of the corporation shall continue 
applicable only to such uses and purposes as were lawful and appro- 
priate prior to the change of its name to '* Kenj'on College." 
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Article XIY. 

This Constitution mn^' be amended M* the concurrent vote of a 
majority of the Board of Trustees, and a majority of the Conventions 
of the Dioceses in the State of Ohio ; provided, that no alteration 
or amendment whatever be made in this Constitution, whereby the 
funds of the Institution, raised in England, be appropriated to any 
other use than the education and theological instruction of students 
for the ministry in the Protestant Episcopal Church. This proviso, 
however, does not preclude the lawfulness and constitutionality of 
establishing a College, and making provision, so far as practicable, 
for the admission of other students, at their own expense, to the 
benefit of a College education. 

SCHEDILE. 

The foregoing amendments to the Constitution shall take effect 
as soon as the name of the Corporation shall be duly changed to 
*' Kenyon College," according to law. 

The Rev. Fleming James, D.D., offered the following 
amendment to Article VI., which was lost by a vote of 
16 to 21. 

Amendment proposed by the Rev. Fleming James» 
D.D.: 

Article VI. 

Four additional Trustees may be appginted bj- the vote of the 
Alumni of the Theological School and four by the Graduates of the 
Collegiate School, who shall be Graduates of three years' standing 
respectively, to l)e selected from said Alumni and Graduates, said 
eight Trustees to be elected by ballot. The vote to be given under 
sucli rules and regulations as to secure a fair expression of the will 
of said Alumni and (iraduatcs. A majority of the votes cast in each 
body shall be necessary to a choice, and in the election of said 
Trustees, in the first instance, the ballots shall sj^ecify two as elected 
for two years; two for four years: and subject to this provision, 
the term of otficc of said Trustees shall be for four years, or for a 
shorter j)crio 1 in case of filling vacancies occurring before the expira- 
tion of a full term. 

The Rev. I.STREinKRT moved that Article XIII. of the 
Constitution stand intact. Lost. The following is 
the article : 
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Article XIII. 

The Bishop of the Dioces* in which said Institution shall be situ- 
ated shall have power to exercise Episcopal supervision over the 
spiritual interests of the Institution in each and all of its several 
departments, and the present property and funds of the corporation 
shall continue applicable only to such uses and purposes as were 
lawful and appropriate prior to the change of its name to " Kenyon 
College." 

REPORT II.— Education Committee. 

During the past year the Joint Educational Committee have, 
through the funds placed at their disposal, aided eight young men 
now preparing for Holy Orders in the Theological Seminary and 
Kenyon College. These young men are doing well in their studies, 
a.nd command confidence for their character. 

All but one expect to return in the fall, and will continue to need 
the same support. Others, highly recommended, are now applying 
for aid. The Committee will need larger means than ever before. 

At the same time it has to be said that two important funds 
on which they ought to depend for substantial aid are so locked up 
tLt present as to be unreliable. The Committee earnestly desire still 
larger liberality from the Diocese. One of the first needs of the new 
Bishops, now beginning their work, will be a supply of candidates 
for the Sacred Ministry. They will look with eager eyes to the little 
tiand of students making ready at Gambier for the Master's work. 
The Committee appeal to the generous lovers of the Church for 
means to support these students. 

During the past year we have received $2,039.55, and disbursed

REPORT IV.— Missionary Committee. 

During the Conitention year last past there have been three meet- 
ings of the Committee, with an average attendance of seven out of a 
possible eleven. As a rule, regrets and excuses for absence have 
been dulv forwarded. 

The year began with eleven missionaries in charge of twelve sta- 
tions, which proportion remains unchanged, though individuals havc- 
removed and have been appointed 

Rev. Messrs. R. C. Wall of Lima, J. Brown of New Lisbon, William- 
Lrucas of Ravenna, F. M. Hall of Willoughby have removed. Rev. 
Messrs. A. G. Singsen, H.J. Broadwell and L. C. Morgan have been 
added. 

At the time of the death of Mr. A. H. Moss, suitable resolutions 
were offered testifying to the worth and character of one who had 
for many years been a valued member of the Committee. 

Two instances of complication have arisen from neglect to observe 
the Canons of the Diocese, in which stations, on their own responsi- 
bility, pledged the Committee to appropriations without asking 
consent and when there was no money to meet the demand. A 
thorough revision of the Canons, and an occasional perusal of the 
same, would advance the peace and prosperity of parishes who desire 
to receive appropriations. 

Notable work has been done by Rev. W. M. Brown of Galion, who 
is in effective charge of eight stations, and who has made the gener- 
ous offer of $250 per annum, and a home, toward the salary of an 
associate, asking from the Committee but $150 additional. It is- 
unnecessary to say that your Committee promptly accepted Mr. 
Brown's munificent offer. 

The Rev. Mr. Smythe of Elyria, with the assistance of a Lay Reader, 
renders efficient and acceptable service at Oberlin, one of the most 
important points in the State, for which he receives no emolument 
iRrhatever. 
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Consideration of the Treasurer's statement will reveal the deplora- 
ble condition of finances. The sum total of contributions daring this 
year is nearly $1,000 less than last year. This is the sad fact, iiot- 
withstanding some of the parishes have increased their ofierings. 
The actual amount contributed by the parishes, exclusive of special 
gifts and vested interests, is about $2,400. Of this amount nearly 
$1,300 comes from the city of Cleveland, leaving but $1,100 to 
represent the zeal and generosity of the remaining part of the Diocese 
in the matter of missions. 

It is an old story, but the Committee beg again to make the 
annual appeal for an observance of the Convention's request to make 
quarterly collections in each parish. If this simple matter were 
attended to, we have reason to believe that the resources would be 
equal to the demand. 

The absence of the Bishop has had an appreciable* influence upon . 

the mission work of the Diocese, and is some possible explanation 

for the meagre contributions, in striking contrast with which are his 

own munificent gifts, which, despite his cares and condition, he has 

sent from over the water to the timely rescue of the work of the Dio-

In submitting the forty -fourth annual report of the Society for the 
Relief of the Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of Ohio, the Secretary' and 
Agent can only repeat what was said in his report last year 
— that while the fund has but slightly increased, the income from all 
sources has sufficed to meet the demands upon the treasur}*. Three 
mem1)crs have been added to the Society, and we have lost three — 
two have died and one has withdrawn— leaving the number the 
same as last 3'ear. 

The annuitants for the coming 3'ear will be one more than the past 
year, though one widow, entitled to an annuity, has failed to report, 
so that payments are $100 less than was expected. The demand for 
xinnuities the coming year will be $2,725, including the $100 not yet 
claimed.

They feel sure that the failure of some parishes is due 
rather to inadvertence through want of system than to illiberality. 
They urge upon all Rectors to adopt at once the system of quarterly 
offerings for Diocesan Missions as the Canon requires, which the Sec- 
retary of the Committee assures Convention will supply all needs. 

The^' are gratified to learn that the Education Committee have 
under their care so many candidates for Hoh- Orders, and that they 
are doing so well. They join with the Committee in asking for large 
offerings for this cause. The}* have examined the reports of the 
Treasurers of the two Committees and find them correct. 
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The Committee cannot close without again urging on the Clergjr 

the duty and importance of informing their congregations about 

the work and needs of Diocesan Missions, and appealing to them 

for support.

REPORT XV.— General Missionary. 

Again we have to report a year of work, of what has been done 
and what has been left undone. We have been kept busy strengthen- 
ing the things that remain and gathering up the fragments that 
nothing be lost. Sometimes pleading before a large congregation 
for increased offerings, begging some Rector or Layman for special 
help, and then reviving some old parish or prospecting in ne-w fields. 
As in the days of the prophet, it has been "here a little and there a 
little." And yet God has blessed the work and we believe He will 
make many a little one become a thousand, and many a weak parish 
develop into a vigorous church. 

As we see the fair flowers of spring in the most out of the way 
places of the forest, so the poorest mission stations are blossoming 
into beaut^'. Salem, New Lisbon and Kenton are rejoicing in hand- 
some new temples. The church edifice at Findlay is under contract 
to be finished within sixty dfiys. The corner-stone of a new church 
at St. Mary's has been laid by Bishop Coleman. The mission at 
Fostoria is progressing finely under the care of a Lay Reader, who 
is a theological student. The Rector of Gabon has continued his 
efforts in the towns that surround him. This presbyter Bishop has 
visited Hucvrus, Crestline, Mt. Gilead, Shelby, Ashland, and has 
been rewarded with good confirmation classes at Galion, Carding- 
ton and Upper Sandusky. This is an example worth following and 
the Missionary Hoard has granted an appropriation for an Associate 
Rector. 

The Rector of Defiance reports the debt upon his parish nearly ob- 
literated and where we shall soon have a very fair church property. 
He has had also nearly forty confirmed. 

St. Paul's, Canton, is developing into a fine parish, with rumors, 
of a new church. 

Grace, Toledo, has had a year of encouraging success, and has re- 
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ccntly had forty confirmed. The Rector, in addition, has given a 
number of services to Bowling Green. 

Coshocton, Dennison and Mill Creek are gradually reviving under 
the care of Mr. Kaye, a theological student at Gambier. 

Trinity, Jefferson, has put on new life, and Grace, Kinsman, in ad- 
dition to Milan, has been redeemed from the hands of the sexton. 

The church at Niles has been relieved of debt, though I am sorry to 
sav it is now vacant. 

Good reports come to us from Oberlin, Ashtabula Harbor, Will- 
oughby, East Plymouth, East Liverpool and Wellsville. All Saints', 
Cleveland ; Alliance, Lima and Ravenna. 

The Rev. Mr. Blake of Tiffin has greatly helped the work at Fos- 
toria. The Rev. Mr. Kemp is to be congratulated for the work he 
has done among the colored people at Massillon. 

Nearly a score of places are vacant, with the exception of what 
services can be rendered by your General Missionary. In fact, one of 
the problems the General Missionary has to solve is, how he can be 
in half a dozen places at the same time. And the only solution is, to 
beseech the brethren to come up to the help of the Lord and reach 
these places like the Rector of Galion and others, who are doing what 
they can. 

The Convocations, as usual, have l^een fruitful in good works and 
the brethren are working hard. We believe a change for the better 
is coming over the Diocese and more aggressive work is being done. 

While not under the Missionary Committee, we cannot but 
congratulate those parishes and their Rectors who are working so 
earnestly their parochial missions in our large cities, and thus occu- 
pying the ground and laying the foundations of future churches. 

Toledo, Youngstown and Sandusky are thus pushing ahead. The 
thanks of the Missionary Board are due to the following brethren, 
who, in addition to large parochial cares, have consented to care for 
weak missions in their vicinity : To the late Rector of St. John's, 
Youngstown, who did so much for us at Niles and Boardman ; the 
Rector of St. Peter's. Ashtabula, who has promised to visit Conneaut 
and Geneva ; the Rector of Christ. Huron, who is to care for Grace, 
Port Clinton; and the Rector of Grace, Sandusky, who includes 
within his chapel sj-^stem the Church of Our Redeemer, Venice ; to 
the Rector of Norwalk, who is ministering to Milan and Monroeville; 
also the Rector of St. Andrew's, Elyria, who has exercised such a 
wise and loving care over Christ Church, Oberlin ; the Rector of 
Bellevue, who is serving Lyme. We have also to acknowledge the 
following donations : A thousand dollars from our beloved Diocesan

iind wife for the church at Findlay; one hundred dollars from the 
same source for the church at St. Mary's; also thirty dollars from 
Mrs. Marv Bradford for the church at Findlav. 

But having mentioned what has been done, it is but just to confess 
what has been left undone. 

Some thirteen of our mission stations have had but few services, if 
any. It is sad to see the beautiful gem of a church at Hicksville 
closed: and the churches at Napoleon and Windsor used by others; 
and the church lots at Bryan and Sidney' unoccupied. Then many of 
the brethren have forgotten to take up the quarterly collections 
for Diocesan Missions, and the treasury has often been in such a 
weak condition that the Committee has hardly known whether to 
go ahead or retreat. Then our noble brother at Alliance has had a 
struggling time to make the first payment on his church, and he 
might have been driven to despair if the earnest Rectors of Trinity 
and St. Paul's, Cleveland, and some few of the Central Convocation 
h.'id not come to his aid. To remedy some of these deficiencies we 
would suggest the following : That more brethren exercise a care, 
at least during the week, for the struggling mission that may be in 
their vicinity ; that missionary Rectors be willing to combine into 
circuits these outlying stations ; that pledges may be made by the 
parishes at each annual Convention for Diocesan Missions ; and 
last, but not least, that our Church system of lay-readers be pressed 
to a greater degree, and that a "Lay-Readers* Association*' be 
formed in the Diocese, which shxill meet in their respective Convoca- 
tions. And what we all need is to draw nearer to Him who has 
loved us and washed us from our sins, and has said, "Go ye, preach 
the Gospel to every creature." Below are a few statistics:

REPORT XVII.— Standing Committee. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Ohio begs leave to 
submit a brief statement of some of the more important of its acts 
of the past year: 
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On the tenth of April, 1888, more than two months before the last 
Diocesan Convention, the Bishop of the Diocese, on the eve of his 
departure for a protracted sojourn in a foreign land, transferred to 
the Standing Committee the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese. 
The continued and increasing infirmities of our dear Bishop Bedell, 
and the declination of three Assistant Bishops-elect have left resting 
upon us, through all these thirteen months and more, the weighty 
responsibilities and manifold labors of that important office, in 
addition to the ordinary' duties of the Standing Committee. 

On the fourteenth day of June, 1888, the Annual Diocesan Con- 
vention, then duly assembled in Grace Church, Sandusky, proceeded 
to the election, by ballot, of the Standing Committee for the ensuing 
year, which resulted in the choice of the Rev. E. R. Atwill, D.D., the 
Rev. C. S. Bates, D.D., the Rev. R. L. Ganter, D.D.. Messrs. S. N. 
Sanford, D. L. King and H. O. Bonnell. 

July 23, 1888. The Committee met at the American House, 
Cleveland, all the members being present, and proceeded to organize 
by the unanimous reelection of the Rev. E. R. Atwill, D.D., as Presi- 
dent, and Mr. S. N. Sanford as Secretary'.

I am not able to reply at length, but 
will briefly state that the dispensation sent to me on the seventh of 
last February, by our wise and Heavenly Father, entirely prevents 
me from serving the Diocese in any way, or from being an aid in any 
res|>ect to an Assistant Hishoi). 

Therefore, 1 resign my position as Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio. 
I will coninuinicate this resignation to the House of Bishops through 
the Presiding Bishoj). 

I make this resolve at the cost of a cherished feeling, which has 
led nic to regard the Episcopal tie between a Bishop and his Diocese, 
with its responsibilities and relationships, as Divinely intended to 
continue as long as life lasts. But 1 realize that I am not able to 
take even the few responsibilities that would unavoidably be mine, 
if I remained Bishop of Ohio. By resigning my ofllice I do what I 
Ice! sure is for the best interests of the Diocese. I promptly send you 
my decision, and l)e^ you to inform the Diocese of it. 

As the consummation of this matter will require time, I hereby en- 
close the assignment, which you may require meanwhile, in the same 
form as was used last January, which met your approval. 

I wish 1 could sav to mv beloved Diocese all that mv heart dictates, 
of gratitude for tlieir loving devotion during well-nigh thirty years; 
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and that I could dwell upon the tender associations iind precious 
friendships with Clergy and Laity throughout Ohio. But what 1 have 
already said is almost moi*e than I can bear, and I must subscribe 
myself, once more, your friend and Bishop,

Rev. G. T. Bedell, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, Nice, 
France : 

Rt. Rev. and Very Dear Bishop:— It is with deep sadness that 
we, the members of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Ohio, 
have listened to the reading of your letter of the tw^elfth ultimo, no- 
tify^ing us of your decision to resign the Episcopate of this Diocese. 
We had hoped that the official tie which, for nearly thirty years, has 
existed between this Diocese and yourself, its beloved Bishop, might 
remain unsevered to the last hour of your life on earth ; even as the 
personal tie, which binds the hearts of the people of this Diocese in 
loving devotion to yourself, still remains inviolate and inviolable. 
But we are convinced that you would not have made the decision 
^nrhich you have now announced to us, except for the most conclusive 
reasons; and we recognize the fact that we might embarrass the 
situation by any attempt to induce a reconsideration or any modi- 
fication of that decision. 

We sh«'Jl, therefore, make no such attempt; but we shall simply 
communicate to the Diocese the fact of your resignation of the high 
office which you have so long and so faithfully' filled ; and shall then 
await the action of the House of Bishops and the guiding indications 
of the providence of God. 

With an earnest prayer that the sustaining grace of our Heavenly 
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Father may be ever with you. and that His Guiding Hand may nilc 
the Diocese, we remain w^ith devoted regard,

April 25. Gave consent in writing to the formation of a new 
parish at the East End of Cleveland, on the petition of B. C. Field, 
Chairman, and Thomas MabW, Secretary; conditioned, however, 
on the location of the church of the proposed new parish not nearer 
to Emmanuel Church than one mile, without the consent of the 
authorities of Emmanuel Church. At the same time we strongly 
urged the representatives of Emmanuel Church to exercise a large 
measure of Christian magnanimity, and to freely consent to the 
location of the proposed new church nearer to Emmanuel than one 
full mile, "even so near as Doan street'* — about half a mile from 
Emmanuel. This advice was accepted b^'the three chosen represent- 
atives of Emmanuel Church, who w^ere present, and who assured us 
of the readN- acceptance of our advice b^' the parish and Rector- 
elect.

The Standing Committee beg leave to call attention to two or 
three subjects of practical importance on w^hich it has suggestions- 
to make, inviting your action thereon. 

The Trust Funds of the Diocese should be better and more 
definitely understood, and we suggest that measures be taken to 
secure a full descriptive explanation of all the Trust Funds of the 
Diocese in one concise report, to be printed in full in the Journal. 
Such a report should include not alone the Trust Funds belonging to 
the Diocese, but such also as are regularly, or from time to time, re- 
ported to the Convention. 

Chief among these are the following: 

The Episcopate Endowment Fund ; the Disabled Clergy Fund ; 
the Disabled Clergy Fund (Supplemental); the Missionary Committee 
Fund ; the Education Fund ; the Charles D. Betts Library Fund ; 
the Lorillard Fund ; the Bethel Church, Peninsula, Fund ; the Kent 
Jarvis Fund ; and other funds. 

Most of these funds are well and safely invested and are fully re- 
ported to each Diocesan Convention, and the reports are published 
in the Journal of the Convention, year by year, continually. This 
should be the case with all these funds. But when the Diocese was 
divided, some of the funds then belonging to the undivided Diocese 
were not divided, but were left in the form of Joint Funds of the 
Diocese of Ohio and the Diocese of Southern Ohio. Thev have re- 
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maincd so to this day, in the custody of Twtmmtmom mr'Wwwmf^atmm&t 
elected by, nor reportiaf^ to; tftm ConTcntion or any of its officers, 
so far a» wr Inrrr ascertained. We therefore earnestly recommend 
tlMt measures be taken to learn all the important facts relating to 
these Joint Ponds, with a view to their division at an early day be- 
tween the two Dioceses, and that the portion belonging to this 
Diocese be placed in the custody of a Treasurer or Tmstees elected 
by and reporting to this Convention, unless the founders of the 
funds provided otherwise. 

PAROCHIAL REPORTS. 

A careful reading of the Journal of our last Annual Convention of 
the Diocese must show to anyone having knowledge of such mat- 
ters, that the value of the Journal was well-nigh destroyed by the 
lack of completeness, and in many cases the total absence of the 
Parochial Reports for the year ending Easter Monday, Aprfl 2, 
1888. Seeing and deploring the serious loss, and still more the 
gross wrong and harm sure to come to the Diocese by the publica- 
tion, by authority of the Convention, of such misleading and be- 
littling reports, the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese undertook 
to remedy, if possible, the serious evil. To that end, the following 
circular was issued, November 20, 1888: 

Cleveland, November 20, 1888. 
Rev. and Dear Sir: 

Under instructions from the Standing Committee of this Diocese, 
acting as its Ecclf siastical Authority, I beg to call your attention to 
the fact that the Statistics of the Diocese for the last Convention 
year (preceding the last Annual Convention), and published in the 
last Diocesan Journal, are rendered worthless and worse than worth- 
less, positively misleading and l^elittling to our work, and to our 
Diocese, by the absence or incompleteness of Parochial Reports fi-om 
more than one-third of all the parishes and organized mission 
stations of the Diocese. 

I am sorr^' to add that your parish seems to be one of the 

delinquent in this regard. 

Will vou not, at once, fill out the enclosed blank and return to mv 
address, and thereby help the Standing Committee, so far as possible, 
to remedy the great evil arising from incomplete or totally omitted 

reports.

In truth, folly one- 
half ot the twenty-seren parishes and missions which made no re- 
port last May. ought to be stricken from the roll of live p>ansbes, 
and either declared extinct, under the prorisions of §ii.. Canon 4, 
Title 11.. or placed upon a separate roll of parishes from which no 
report is expected and to which no r epres e ntation, or only a limited 
representation, is allowed. 

SureU* parishes having no stated services, no Snnday-school, no 
Ciei g_i man.no Lay-Reader, no parish work of any kind, and making 
norep«>rt.haveno moral right to representation in our Conventions. 
We earnestly recommend that this subject be carefully considered by 
the Committee on Canons and by the Convention, that our Diocesan 
Journal may cease to ^ so gross a misrepresentation of oar Diocese 
and its work.

Rn.E IV. — Whenever any nieml>er is about to speak in debate, or 
<lcliver anv matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his seat. 
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and, with due respect, address himself in an audible voice to the 
President, conlining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

RuLB V. — No member shall speak more than twice in the same 
debate, without leave of the House. 

Rule VI. — While the President is putting any question, the 
members shall continue in their seats, and not hold any private 
discourse. 

Rule VII. — Every member present shall vote when a question 
is put, unless excused by the Convention ; and, on a vote by orders, 
the name of the Presiding Officer shall be called last. 

Rule VIII. — When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be made, unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefi- 
nitely, to postpone it to a certain time, to commit it, to amend it, 
or to divide it ; and motions for any of these shall have precedence 
in the order herein named. 

Rule IX. — A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without 
debate. 

Rule X. — A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and, if un- 
qualified, shall be decided without debate. 

Rule XI. — No motion shall be considered as before the House 
nnlessit be seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

Rule XII. — A question being once determined, shall stand as the 
judgment of the Convention, and shall not be again considered 
during the same session; but, a question being decided, may 
be reconsidered, with the consent of two-thirds of the members 
present, on a motion to that purpose by one of the majority' on the 
first decision. 

Rule XIII.— All Committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

Rule XIV. — The reportsof all Committees shall be in writing, and 
shall be entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If 
recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion by 
the Convention, they shall be accompanied by a resolution or 
resolutions for its consideration. 

Rule XV.— All questions of order shall be decided by the President, 
in the first instance; but any member may appeal from such decision, 
and on such appeal no member shall si)eak more than once without 
leave of the Convention. 

Rule XVI. — Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church not 
entitled to seats, and candidates for Holy Orders in this Diocese 
shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention, and their 
names entered on the Journal, on reporting themselves to the 
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Secretary, but without the ri^ht of tnking any part in the proceed- 
ings. 

Rule XVII. — Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the 
minutes of the last day's proceedings shall 1^ read, corrected, if 
necessary, and approved. 

Rule XVIII. — The Rules of Order may be suspended on a vote of 
two-thirds of all the mcml)ers present. 

Rule XIX.— The above shall l)e the Rules of Order of all future 
Conventions, unless altered or rescinded, and shall be published in 
the Journal of each Convention. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE 

OF OHIO. 

ARTICLE 1. 

This Church, as a constituent part of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, accedes to and adopts the 
Constitution of that Church, and acknowledges its authority ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE 2. 

There shall be a Convention of the Church in this Diocese on the 
third Wednesday in May, in each year, unless otherwise ordered by 
a previous Convention. But in case an epidemic disease shall prevail 
at the place appointed, or other like cause shall render it obviously 
exjjedient, the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the 
Standing Committee, shall appoint some other place, and send 
special notice of the same to every Minister and Vestry in the Dio- 
cese at least three weeks before the time of meeting. The Bishop, 
with such Clergymen and Delegates as shall at any time be dulj' 
assembled in Convention, shall constitute a quorum; provided that 
in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, or of the absence of the Bishop, 
such Clergymen and Lay Delegates as shall duly assemble constitute 
a quorum ; but, in the absence of the Bishop, if he be within the 
bounds of the Diocese, unless he shall have signified his desire to the 
contrary, such quorum shall adjourn to the next day, when, if the 
absence of the Bishop continue, the business of the Convention 

shall proceed. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Any parish may be suspended from the right of representation in 
the Convention, or its connection with the Diocese wholly dissolved, 
by a vote of two-thirds of each order, whenever the same shall be 
deemed conducive to the interests of the Church.

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ARTICLE 4. 

The Convention shall be composed of Clergymen and Laymen. 
The Bishop and every minister of this Diocese canonicaJly resident 
and in charge of a congregation in union with this Convention, or 
employed as a missionary under the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese, or regularly engaged as an instructor in any incorpbrated 
seminary of learning, shall be members of this Convention, provided 
that they can show that they have been at least six months in the 
Diocese, as above required ; provided also that no Clergyman who 
has been a member of this Convention shall lose his seat therein by 
reason of age or of bodily infirmities disqualifying him for bis previous 
position. Ever3' regularly organized parish in canonical union with 
this Church shall send to the Convention one or more Lay Delegates, 
not exceeding three; every such parish having, under one Vestry, 
in addition to its principal Church, a Chapel, recognized as such by 
the Convention, shall be entitled to send one additional Lay Delegate 
for every such Chapel; and every Mission Station in the Diocese, 
recognized as such by the Convention, shall be entitled to send one 
Delegate to the Convention. No person under Ecclesiastical censure 
or process shall be entitled to a seat in the Convention. 

ARTICLE 5. 

The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when he 

may judge it important to the good of the Church, or when applied 

to for that purpose by the Standing Committee; and in case 

of a vacancj^ in the Episcopate, or the continued absence of the 

Bishop from the Diocese for six months, the Standing Committee 

shall have power to call a Special Convention, and shall do so, 

if applied to for the purpose by any five Prcsbj'ters or Vestries 

of the Diocese. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The Bishop shall preside in the Convention, and shall open or 
cause it to be opened with prayer. If there be no Bishop present, 
the Convention shall be called to order by the Secretary, and shall 
elect a Picsidcnt from among the Presbyters. 

ARTICLE 7. 

There shall be: 1. A Secretary of the Diocese, to record the 
proceeding's of the Convention, and perform such other duties 
as ma}' be required, to be elected annually. 2. A Treasurer for 
the collection and disbursement of funds for current expenses, 
to be elected each \'car. 3. A Board of five Trustees of the Diocese, 
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to hold their office five years, who shall be a body corporate 
to receive and hold in trust, invest, change investment, and care for 
all the permanent funds of the Diocese. 4. An Ecclesiastical Court of 
five Presbyters, for the trial of offences and the settling of 
differences, to be elected for the term of three years. 5. A Standing 
Committee of three Presbj-ters and three Laymen, to act as the 
Ecclesiastical Authority if the Diocese be vacant or the Bishop 
unable to act, to be elected annually. 6. A Registrar of the 
Diocese, for the preservation of Documents, to hold his office 
three years, and until a successor be chosen. All the aforesaid 
officers to hold their offices till successors are chosen. 

ARTICLE 8. 

The Clergy and Lay Delegates shall, except in the election of 
a Bishop, deliberate in one body, and vote as such in all elections. 
All elections shall be by ballot unless dispensed with by a unanimous 
vote. A vote by orders upon the decision of any question maj' 
be called for by five members. When a vote by orders is called for, 
the Delegates of each congregation shall be entitled to one vote 
only ; and a concurrent majority of the votes of both orders shall 
be necessarv to constitute a vote of the Convention. 

ARTICLE 9. 

The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be made in an 
Annual Convention, or in a Special Convention called for that 
purpose at least sixty da3's before the time appointed; the object 
being stated by notice in writing, and sent by the Secretary of the 
Standing Committee to every Clergyman and Vestry of the Diocese. 
The election shall be conducted as follows : The Clergy shall vote by 
ballot for some suitable person for the office of Bishop, and a 
majority of the Clergy present shall determine the choice. A nomi- 
nation thus made shall be communicated to the Lay members, 
who shall proceed to vote by ballot whether to receive or reject it, 
a majority of whom shall be necessary to confirm the election. 

ARTICLE 10. 

The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for amendment shall be laid before the Convention 
in writing, and if approved, shall lie over till the next Annual Con- 
vention, and if then approved by two-thirds of the two orders 
voting separately, the change shall take place, and the Constitution 
thus altered shall be obligatory. 
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DIGEST OF THE CANONS. 



TITLE I. 

THE DIOCBSE. 



CANON 1. 

OK THE LIST OF MINISTERS. 

§ i. Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of 
this Diocese, the Bishop shall cause to be prepared a list of the 
Ministers canonicall3'- resident in the Diocese, annexing the names 
of their respective cures, or parishes, or stations as Missionaries, or 
of the institutions of learning duly incorporated in which the\' arc 
engaged ; and in regard to such as are not engaged in parishes, or 
missions, or institutions of learning as above, their places of residence 
onh', specifying, at the same time, who of any class are Deacons: 
but no Clergyman, while suspended from the ministry, shall have a 
place on such list ; and such list shall be laid before the Convention 
immediately after it shall have been called to order, and the names 
of the Clerical members called therefrom. The same shall be ap- 
pended to the Journal, and sent to the Secretary' of the General 
Convention. 

$i ii. When the right of any Clergj'man to a seat in the Convention 
is disputed, it shall be determined according to the provisions of 
the fourth article of the Constitution, by the Convention itself, 
whether his name be inserted in the list aforesaid, or be omitted. 

CANON 2. 

OF ATTENDANCK ON CONVENTION. 

It shall be the duty of all Clergymen entitled to seats in the Con- 
vention to attend the same, and of each parish in union with the 
Convention to send one or more Lay Delegates to the Convention, 
not exceeding three, elected bA' the Vestry from among the male com- 
municants of the parish to 1^ represented ; which Delegates shall ex- 
hibit to the Convention a certificate, signed bj' the Rector or Clergyman 
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in charge, or an officer of the parish, as follows: " This is to certify 

that at a regular meeting of the Vestry of Parish, held on the 

— dav" of , 18—, A. B., who is a communicant of good standing 

in said Church, was appointed a Lay Delegate to represent the same 
in the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Dio- 
cese of Ohio, to be held on the — day of , in the year of our 

Lord — ; and that the semi-annual dues to the Con vention fund of the 
Diocese are either fully paid, or application has been made for relief 
in accordance with the Canon." 

CANON 3. 

OF THE SECRETARY. 

It shall be the dut}- of the Secretary to take minutes and record 
all proceedings of the Convention ; to attest its public acts, preserve 
its records, notify the parishes of the times and places of all stated 
and Si)ecial Conventions, giving thirty days' notice, and faithfully 
to deliver to his successor all books and papers relative and belong- 
ing to the Convention which may be in his charge. In giving notice 
of the meeting of the Annual Convention, he shall send a form of 
a parochial report, and of a certificate by which the appointment 
of Lay Delegates is to be certified. If the parish be vacant, this 
notice shall be sent to the Senior Warden. 

CANON 4. 

OF THE TREASURER. 

It shall be the dutv of the Treasurer of the Diocese to receive and 
disburse all monej's collected imder the authority of the Convention 
of which the collection and distribution shall not otherwise be reg- 
ulated, and semi-annually to notify the Wardens of each parish of 
the amount of its dues, and when to be paid, giving twenty days* 
notice. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Convention, 
and examined by a Committee of the same. In case of a vacancy 
the Standing Committee shall appoint a Treasurer for the unexpired 

term. 

CANON 5. 

OF THE REGISTRAR. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to gather and preserve all such 
journals, files, papers, reports, catalogues and other documents as 
mav be useful for reference, or furnish materials for the historv of 
the Church in the Diocese of Ohio, and to hold the same under such 
regulations and restrictions as the Convention may from time to 
time prescribe. 
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CAXOX 6. 

OF THE TRUSTEES. 

§ i. A Board of five Trustees of the Diocese, to hold their office 
five years, shall be elected by the Convention, who, in addition to 
the duties specified in the Constitution, shall have the care of funds, 
such as those derived from extinct parishes, those for disabled Clergy, 
and for the support of the Episcopate, and all such as may by gift 
or devise for any special purpose become the property of the Diocese. 

§ ii. At the first election of Trustees of the Diocese under this 
Canon, the whole number shall be chosen ; but the term of one (to 
be designated by the Board) shall expire each year, so that every 
year after the first, one Trustee shall be elected, and vacancies, if 
any, be filled for unexpired terms. 

§ iii. It shall be the duty of the Trustees, not only to care for 
the property as in Article 7 of the Constitution, but to take all legal 
steps needed to establish a title to the property of extinct parishes ; 
to give such bonds as the Convention may require, and every year 
to make to the Convention a full report of the condition of their 
trusts. 

§ iv. The Board of Trustees of the Diocese shall be convened bv 

the Bishop of the Diocese, who shall preside in the meetings of the 

Board ; but in his absence the Board shall provide its convener and 

presiding officer. 

CAXOX 7. 

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The officers of the Standing Committee required by Title III., 
Canon 2, Section i., of the Digest of the General Convention, shall 
be appointed at their first meeting. Any three of the Committee, 
the whole being summoned, provided one be a Presbyter, shall be a 
(lucrum for the transaction of business, when convened at the rc- 
(|iiest of the Bishop. At all other meetings, a majority of the mem- 
bers shall be necessary to a quorum. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Committee to keep a faithful record of the proceed- 
ings in a book provided for that purpose; to preserve the originals 
of all papers or letters addressed to the Committee; to attest their 
acts, and to deliver to his successor all books and papers, which in 
virtue of his office have been committed to him. The minutes of the 
Committee, and all other papers in their hands relative to the 
Church, shall be subject to examination by the Bishop, or by the 
Convention. A report of the acts of the Committee shall be made 
annually to the Convention. Vacancies occurring in the Committee 
shall be supplied bj' vote of the remaining members. 
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'^ CANON 8. 

OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

The Convention shall elect, at the regi^ar Annual Meeting next 
preceding the regular meeting of the General Convention, four Clergy- 
men, who shall be Presbyters entitled to seats in the Diocesan Con- 
vention, and residents in the Diocese, and four Laymen residents in 
the Diocese, who shall be in good standing as communicants in the 
same, to act as Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. 
The same course shall also be lawful at any other Convention of the 
Diocese, should a call for a special meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, or other circumstances, render a special election of Deputies 
necessary or desirable. Deputies duly elected shall continue in office 
until their successors are chosen. And it shall be the duty of the 
Deputies-elect to signify to the Bishop, on some day at least three 
weeks before the meeting of the General Convention, whether they 
w^ill attend or not to the duties of their office. In default of which 
signification, or in case of the declining of anj' to attend the General 
Convention, the Standing Committee, on notification from the 
Bishop, shall proceed to appoint as many Clerical and Lay Deputies 
as may be necessary to constitute a full representation of the Dio- 
cese; and the person or persons so delegated, being furnished with 
the certificate of the Secretary of the Standing Committee, shall 
have all the rights of Deputies elected by the Convention. In case 
of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the notification on the part of the 
Deputies-elect, above required, shall be made to the President of the 

Standing Committee. 

CANON 9. 

OF THE DIOCESAN FUND. 

§ i. At each Annual Convention an assessment shall be made upon 
the several parishes and mission stations in the Diocese, according to 
the several abilities of the parishes and mission stations, of an 
amount sufficient to satisfy the pecuniary obligations of the Con- 
vention, embracing the salaries of the Bishop, and the Assistant 
Bishop, if there be one, and all contingent expenses. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of the vestry of each parish, and the 
committee of each mission station, to provide for the collection and 
payment of such sums as shall be assessed by the Convention, as 
aforesaid ; and they shall transmit the same in semi-annual install- 
ments to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

§ iii. It shall be the duty of each corporation in union with the 
Convention, and each organized mission, to render, at such time and 
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in such manner as the same may be required by the Conventioii, or 
the Bishop of the Diocese, a true and faithful account of the 
real estate and other property owned or held by said parish, 
or organized mission, with its fairly estimated value, and also 
the statement of an^* liens or encumbrances on the same, or any part 
thereof, and the amount of interest paid in consequence of such lien 
or encumbrance. And further, it shall be the duty of each parish, or 
organized mission, faithfully and truly to declare the full amount 
of the current expenditure of the parish, or organized mission, and of 
all money expended for the same, in any way accruing, including 
salaries and all other expenses. 

§ iv. The Committee on Finance are hereby empowered, and 
it shall be their duty, to base their assessments on some fixed and 
uniform plan ; and the assessments shall be payable, one-half August 
1st, and the other half February 1st. 

§ V. All applications for modification'or remission of arrearages to 
the Diocesan Fund shall l)e in writing, directed "To the Finance 
Committee," and shall contain a statement of the number of 
collections taken in the aggrieved parish during the preceding year 
for Diocesan purposes, and the results, with the grounds upon which 
relief is asked, and the reasons for the failure to make the regular 
collections, in case thej' have been omitted. 

§ vi. Thecontingcnt expenses of the Diocese shall include: — 1. The 
traveling expenses of the Bishop in the discharge of his official 
duties. 2. The postages of the Bishop. 3. The quota assessed 
on the churches in the Diocese by the General Convention for con- 
tingent expenses, -t. Publishing the Journals of the Convention, and 
such other documents as ma^' be ordered by the Convention. 5. 
The salarA' of the Secretary. G. The traveling expenses of the 
Clerical Delegates to the General Convention. 7. The traveling 
expenses of Presbyters attending Ecclesiastical trials. 8. The 
traveling exi)enses of Examining Chaplains. 



TITLE II. 

THE PARISH. 



CANON 1. 

OF NEW PARISHES. 

§ i. In order to the formation of a new parish, the written consent 
of the Ecclesiastical Authoritv of the Diocese must first be obtained. 
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Should such consent be refused, an application for permission to 
form such parish may be made to the next Convention. 

§ ii. For the organization of a parish, the following Article of 
Association must be signed by at least twenty persons who intend 
to be supporters of the parish : ** We the undersigned do associate 
ourselves together for the purpose of maintaining the worship of 
God and the preaching of the Gospel, according to the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 

the United States, under the name of the Parish of Church, 

in the town of , and county of , and State of Ohio ; and do 

promise conformity to the Constitution and Canons of the General 
Convention and of the Diocese of Ohio." 

§ iii. After twenty persons shall have signed the Article of Asso- 
ciation, a meeting of the same may be called on ten days' notice. 
At this meeting Wardens and Vestrymen shall be elected, a name of 
the parish adopted, and such other steps taken as are necessarj' to 
the incorporation of the parish under the laws of the State. The 
minutes of the meeting shall be recorded in a book to be kept as a 
record of the proceedings of the Vestry and Parish meetings, in 
which shall be recorded the Article of Association. 

§ iv. A certified copy of the Article of Association, and of the 
minutes of the meeting for organizing the parish, shall be sent to the 
Bishop without delay, together with notice that the parish will 
apply for admission into union with the Convention. At a sub- 
sequent Convention this application shall be made, and for this 
purpose a certified cop3' of the aforesaid papers shall be presented. 

§ V. Any parish in this Diocese which shall deem its right en- 
croached upon, or its prosperity or usefulness endangered by the 
proposed location in its vicinity of a Church or Chapel of another 
parish, may present the matter of the threatened intrusion to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, and ask his fatherly interposition in its 
behalf. In such case the Bishop may call for, and appoint the time 
and place of a conference of delegates from the parishes in interest. 
But, if such conference, with the godly advice of the Bishop, shall 
not result in an amicable adjustment of the difference between the 
parties thereto, the Bishop, or either party in the conflict, may lay 
the matter at issue before the Standing Committee of the Diocese ; 
and the decision of the Standing Committee, with the approval 
of the Bishop, shall be final. 

CANON 2. 

OF THE VESTRY. 

§ i. In every parish of this Diocese, on Easter-Monday, after 
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prayer, annually, there shall be an election of the Vestry consistinf^ 
of not less than five nor more than ten members, who shall continue 
in office until successors are chosen. Two of these Vestrymen shall 
be designated on the ballots as Wardens — one as Senior Warden, the 
other as Junior Warden. The Rector of the parish, if present, shall 
preside at Parish or Vestry meetings. In his absence the Senior 
Warden shall preside ; if both are absent the Junior Warden shall 
preside. 

§ ii. The Vestry shall elect a Secretary, whose duty it shall be 
to take and record the minutes of their proceedings, attest the 
public acts of the Vestry, preserve all records and papers belong- 
ing to the parish, not otherwise provided for, perform such other 
duties as shall be legally assigned him, and faithfully deliver to his 
successor all books and documents in his possession belonging to the 
parish. 

§ iii. A Treasurer shall also be elected, to receive, disburse and ac- 
count for the funds of the parish. 

§ i V. In electing a Vestry no persons shall be entitled to vote unless, 
at the time of such voting, they are adherents of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and beat least twenty-one j^ears of age, and have, 
at least for six months preceding said election, rented a pew or por- 
tion of a pew, or by subscription or otherwise have contributed 
regularly for the same space of time to the support of the parish; 
nor shall any persons vote in a parish of which they are not bona 
fide members. 

§ V. To be eligible as Vestryman, one must be a layman, and to be 
a Warden one must be a communicant. 

§ vi. It shall be the duty of the Vestry to take charge of the prop- 
erty of the church, to regulate all its temporal concerns, to elect 
and call a minister and provide for his maintenance, to provide for 
I)aying all lawful assessments on the parish, to keep order in the 
church during the celebration of divine worship, and, in general, to act 
as helpers to the minister in whatever is appropriate to laymen, for 
the furtherance of the Gospel ; it being understood, always, that 
the spiritual concerns of the Church are under the exclusive direction 
of the minister, in subordination to the Ecclesiastical Authority 
and laws of the Diocese. 

}} vii. It shall be the duty of the Wardens, especially, to provide 
the elements for the Lord's Supper, to collect the alms at the admin- 
istration of the same, to keep and disburse such alms in case the 
Church is destitute of a minister, and, while the Church is destitute 
of a minister, to provide for the celebration of public worship, and 
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the instruction of the congregation, by occasional clerical services, 
or by lay-reading, as the circumstances maj' permit. Meetings of 
the Vestry may be called by the Rector, or, in his absence, by the 
Senior Warden ; and the Rector, or, in his absence, the Senior Warden, 
shall call meetings at the request of two members. 

§ viii. Vacancies occurring in the Vestrj- during the year maj' be 
filled by the remaining members. If the Vestry shall become extinct 
or incapacitated for action by the death or resignation of its mem- 
bers, the Bishop maj' call a special parish meeting (giving due notice 
thereof) to elect a Vestry to serve till the Easter-Monday next fol- 
lowing; and, if the parish shall refuse or neglect to assemble and 
elect a Vestry as herein provided, the Bishop, with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee, may appbint three Trustees to 
take charge of the property of the parish, and to exercise all the 
rights and functions of a Vestry until the parish shall elect a Vestry 
under the provisions of this Canon. 

§ ix. Parishes incorporated by special act are excepted from any 
parts of this Canon interfering with said act of incorporation. 

CANON 3. 

OK VACANT PARISHES. 

On the organization of a new parish, or the occurrence of a va- 
cancy in any existing parish, the Committee or Vestry shall give im- 
mediate notice thereof to the Ecclesiastical Authority, which, after 
three months, if Divine service be not maintained, ma^' take meas- 
ures, upon consulting with the Missionary' Committee and the Vestry 
of the parish, to supph' services at the expense of the latter. 

CANON 4.. 

OF EXTINCT PARISHES. 

§ i. Whenever in the opinion of the Bishop a parish has failed in 
the purposes of its organization, he maj' report the case to'the Con- 
vention. 

§ ii. Whenever the Bishop or the Standing Committee think it 
advisable to call upon the Convention to declare any parish extinct, 
before a vote is taken, the question, with all the evidence tending 
to prove and disprove the existence of the facts ui)on which such 
declaration, under the law, must l)e founded, shall be referred to 
the Committee on Canons, anda report made by that Committee, on 
a day subsequent to the day of reference, recommending what action 
should, in the opinion of the Committee, be taken brthe Convolution, 
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accompanied by a written or oral statement of the evidence placed 
before the Committee. And if two-thirds of the members present 
vote in favor of declaring the parish or parishes named in the re- 
port extinct, such parish or parishes shall become and be extinct, 
and title to all the property thereof shall at once vest in the Trustees 
of the Diocese. 

CANON 5. 

OF PAROCHIAL REGISTERS AND REPORTS. 

§ i. Every Clergyman of the Diocese shall keep a record of all the 
baptisms, confirmations, marriages and funerals solemnized by 
him, or in his parish by any other minister of this Church ; specifying 
the names, places and times of birth of the persons baptized, together 
with the names of parents and sponsors or witnesses; the names of 
those confirmed, and by whom ; the names of the parties married, and 
of persons buried ; and also the time of such rite, respectively. This 
register shall be kept by the minister, in a book kept for that 
purpose, and belonging to the Vestry of the Church which he serves, 
which book shall be called the Parish Register, and shall be con- 
sidered as a part of the records of the parish. 

§ ii. In addition to the register above named, the minister of each 
parish shall keep a list of the communicants and of families within 
his cure, specifying the time when the former became communicants 
of the Church under his charge, and whether by removal from 
the communion of some other Church, or otherwise. 

§ iii. Every minister of the Diocese shall, on or before the day of 
every Annual Convention, present or send to the Bishop, or, if there 
be no Rishop, to the President of the Convention, a statement of the 
condition of the parish, according to such form as shall be furnished 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, and for the parochial 
year ending on the previous Easter-Monday. 



TITLE III. 

THE WORK. 



CANON 1. 

OF OBLIGATION TO WORK. 



§ i. The Church of Christ l>eing essentially a missionary institution, 
and every part thereof pledged by the Christian profession to 
the support of the missionary work, and the education of young 
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men for the ministry being absolutely necessary to the furtherance 
of the Gospel in the same work, it is solemnly urged upon every 
member of the Church that he consider his Christian profession 
as involving direct obligation to promote these objects. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of ever3'' minister of this Diocese to 
instruct the people of his charge in relation to these objects. And it 
is recommended to every member of the Church to lay by him, 
on the first day of the week, in store for these and other religious 
and charitable purposes, as God has prospered him, according to the 
Apostolic direction : 1 Cor. xvi. 1. 

CANON 2. 

OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 

§ i. There shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting of the 
Convention a Committee to be called the Missionary Committee of 
the Diocese, which shall consist of one Clergyman and one Layman 
from each Convocational district, and one Clergyman and two 
Laymen from the Diocese at large, to whom, together with the 
Bishop of the Diocese, and the Assistant Bishop, if there l)e one, and 
the General Missionary, if there be one, who are ex officio members 
of the Committee, shall be entrusted the general care and manage- 
ment of the missionary interests of the Church in the Diocese. 

§ ii. In the election of the Missionary Committee, the nomination 
of representatives of a Convocation, if any be made, shall have 
precedence of all other nominations. 

§ iii. This Committee shall be charged with the appointment 
of Mission Stations and Missionaries ; but no Mission Station nor 
Missionary shall be appointed without the consent of the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority of the Diocese, given in writing. 

§ iv. The Missionary Committee shall meet annually, at the place, 
and on the day, of the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and at 
such other time and place as the President may appoint, or as may 
be found convenient on their own adjournment. Three members, if 
one of them is a Clergyman, shall constitute a quorum. Ex officio 
members shall not be counted in a quorum. 

§ V. The Missionary Committee shall appoint a Secretary and 
Treasurer, who, if not already members of this body, shall thereby 
become ex officio members. Vacancies during the recess of the Con- 
vention may be supplied by the Committee. 

§ vi. The Bishop of the Diocese, or, in his absence, the Assistant 
Bishop, if there be one, is President of the Missionary Committee. 
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In his absence a Chairman pro tempore shall be appointed from 
among the Clerical members. 

§ vii. All moneys received for the purposes of the Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Committee shall be appropriated under its direction, in 
accordance with this Canon ; but it shall be the privilege of con- 
tributors to the missionary cause to designate the particular object 
to which their contribution shall be applied. 

CANON 3. 

OK MISSION STATIONS. 

§ i. A Mission Station, when adopted by the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority and Missionary Committee, shall be duly organized by the 
appointment of a Missionary, who, with the consent and by the 
authority of the Committee, shall appoint two persons, who shall 
constitute a Committee of the Mission, charged with its temporal 
interests. Prior to the appointment of a Missionary, however, the 
Bishop, in consultation with the Missionary Committee, may, 
should he deem it expedient, appoint a Committee of a Mission. 
thus securing a preliminary organization ; the persons so appointed 
to serve until a Missionary shall be appointed and the organization 
completed, or until the appointment is revoked by the Bishop 

'i ii. The plan of organization shall be in accordance with the fol- 
lowing form of application to the Bishop: 

*'Rt. Kev. and Dear Sir :— We, the undersigned, residents of , 

County of , Diocese of Ohio, being desirous of obtaining the 

services of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and being ready, 
according to our ability, to sustain the same, do hereby request yon 
to inquire into our estate, and provide for us as you may deem 
j)roper and exijedient. We do hereby declare ourselves, individually 
and collectivch', ready to do what in us lies to establish and sustain 
the regular worship of the said Church, and promote its influence in 
our neighborhood ; and we promise conformity to its doctrines, disci- 
])Hne. liturg}', rites and usages. We put ourselves under your 
charge, and will reverently obey your authority. We promise con- 
formity to the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention, 
and of the Diocese of Ohio, and the rules and regulations of its Con- 
vention. In accordance with these obligations and rules, we now 
ask the privilege of being organized as a Mission, under the name 
of ." 

>^ iii. Any property of a Mission Station may be vested in the 
Board of Trustees of the Diocese, until the Station shall be dulv in- 
corporatcd as a parish, and admitted to union with the Convention, 
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when the said property shall be transferred to the parish corpora- 
tion. 

1 iv. An organized Parish may, under such provisions as the Mis- 
sionary Committee shall determine, receive a Missionary appointed 
by the said Committee. A Parish may place one or more of its 
parochial missions under the care of the Missionary Committee, 
with the consent of the Committee. 

§ V. It shall be the duty of ever>- Mission Station, and of every 
organized Parish which is aided by the Missionary Committee, 
to pledge and to pay an annual sum, satisfactory to the Committee, 
into its treasury in quarterly payments. 

§ vi. At every Missionary Station, on Easter-Monday, there 

shall be held a meeting of the members of the Station, who shall 

appoint a delegate to the Convention of the Diocese, who shall be 

entitled to a seat in the said Convention, the certificate of whose 

election shall be signed by the Missionary in charge, or by the clerk 

of the meeting. 

CANON 4. 

OF CONVOCATIONS. 

} i. The Diocese shall be divided by the Bishop into Convocational 
districts, not more than five in number; and the Clergy within the 
several districts, with Laj'men appointed from time to time by the 
Rectors and Missionaries from their Parishes or Mission Stations, 
shall meet quarterly, at such time and place as each Convocation 
may determine, and also at other times at the call of the Bishop. 

} ii. The officers of Convocation shall be Dean, Secretary and 
Treasurer. Each Convocation shall elect its own Dean, who shall be 
qualified for office when his appointment is approved by the Bishop. 

i iii. The Dean shall preside in the absence of the Bishop, and shall 
superintend so much of the work of Convocation as the Bishop may 
commit to his charge. 

'iiY. The objects of Convocation shall be three-fold: 1st. It 
shall be recognized as a centre of spiritual life, and its sessions shall 
be specially characterized by services for public worship and religious 
conferences. 2d. To devise plans for the extension of the Church 
within the limits of the Convocation. 3d. To accumulate and ap- 
propriate funds for the erection of churches and rectories, and for 
the distribution of Bibles, Prayer-books and tracts. 

? V. Each Convocation shall l)e authorized to nominate one 
Clergyman and one Layman to the Convention, from within its 
district, to be balloted for as members of the Missionary Committee. 

2 vi. Each Convocation shall make an annual report of its doings 
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to the Bishop, through its Secretary, to be presented to the Con- 
vention. 

i vii. The oflferings at meetings of Convocation shall be at its dis- 
posal for furthering the work contemplated by Section iv. of this 
Canon ; and the amount shall be reported and credited to the Dio- 
cesan Missionary Fund. 

CANON 5. 

OF THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

§ i. There shall be elected by ballot, at each Annual Convention 
of the Diocese, a Committee consisting of the Bishop, and Assistant 
Bishop, when there is one, of the Diocese, ex o&cio; and four other 
Members, two Clerical and two Lay, who shall be called the Educa- 
tion Committee, to whom shall be committed the appointment and 
regulation of beneficiaries, the collection and appropriation of funds 
therefor, and all other business belonging thereto ; 'which Commit- 
tee shall be authorized to act with any similar Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Convention of any other Diocese in Ohio, under such 
regulations as the Joint Committee shall enact, not inconsistent 
with this Canon. 

§ ii. It shall be the privilege of contributors to the Education 
cause to designate the particular object to which their contribntious 
shall be applied ; otherwise all contributions shall be at the disposal 
of the Committee. 

§ iii. At every annual meeting of the Committee a report of the 
transactions of the year shall be submitted, which shall be 'laid be- 
fore the Convention, and printed in the Journal in whole or in part. 

CANON 6. 

OF LAV-READERS. 

No one shall be considered as authorized to officiate as a Lav- 
reader in this Diocese, except in case of particular emergency, with- 
out a written license from the Bishop, or, in case of a vacancy in the 
EiMscopate, from the Standing Committee; and Lay -readers shall 
in all cases conform to the provisions of Section ii.. Canon 3, Title 
I., of the Digest of the General Convention. 

TITLE IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 



CANON 1. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A PRESHYTER OR DEACON. 

§ i. Whenever any Presbyter or Deacon of the Diocese shall be 
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thought to be guilty of any misconduct, for which, according to 
Title II., Canon 2, §§ i., ii., of the Digest of Canons of the General 
Convention, he is liable to be tried, application shall be made in 
writing with the name of everyone engaged in the application sub- 
scribed, to the Standing Committee, and, if it appear to them that 
the evidence is sufficient to demand a trial, they shall forthwith 
present the Clergyman to the Bishop, accordingly ; the presentment 
shall be made in writing, and signed by a majority of the Standing 
Committee, and specifying, with as much accuracy as possible, the 
offense or offenses, with particulars of time, place and circumstances; 
and every Clergyman of this Diocese may, for himself, request of the 
Standing Committee the inquiry provided for in this section, in 
which case it shall be instituted, and shall proceed according to the 
provisions of this Canon. 

i ii. There shall be elected triennially, by ballot, by the Conven- 
tion, from Presbyters entitled to seats, not members of the Standing 
Committee, five, who shall be a Court for the trial of Presbyters or 
Deacons. No ballot shall have more than three names thereon, and 
the five having the largest number of votes shall be the Court. 
Vacancies may be filled by the Standing Committee, subject to the 
approval of the next Convention, by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members present. 

§ iii. Said members of said Court, chosen as aforesaid, shall, for 
each and every trial or case that may be brought before them, 
appoint some person learned in the law, and who is a communicant 
of this Church and a citizen of Ohio, their legal adviser, who shall 
sit with them on any such trial or case, and shall advise said Court 
upon all questions of law, both civil and ecclesiastical, and as to all 
rules and forms of procedure; may preside at the request of the 
Court, or the Court may at its option elect one of its members 
President thereof; and before entering upon the trial of anj' minister 
who shall have been duly presented for trial under this Canon, or 
pending any such trial, and with the approval, in all cases, of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, said Court shall be, and they are hereby 
authorized as, a Court of conciliation, to adjust and dispose of the 
matter so presented, amicably, and v^nthout any public trial, in case, 
in their judgment, it shall be advisable so to do, and with the ap- 
proval of the Bishop as aforesaid. And in case of such amicable 
adjustment, a certificate thereof, signed by the President of the 
Court, and approved by the Bishop, shall be sent to the Standing 
Committee. 

§ iv. A written notice of the time and place of the first meeting of

the Court, with a copy of the presentment, shall be served, at least 
thirty days before such meeting, on the accused ; and also notice of 
the time and place of meeting on the Standing Committee, who, by 
their President, or one of their number whom they may appoint for 
the purpose, shall prosecute the case, and present such oral or docu- 
mentary evidence to substantiate the accusation, as they may be 
able to obtain. 

I V. If, at the time of the first meeting of the Court, the whole 
number be not present, then those present may adjourn from time 
to time ; and if it shall appear improbable that the whole number 
will attend within a reasonable time, those who do attend, being 
not fewer than three, shall proceed to trial, and a majority shall de- 
cide all questions; but a majority of the whole Court shall be 
required to render final judgment. 

i vi. If a Clergyman shall, before the Court meets, confess the 
truth of the facts of which he is accused, the Bishop may imme- 
diately proceed to pass sentence ; otherwise he shall be considered as 
pleading not guilty. 

§ vii. In case a Clergyman presented and notified as above di- 
rected shall not appear before the Court appointed for his trial, the 
Court may proceed as if he were present ; unless they shall see fit to 
adjourn till another day. And if the accused shall neglect or refuse 
to appear before the Court, after due presentment and notification, 
and no sufficient reason for such neglect or refusal be given, the Court 
shall report him to the Bishop for contumacy, and sentence of sus- 
pension from the Ministry shall pass against him accordingly ; but 
the sentence may be reversed by the Bishop, if, within three calendar 
months, the accused shall tender himself ready, and accordingly ap- 
pear and receive his trial ; but if he shall not so tender himself, the 
Bishop, in view of the acts alleged in the presentment, shall proceed, 
if he think proper, to pronounce sentence of degradation from the 
Ministrv. 

§ viii. At their first meeting, the Court shall choose a Secretary, 
wh() shall be from their own number, or otherwise, as they deter- 
mine; and before proceeding to trial, they shall adopt and declare 
the rules by which the trial shall be conducted ; provided, however, 
that both parties maj' employ and be represented in such trial by 
counsel, not exceeding two for each, who shall be communicants of 
this Church, and citizens of Ohio. 

§ ix. When the Court proceed to trial, they shall hear such evi- 
dence as may be produced ; which evidence shall be reduced to writ- 
ing b^' the Secretar}', and signed by the witnesses respectively; and 
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some officer, authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the 
desire of either party, be requested to administer an oath or affirma- 
tion to the witnesses ; and the examination of witnesses and all the 
proceedings of the trial shall be in public, if desired by the accused. 

§ X. Any Presbyter who shall, without sufficient excuse, refuse or 
neglect to act as Trier or Church Advocate, or any clerical or lay 
communicant who shall, without sufficient excuse, refuse or neglect 
to testify as a witness, when duly appointed or summoned, under 
the Canon, shall be regarded and may be dealt with as any other 
violator of the laws of the Church. « 

§ xi. Application being made to the Bishop by either party, setting 
forth, satisfactorily, that any material witness cannot be procured 
upon the trial, the Bishop may nppoint some clergyman or layman 
to act as a Commissioner to take the testimony of such witness; and 
the party applying as above shall give to the other party at least 
five days* notice of the time and place of taking the testimony; or 
such longer notice as the Bishop may, in writing, direct. And both 
parties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall all be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, 
and shall be certified by the Commissioner, and enclosed under his 
seal, and transmitted to the Court, and received by them as evi- 
dence. A witness examined before such Commissioner mav be sworn 
or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 

§ xii. The Court, after considering the evidence, shall declare, in a 
writing signed by them, or a majority of them, their decision on the 
charges contained in the presentment, distinctly stating whether 
they find the accused guilty or not guilty of such charges, respect- 
ively; which decision, together with the evidence and an attested 
record of all the proceedings, shall be delivered to the Bishop, accom- 
panied with an opinion of the Court as to what sentence should be 
pronounced; whereupon the Bishop shall pronounce such sentence as 
shall appear to him to be proper ; provided the same do not exceed 
in severity the sentence recommended by the Court, and such sentence 
shall be final. But the Bishop, if satisfied that justice require it, may 
grant a new trial to the accused; in which case the proceedings shall 
be conducted as before provided. 

§ xiii. If the Bishop of the Diocese be connected by consanguinity 
or affinity with the partv accused, he may request some other Bishop 
to express his judgment on the decision of the Court, to which judg- 
ment the Bishop of the Diocese shall conform in passing sentence or 
granting a new trial. And if the Diocese be vacant, the memljers of 
the Standing Committee shall request the services of such Bishop 
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as they may find most convenient, for the performance of all such 
acts as are, by this Canon, required to be done by the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

CANON 2. 

OF CONTROVERSIES BETWEEN MINISTERS AND THEIR PARISHES. 

All differences between ministers and their congregations shall be 
determined according to the provisions of Canon 4, Title II., of the 
General Convention. 

CANON 3. 

OF THE LAITY. 

§ i. Any communicant who shall absent himself from the commun- 
ion for one year, without reasons satisfactory to the Rector, may 
be suspended from the communion, and due notice shall be sent to 
the person so suspended and to the Bishop. But if a person be 
repelled under the rubric in the communion office, the minister shall 
notify him and the Bishop, in writing, stating the cause and 
the evidence. 

S ii. When a person so repelled shall appeal under Title II., 
Canon 12, Section xi., of the Digest of the General Convention, the 
Bishop may examine the case himself, or appoint a Commission, as 
he may deem l>est, to examine the case and report to him. His 
decision shall lx^ final. 

§ iii. Upon the application of any communicant not under Eccle- 
siastical censure, to the minister of his parish, or, in case there be 
no minister, to the senior, or, in his absence, to the junior warden, 
for that purpose, it shall be the dutj- of such minister or warden to 
give such applicant a certificate of good standing as a communicant. 
And no communicant of one parish shall be admitted to record as a 
communicant in an}- other, without producing satisfactory testi- 
monials of being a communicant in good standing, to the minister 
of the parish with which he or she may wish to unite. But in case 
such minister or warden shall, in consequence of the applicant 
bcin^ under censure, refuse to give such certificate, he shall give to 
the applicant the reasons for his refusal in writing. 

CANON 4. 

OF THE SUSPENSION OF A PARISH. 

5j i. Among the causes for which a parish may be dealt with under 
Article 3 of the Constitution are the following: 
1. Employing a Clergyman under Ecclesiastical censure or process. 
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2. Permitting its church edifice to be used for purposes incompat- 
ible with its consecration. 

3. A failure to pa^' reasonable assessments. 

4. Failing to report its true financial condition when called for, 
and 

5. For any persistent course inconsistent with the doctrine, 
discipline or worship of this Church. 

§ ii. No parish shall be disfranchised under Article 3 of the 

Constitution until the alleged delinquency shall have been carefully 

investigated by a Committee of Laj^men, after due notice to the 

parish. The action of the Convention shall be upon the report 

of such Committee. 

CANON 5. 

OF ALTERATIONS IN THE CANONS. 

§ i. No proposition to alter or add to the Canons of the Diocese 
shall be considered by the Convention, except at a stated meeting, 
and after one day's notice thereof given in open Convention ; nor 
(unless by unanimous consent) until it shall have been reported on 
by a Committee of at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. Nor 
shall such alteration or addition be adopted during the same 
Convention, if two-thirds of the members shall not concur therein. 

§ ii. Every proposition to amend a Canon shall contain the 
section or sections amended entire, and the amended section or Canon 
shall be repealed. 

§ iii. All Canons or parts of Canons not embraced in the foregoing 
Digest are hereby repealed. 

OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

No minister of this Church shall solemnize marriage in any case 
where there is a divorced wife or husband of either party still living, 
but this Canon shall not be held to apply to the innocent party in a 
divorce for the cause of adultery, or to parties once divorced seeking 
to be united again.— Canon 13, Title II., Digest of Canons of General 
Convention,

titled, ex-officio, to a seat and vote in all diocesan Conventions. 
The Chancellor, if he be a clergyman, must be canonically resident 
in this Diocese ; if he be a layman, he must be a communicant in this 
Diocese. 
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It was moved by Mr. A. J. Williams, that this Con- 
vention, approve Article XIII. of the Proposed Consti- 
tution, reported by the Committee on Revision. 

As a substitute for the motion offered by Mr. Wil-

T. Chapman gave notice of his intention to 
propose an amendment to Title I., Canon 9, § vi. 

The Rev. C. S. Bates, D.D., in behalf of the Commit- 
teee on Canons, offered the following resolution, which, 
on motion, was adopted : 

Resolved, That the matter of the Constitution of the Theological 
Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Ohio, 
and all proposed changes therein, be referred to a committee of three, 
to be appointed by the President of the Convention, to confer with 
any corresponding committee which may be appointed by the Con- 
vention of Southern Ohio, or by the Trustees of the Theological Sem- 
inary, and to report to the next Annual Convention. 

The Bishop appointed as such committee the Rev. C. 
S. Bates, D. D , Mr. Geo. T. Chapman, and Mr. 
Samuel L. Mather. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meet at 
7:30 p. M. 
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Wednesday, Maj* 21, 7:30 p. m. 

Evening Prayer was read by the. Rev. H. W.Jones, 
D.D., the Rev. H. D. Aves and the Rev. J. Green 
Shackelford. 

The Convention having been called to order, the 
Bishop read his 

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

I bring to you all, dearly beloved of the Clergy and 
Laity of Ohio, in this my first address to the Convention 
of our venerable Diocese, my greetings of grace and 
peace. And may the Divine mercy abound and be mul- 
tiplied in our midst as a pure branch of the Holy 
Church of our Saviour Jesus Christ, more and more, 
until the day of His second appearing ! At your last 
convening in the city of Toledo, May 15, 1889, I 
received your generous and affectionate election to be 
Bishop of Ohio. The circumstances attending that 
election were of such marked and peculiar character, 
that I accepted your unanimous summons because I 
saw in your action the plain will and direction of the 
Holy Ghost. Accordingly under the Canons, my Con- 
secration to the Apostolic office was appointed to take 
place during the session of the General Convention. 
On Saturday, the 12th of October, 1889, the great 
Function took place in S. Thomas' Church, New York. 
The Primate of our American Church presided and was 
the Consecrator. Associated with him in the duty of 
** laying on of hands,'* were the Rt. Rev. Dr. Whipple, 
Bishop of Minnesota; the Rt. Rev. Dr. Neely, Bishop of 
Maine; the Rt. Rev. Dr. Courtney, Lord Bishop of 
Halifax; the Rt. Rev. Dr. Doane, Bishop of Albany; 
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the Rt. Rev. Dr. Whitehead, Bishop of Pittsburgh; 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. Paret, Bishop of Maryland ; and the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Vincent, Assistant Bishop of Southern 
Ohio. The Bishop of Albany preached the sermon, 
and the Bishops of Maryland and Southern Ohio were 
the Presenters. The Rt. Rev. Dr. Coxe, Bishop of 
Western New York, was Celebrant at the Holy Com- 
munion. The Rev. Drs. J. [W. Brow.n, Rector of S. 
Thomas' church, and E. W. Potter, President of Ho- 
bart college, acted as chaplains to the Presiding 
Bishop. The Revs. A. B. Putnam of Cleveland and R. 
L. Howell of Sandusky were the Apparitors. The 
Credentials were read by the Rev. Drs. E.R. Atwill and 
R.L.Ganter and the Rev. Y.P. Morgan, while the Rev. 
Dr. G. R. Van de Water of New York had charge of the 
details of the ceremonies. Twenty-eight of the 
Bishops and an estimate of nearly two hundred vested 
Clergymen were in their places in the Church. And 
with such blessed and memorable associations did my 
new work make its inauguration. The first act of my 
ministrv in the holy office and on the dav of mv Conse- 
cration, was to go to the bedside of the saintly Bishop 
Bedell ; and as his Assistant and Coadjutor, I admin- 
istered to him the Holy Communion. I wore, upon 
that affecting and solemn occasion, the Episcopal 
robes, which, given by the English clergy to Bishop 
Mcllvaine, had been bequeathed to Bishop Bedell ; and 
to him from whom I had already received fatherly 
counsel and blessing, I now gave the Benediction. I 
believe that my brief association with the beloved 
Diocesan has proved of potent spiritual value to me ; 
and it was indeed an honor to be called his son and 
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brother in the Apostolate. By the resignation of 
Bishop Bedell, and its acceptance in the House of 
Bishops, I became Bishop of Ohio on October 18, 
1889. Taking my seat in the House, my time was 
fully occupied in the grave deliberations of the Church 
until the twenty-ninth and thirtieth of October, when 
I entered the Diocese to take up the work for God with 
your loving cooperation and prayers. 

And now let me speak of Bishop Bedell. From his 
bed of weakness and weariness, prayer goes up for his 
long loved Diocese, its interests and its needs, and to 
him we send our tender and loving solicitations. For 
full thirty j'ears he has passed in and out among you — 
strong in the spiritual life, vigorous in intellectual 
grasp, generous in gifts of charitj*^ and benefactions of 
goodness — few Fathers of the flock have endeared 
themselves as he has done. I find the evidences of this 
veneration and esteem everywhere, and among all 
classes, sorts and conditions of men; and associated 
with him in the hearts and regard of the people is the 
love for his noble-minded wife, whose helpful endeavors 
and neverflagging graciousness have linked her name 
and life with his in the remembrance of this great Juris- 
diction. Assuredly it is not necessary for me to suggest 
that their deeds of kindness, and their fidelity to the 
high trusts committed to them, are as threads of gold 
interwoven into the warp and woof of the Church's 
life in this State. Bishop Bedell, when in the prime of 
his vigor, was regarded as a preacher of great effective- 
ness and power. He was wise in counsel, dignified in 
his personal bearing, courteous and courtly in his 
office. Firm and positive in his convictions and con- 
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elusions, he was a just Prelate, and a God-fearing 
Executive in the Church, and his name is, like that of 
the great Mcllvaine, and the lion-hearted founder 
Bishop Chase, engraven deep in the lasting corner 
stone of the Apostolic Church in Ohio. I come at your 
bidding to follow in their footsteps and to take up 
their mantle, but I do so with a very humble sense of 
the requisites that are thus so forcefully accentuated. 

According to Title I, Canon 18, § ii, each Bishop 
must in his annual address, make a statement concern- 
ing **the affairs of the Diocese.'* I therefore beg to 
present the following summary, the descriptive details 
of which are published each month in the'' Ohio Church 
Liie/^ which has been made by its publishers the 
medium of constant communication with all parts of 
the Diocese : 

Since November 16, 1889, 64 parishes and missions 
have been officially visited, and 883 persons have been 
Confirmed. This includes 24 persons in S.John's church, 
Washington. Prior to November, the Standing Com- 
mittee report that the Rt. Rev. Bishop of Pittsburgh

On May 12, 1890, I gave my glad and affectionate 
consent to the Consecration of the Rev. William Ford 
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Nichols, D.D., to the Office of a Bishop in the Church of 
God and for the Diocese of California. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

In the course, then, of my work I have officiated 233 
times, preached and delivered 248 sermons and ad- 
dresses, Celebrated Holy Communion 36 times, Con- 
firmed 877, Baptized 1, Buried 7 persons, Married 2 
couples, Consecrated and Blessed 7 churches and chap- 
els, Ordained 3 deacons, Deposed 1 priest. 

I am already beginning to realize the trial that comes 
from the separation of clergj'men from this Diocese to 
others, whither duty summons them. It is probably 
one of the most uncomfortable experiences attached to 
the office of a Bishop. 

Among those whom we have lost is the Rev. Dr. 
Wm. C. French, transferred to the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania. For forty-three vears he was the faithful, 
accurate, and courteous Secretary of your Convention. 
Exact and diligent in his official duties, his service to 
the Diocese finds its visible index in the accumulated 
volumes of annual Journal work which preserve and 
record the history of this Jurisdiction. He served there- 
fore under three Bishops of Ohio, and may himself be 
accounted as one of the Fathers. Surely we cannot for- 
get or overpass such loyal and laborious endeavor. 
Dr. French was never an idle man, and in his latter 
3'ears he is sedulously' at work with brain and pen in 
the editorial department of the Standard of the Cross 
and Church, one of the most attractive and instruc- 
tive papers published under the endorsement of 
Churchmen. 
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And so each year we must balance our books and esti- 
mate our loss or gain, thanking God for the good ser- 
vice of His stewards, and blessing Him for their example. 

NECROLOGY. 

Death has made its inroads, and among Bishops, 
Priests and Laity, we are called to sorrow in our own 
bereavement and rejoice in this consummation. 

The necrology of the general Church records the de- 
parture of a faithful leader in the death of Right Rev. 
Dr. Vail, Bishop of Kansas. He was a well known 
figure in the Mission life and work of the west. Gentle 
in his manner, pure and blameless in life, and saintly in 
his daily walk and conversation, he stood as a pattern 
of holiness and consistent bearing. He did a noble 
service in Christian education as well as in the pioneer 
labors of his distant Jurisdiction ; and his Diocese and 
Colleges stand as his lasting monuments and memorial. 
Bishop Vail died in Philadelphia, while on his way to 
attend the late General Convention. 

Among the sainted Presbyters whom we com- 
memorate to-day, it would be improper to overpass 
the venerated Cummings and Rambo, who in the past 
twelvemonth have been gathered into the rest of 
Christ's Paradise. For many years they were servants 
of our Lord in the undivided Diocese of Ohio, and 
sweet is their just remembrance here, and blessed is the 
recollection of their stewardship. I am glad to realize 
that we possess a material memorial of Mr. Cummings ; 
for by the kindness of his daughters a large part of his 
valuable library has been given to the Cathedral of the 
Diocese, and in its own alcove will always bear his 
name. 
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Three aged servants of God in this Diocese have en- 
tered into the larger Life since the meeting of the last 
Convention. The Rev. Thomas Corlett and the Rev. 
A. Phelps linking the present with the past, and by 
their presence reminding, as old men always do, of the 
struggles and pioneer enterprise of the days when the 
Fathers first entered this now populous territory. 
The remembrances of Bishop Chase and Bishop McII- 
vaine, as recorded by these elders, are very vivid, and 
in my journeyings up and down the Diocese, I have had 
much pleasure in listening to anecdotes and incidents 
of their time. On the ninth of May, in the city of Mans- 
field, and from the parish church he had so long and 
faithfully served, we buried the Rev. Dr. Sherlock A. 
Bronson. To mention his name is but to indicate here 
his memorial. His life has been coeval with that of the 
Church in this state. Bom in 1807, it is stated that 
he was the first child baptized in Cuyahoga county. 

At sixteen he commenced teaching, and at twenty-six 
was made assistant principal of Norwalk Academy. 
In those early days he had great difficulty in finding 
suitable books ; when preparing for College he'traveled 
a hundred miles to procure a Latin grammar and 
dictionary. Reentered the Freshman class of Kenyon 
College in 1829 ; graduated with first honors in 1833; 
was a tutor in Ken^^on while pursuing his Theological 
course ; was ordained Deacon by Bishop Mcllvaine at 
Cincinnati in 1835. His first ministerial work w^as as 
missionary at Lancaster for one year. In 1837 he 
commenced his work at Granville, where he remained 
nine years. In 1845 he was appointed President of 
Kenj'on College. He received the degree of D.D. from 
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Hobart College in 1846. In 1850 he became rector of 
Grace church, Sandusky. He held this position six- 
teen years, and was then made Professor in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Gambier. In 1870 he accepted 
a call to the rectorship of Grace church, Mansfield, 
where he has since resided. 

His labors for and in the interests of the Church at 
Gambier were unceasing, and one of the latest acts of 
his long and useful life, was to defend the ancient 
charter of the institution he had loved and served so 
well. He was for some years an examining Chaplain 
to Bishop Bedell, and comforting me by retaining the 
same position, he allowed me in return to make him an 
Honorary Canon of Trinity Cathedral, Cleveland. Dr. 
Bronson was a theologian, a teacher and a Christian 
gentleman. He belonged to that old-fashioned school 
of Evangelical Churchmanship which had the courage 
of its convictions, and was firmly rooted and grounded 
in the doctrines of the Faith. He stood for the old 
Truth as against the modern scheme of destructive 
<:riticism. He adorned his place with a positive belief, 
that in this day of public and shallow opinions, may 
well merit our admiration and our veneration. How 
firmly and clearl^^ did he defend the ancient doctrines of 
the Atonement, the Incarnation, the Resurrection, 
Justification by Faith, and the position of a visible and 
historic Church ! His was an unswerving yet reason- 
able position, not better illustrated than by the u1;tered 
opinion of Bishop Alonzo Potter of Pennsylvania, 
quoted lately by his son, the present Bishop of New 
York. 

Full fifty years ago was this expression made, but its 
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pertinent truth appears to-day. Said he: "We must 
be content to recognire practically (not theoretically, 
merely, observe) the broad and comprehensive princi- 
ples on which the reorganization of the Anglican 
Church of the Reformation period was conducted, and 
thus to be tolerant of diversities in doctrine and prac- 
tice which have always prevailed, and which are not 
likely to disappear except before the fires of a ruthless 
intolerance. . . . We must be wnlling to admit the in- 
defeasible right to think, which pertains to every human 
being, . . . and at the same time we must endeavor 
to train our people in a dutiful reverence for the author- 
ity and requirements of the Church, and urge upon 
them that, avoiding 'foolish and unlearned questions,* 
they endeavor to give full effect to the Church's admir- 
able provisions for the training of the young and for 
the instruction and improvement of their own souls, 
neglecting none of her clear directions for the observ- 
ance of her Feasts and Festivals, for the catechizing of 
her children, and for the due and decent administration 
of her Worship and Offices."* 

God has called some of our faithful laj'menandclerg}'- 
nien unto Himself. 

The Church in Toledo sorrowed much last autumn over 
the loss of one of her most devoted helpers. Mrs. Mary 
Wilmington of Trinity parish was ** full of good works.** 
She was "instant in season and out of season," as her 
Rector testified on the dav when we carried her to her 
burial from before the altar she loved. Trulv, '*t6e 
A7njiT^'8 daughter.'' She had woven together many 
circles of gentle hearts into a silver chain of praj-erful

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activity, so that in the Advent time she was found 
ready, when her Lord called her to enter into His most 
glorious presence. 

In Cleveland, at the Trinity Church Home, Mrs. 
Garrett entered into her rest. Earlier in life she and 
her husband were pillars in the Church, and though 
sorrows and misfortunes deprived her of that larger 
income she once generously disbursed for the good of 
others, yet in the gentle quiet of the **Home *' her faith 
and prayers and pious wa3's suffered no diminution, 
and at last God took her to Himself. 

I greatly regret that it was not my privilege to know 
personally Mr. John Shelly of Trinity Church, Cleve- 
land, but I stood by his lifeless body and gave a bene- 
diction over it, as the just tribute of my office to one 
of the faithful laymen of this Diocese. For full forty- 
seven years he was a vestryman in Trinity Church, and 
the estimate in which he was held is tenderly voiced by 
the words of the resolution of his Rector and associates 
in the Parish corporation when they say: ** Just and 
true in all his dealings, he bore no malice nor hatred in 
his heart, and endeavored to provide things honest, 
not only in the sight of the Lord but in the sight of 
man. His walk and conversation are voiced in the 
language of the prophet, saying: *He hath shewed 
thee, O man, what is good ; what doth the Lord re- 
quire of thee but to do justly, to love mercj', and to 
walk humbly with thy God ? ' In unassuming confi- 
dence he endeavored to hold fast the blessed hope of 
everlasting life, even unto the 'third watch' of the 
night, and was found waiting for the Son of Man to 
call him to that estate where 
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Sools mider the Altar 

Wait the jodgment of God, 

And spirits forjgiToi 

Chant the praise of the Lord.'* 

The Church in West Ckveland has sufiered by the 
loss of one of its most faithftd and devoted laymen in 
the death of Mr. George T. Chapman of S. John's 
parish. He was gentle and patient, loyal and conser- 
Tative in his piety. An old-time Churchman, his was 
a typical inheritance, whose value cannot be too highly 
appreciated by the present generation; the remem- 
brance of a good and earnest Christian. 

In the untimely death of Dr. Lightfoot, the Lord 
Bishop of Durham, the Church in two hemispheres has 
lost a rare and valued servant. He was at the fore- 
front in the list of great scholars, and a leader among 
the Christian Doctors and Divines. Few are the men 
like Dean .\lford, Bishop Wordsworth of Lincoln, and 
Bishop Lightfoot of Durham — Princes in the Kingdom, 
and earnest helpers of all truth-seekers. If their eru- 
dition and patient toiling in the world of sacred letters 
will but stimulate us in this American Church to de- 
vout exegesis and laborious theological research, truly 
will their endeavors be rich in an after fruitage. If 
Bishop Lightfoot had done no more than prove beyond 
controvers\' and contention the authenticity and 
credibility of the Ignatian Epistles, his service for 
Catholic Christendom would have won for him the 
Church's laurels, since it has remained for him, in the 
good Providence of God, to attest and substantiate in 
this late century the writings of an ante-Nicene Father. 
In the rush and hurr^- of our average life, we must not 
forget that there are obligations resting upon us, as

teachers as well as organizers. Is there enough culti- 
vation of the cloister ? Do the clergy spend as much 
habitual time in the study as they do in the parish 
round ? Are our learned Presbyters aware that there 
may be some danger of hiding their talents ? Only here 
and there, comparatively, do we find a volume of ser- 
mons, a treatise on liturgies, a synopsis of divinity, or 
a monograph on some section of ecclesiastical history 
emanating from the pen of the American clergyman. 
While from England come many thoughtful works, and 
to England we seem to look for our standards and our 
text-books. Slowly are we endowing lectureships in 
the American Church ; but those we do enjoy, like that 
founded by the venerable Bishop Bedell, are full of re- 
freshment and blessing, full of encouragement and an 
excitement of just satisfaction and pride. 

Let us hope for the development of ecclesiastical pub- 
lication in our great and growing Church, looking to 
the specialists in our seminaries and institutions of 
religious learning as the proper sources from which 
. scholastic emanations and spiritual treatises may issue 
with a commended authority. And let the clergy in 
every station '*stir up the gift*' of asound scholarship, 
by an uninterrupted daily regulum of study and faith- 
ful application, that prevents the decaying mental rust, 
and keeps alive the ancient reverence for the priest 
whose ** lips keep knowledge.*' Of this lamented scholar 
and Bishop, who may well be our example in piety and 
learning. Canon Liddon has thus written, ** Bishop 
Lightfoot was beyond dispute the most learned of 
English Prelates. He was one (is it wrong to say), be 
was the leader, of a band of Cambridge scholars who

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have rolled back an assault upon the New Testament 
more formidable in many respects than any to which 
the title-deeds of our holy religion have been exposed 
since the first age of Christianity.*' He was, indeed, 
one of ** God's best gifts" to our Anglican Communion. 
And now that I have touched upon the desirability 
of literary and theological contributions from the 
clergy, let me indicate a reason why so little has hith- 
erto been accomplished in this direction in the Ameri- 
can Church. It may be traced in some instances, at 
least, to the spirit of unrest that afiects us all. The 
itinerant habit has disturbed the peace of our parishes 
and disintegrated the effective power of some of the 
brethren. The easy and frequent change of pastoral 
relations is one of the misfortunes of modem parochial- 
ism. A long rectorate is a rare feature to-day. Roots 
that have just begun to take hold in the soil of the 
communit}'^ are cut off or pulled up into the withering 
atmosphere of change. Just as the priest's power is 
being potential, he is tempted by an offer of a few hun- 
dred dollars ; or discouraged by the irritation of some 
petty interference with his actual or his fancied prerog- 
atives ; or he is tired with the monotony of his routine 
service and longs for fresher pasturage ; and the call is 
either sought (but let us gratefully make record that 
this is not usual with the average man of God) or else 
the committee from some other town extend the invi- 
tation that is the entering wedge of disruption and the 
beginning of a series of nomadic moves that will mark 
his future course. The short rectorate is the habit of 
to-day. The parishes show the signs of the times; 
and the clergy, if they produce no other testimony to 
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its baleful effects upon themselves, are very ready to 
agree that it interferes with the substantial and posi- 
tive scholarship, whose fruits of published production 
might be for the delectation and refreshment and de- 
velopment of both laymen and clergymen in our eccles- 
iastical dominion. Let me dwell only upon this as- 
pect of the case. It takes a rector six months or a year 
to gain acquaintance and secure confidence in his par- 
ish and town. Two years roll around before he has 
been able substantially to found and move his several 
organizations for good works. Most of this time he 
has been occupied in laying wise foundations, and the 
man has not had an opportunity for more study than 
will enable him to prepare his sermons and lectures 
and keep himself abreast of the current literature of 
the Church. The call to another field of labor is now 
likely to be intruded, and the peace of the unfortunate 
rector begins to be imperiled. If we could set our 
faces like a flint against these disturbing influences ; if 
when a clergyman enters a parish he does so with a 
firm resolve that he has cast his lot with God's people, 
and that he will remain and work continuously till he 
is lified out of bis place by an unmistakable interposi- 
tion of Providence, then I believe he will be able to put 
himself to work in well ordered and definite lines of 
study, the outcome of which will be a more thoughful 
and learned ministry, and a more prolific and valuable 
production of religious literature for all classes whom 
we may educate and influence. It is not for lack of 
men with brains, but for lack of men with time, that 
we stand convicted of a failure in this direction. Wy- 
cliffe at Lutterworth, the sainted Ken at Winchester, 
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George Herbert at Bemerton, John Keble at Hurslej, 
Charles Kingsley at Eversley, these are illustrations of 
my theme. The servant of our Lord whose parish is 
among rustics, and whose official labors are few and 
limited in scope, has ample time and privilege for doing 
strong, helpful literary work. He may fulfill the obli- 
gations of a country parson by using his pen in his 
peaceful study, and from it, as S. Jerome did from his 
desert cell, he may send forth the results of his patient 
scholarship, and in prose or poetry uplift the genera- 
tion in which he dwells. But the constant harassment, 
and friction, and destructiveness, of frequent parochial 
changes, whether in town or country, city or village, 
absolutely prevents the orderly and methodical regu- 
lation of the clerical life, disturbs his equanimity and 
poise, and necessarily distracts his mind and prevents 
the steady flow of his mental fountains. The man of 
trade, the doctor and the lawyer, realize full well how 
essential to the permanent building up of fortune or 
practice, is the value of one corner of the street, or one 
well known place in the mercantile community where 
his sign is known and his location established. Could 
the same principle affect our determination when the 
alluring call comes by mail or messenger, it would 
largely change the usefulness of our work, dignify the 
sacred profession we follow and enable us to enlarge 
our forces and powers, both in the spiritual and intel- 
lectual world. This is a rural diocese; its agricultural 
conditions have brought to its fair acres a vast popu- 
tion who are busily occupied in working the ground. Our 
provincial towns are but the entrepots for the surround- 
ing districts ; and the influence of the nature that out- 
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stretches her leagues of pasturage and tillage is felt 
upon the entire community. 

We need, in this third state of the Union, a patient 
and painstaking clergy who are willing to lay, deep 
and strong, the upper courses of the foundations 
arranged with wisdom and in faith, by the Fathers gone 
before us. They were pioneers, but we are to reap the 
results of their endeavors and to gather in the fruitage 
of their anticipations. Here is where the population 
has entered in, to remain — the farther west has no 
allurements for onr farmers, mechanics or miners. 
This well-favored section is so situated geographically 
and geologically, that the future needs no other augur 
than that which the present significantly outlines. And 
here are the souls — here is the flock — here the ingather- 
ing! Why are we entered upon our holy quest — and 
what motive has impelled you and me to pledge our 
lives and powers to Christ and His Church, unless it be 
that, placed in the midst of many souls, we may shep- 
herd them, tend them, and lead them by still waters 
and into good grounds of feeding ! Here they are, and 
here are we, in His loving Providence ; and we need seek 
no different, or more hopeful, or more attractive plane 
for the expenditure of our talents, and the consecration 
of our best endeavors. I would earnestly counsel 
against this disintegrating habit, which breaks up the 
solidarity of our clerical and perhaps of our spiritual 
life. I would advise the reverend clergy who have lim- 
ited demands upon their time to more persistent and 
deeper intellectual effort ; to the pursuit of theological 
investigation along the lines of Catholic truth, that so 
they may send out the influences of their research and 
thought beyond the boundaries of their own paro- 
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chial opportunity, thus illumining, edifying and in- 
structing their brethren and other peoples far and 
near. But now, on the other hand, yet as cognate, 
permit me to remind you of the need of caution and 
prudence and patience in your theological investiga- 
tions and study. To ** rightly divide the truth," to 
compare ** spiritual things with spiritual," and to 
avoid the errors and dangers of the "science falsely so 
called " of which the Apostle speaks, is as essential as 
it is wise. To study by the light t)f the Holy Spirit, 
who giveth us wisdom and knowledge ; to pray first, 
and then to study, and after that to pray, should be 
the rule of the Priestly student; because it is quite 
possible for us to err in our processes of philosophy, 
to fail in our desires after more knowledge, and to 
stumble into pitfalls laid for our feet by the enemy of 
truth, unless we walk ever by, and **in the light as He 
is in the light." There is a danger imminent to-day, 
when books are easily written and quickly made, a 
danger of being misled by the bright and clever 
thoughts of the careless, or bj' the wrong conclusions of 
the serious and earnest. You and I must ** watch as 
well as pray" over our books, lest we be led into 
temptation. But if we are watchful, prayerful and en- 
dued by the continual effluence of the life of the Holy 
Ghost, then we may with boldness pursue our toil, and 
maintain a calm and undisturbed serenity whenever 
the foundations seem to shake under the assault. 

EXPRESSIONS OF MODERN THOUGHT. 

In one o\ our well known religious journals there 
appeared lately a clever and judicious leader, bearing 
upon the drift and value of modem religious thought. 
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It spoke of the life of the Church as like unto the on- 
ward movement of a grand, great river upon whose 
bosom surface at times are noticed swirls and eddies. 
To the ardent and earnest observer these disturbances 
seem to bode disaster, but to the ej'^e of God they are 
only ripples on the placid face of the unalterable cur 
rent. It is well for us, each and all, to imbed this 
principle in our minds and hearts, because of its direct 
relationship to our opinions and the views of those 
around us. From time to time we are distressed, per- 
haps angered, by the rise of men and factions, whose 
radical and novel ideas, springing out of conscientious 
souls, yet crude and undeveloped in stalk and flower 
and fruit, irritate and surprise our happier peace and 
conviction; and the impulse to condemn, crush and 
destroy, sometimes genders a zeal that is without 
cither discretion or Christian love and forbearance. 
The youngest priest and layman here in this Council 
has already lived and passed through one or more of 
these religious movements; and the oldest presbyter 
has trembled more than a score of times as signs of the 
times have appeared upon the horizon more ominous 
than the '* little cloud no bigger than a man's hand.** 
Evangelicalism, Tractarianism, Puseyism, the rise of 
the Tubuigen school in Germany, the brilliant dash of 
Renan and Strauss, the caustic utterances of Bauer 
and Ewald, the deeper thought of Darwin and Huxley, 
the agitating Essays and Reviews, the rising tide of 
evolution, the painful endeavors of destructive criti- 
cism; these and other like ** swirls and eddies** have 
worried and wearied the conservative Christian and 
Churchman. But the vast and irresistible river of 
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Truth moves along its appointed bed, and these 
ephemeral, temporary commotions are but so many 
signals and warnings of danger, that perhaps if recog- 
nized may be blessings to the Church. Even perver- 
sions, and schisms, and bold attacks and shallow 
criticisms and vagaries too loose to deserve intelli- 
gent attention, should not and cannot divert the 
river of God from its channel, for **He sitteth above 
the waterflood and remaineth a King forever." And 
so His patience is our pattern ; and since He forbeareth 
and is long suffering in His parental dealings with His 
sons and daughters, so we may hesitate to tread 
where He does not direct. Fear not for Him, His 
truth, or His Church. The splash, and swirl, and 
counter current, all contribute in His plan to the ulti- 
mate strength and onward advance of His Kingdom. 
Be patient and full of unyielding faith in the triumph 
of the Gospel of the Church, and in the Church, and by 
the Church, and pray for the overruling of that inde- 
fectible, unalterable spirit of Truth that shall lead men, 
and parties, and churches out of error into the clearer 
light and knowledge. 

EDUCATION. 

The subject of Christian education is one that has 
received in this Diocese a large share of attention. But 
I hope that what has been so generously and wisely 
and faithfully effected in the past, ma^*- be but the 
foundations laid for a larger and more glorious de- 
velopment, the prophecy- of a near future of gracious 
and liberal expansion. There are few states in this 
Tnion where educational facilities and advantages are 
so universallv availed of b\' the common people as in 
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Ohio. The schools and colleges are remarkable for their 
number, and, I can intelligently say, for their high and 
excellent standard. I have made an inspection and a 
visitation of a number already, and have been gratified 
with the class and character of the teachers and taught. 
A spirit of living zeal and earnestness and a deep con- 
scientiousness of obligation marks the former, while a 
clever avidity and aptitude characterize the latter. 
Our boys and girls are anxious for education, and the 
state is ready to meet their longings. The several re- 
ligious bodies here have also founded and are main- 
taining a number of really remarkable institutions, 
whose equipment and foUowings are to me almost a 
phenomenal revelation. But what is the Church doing ? 
Is she marching along the line of the state and the 
denominations, in an earnest solicitude for the mental 
and spiritual welfare of her children ? Is she keeping 
pace with the Roman system, or is she spending too 
much time in vain criticism of the ecclesiastical narrow- 
ness of the one, and the peculiar methods of the others? 
I hear much said about the godless possibilities of a 
state education, that teaches the intellect and neglects 
the soul. Such fears are not as reasonable here, as in 
some other sections of the land ; but they are futile and 
ineffectual from the Churchman's standpoint, unless he 
follows up his criticisms with action. 

What is the Church in Ohio doing for Christian edu- 
cation? Is she ardently and eagerly sustaining her 
great opportunities at Gambier? Does she send her 
boys and girls to its classic hill for a preparation for 
the higher lines of investigation and learning ? I care 
not for the local and constitutional problems that have 
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long perplexed the wisest friends of Kenyon — they will 
settle themselves and be settled in time; but the 
schools are there, the cultured teachers are there, the 
fine buildings, libraries, furnishings and equipment are 
all there. Has there been a loyal, patient, faithful 
allegiance shown to these noble and attractive seats of 
scholarship on the part of the clergy and laity of Ohio 
such as they deserve and desire? And are our boys and 
girls being trained by us, in the Church's loving, gfraci- 
ous and thoughtful ways, at her own establishments 
and under the eye of her own tender sympathy ? 

If there has been any lack of confidence in our educa- 
tional methods, let me pray for the consideration and 
loyal approval of our present endeavors. I am sure 
that I voice the desire of my brother, the Bishop of 
Southern Ohio, when I thus call upon the clergy and 
laity to hold up our hands and to follow our lead in 
this endeavor to excite new hope and new interest in 
this great service. And the way to do this is patent. 
If the clergA' in their several places will with afiection- 
ate persistency urge the boys and girls of Ohio to enter 
the halls of Gambier ; if thev will set forth the advan- 
tages to be gained by its courses of study and its ex- 
cellent privileges ; if they will suggest to Churchmen 
the duty of patronizing our home establishments, 
rather than the expensive contribution of their children 
and their money to the great and over-crowded 
Kastcm colleges and schools, they will perceptibly and 
intcHisjentlv assist in this laudable endeavor. The 
Hon. Jas. Bryce, M.P., in his clever book of observa- 
tions o!i the United States, has paid a high tribute to 
tfcc work of our smaller institutions of learning. He 
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has shown their advantages to be superior; the student 
receives more attention from his Professor ; he becomes 
an individual whose individuality may be accentuated, 
and he is not lost in the host, or hidden, or over- 
crowded by the multitude of scholars with whom he 
must come into eager competition. At Gambier is a 
notable and conspicuous opportunity for earnest and 
admirable cultivation. There is a proud history 
behind her, and a completed equipment on hand, with 
a splendid outlook before her. She challenges the in- 
vestigation of her schools, whose facilities and faculties 
are second to none, and she longs for the more friendly 
and helpful assurances of those who ought to be her 
best sustainers. If the clergy would also in their sev- 
eral towns and cities visit the High schools with some 
degree of interest and regularity; if they would set 
before the pupils the privileges of our work at Gambier; 
if thev would with the authorization of the trustees, 
offer free scholarship to the young men who are unable 
to pay more than their bills for board, a larger percent- 
age of youth would seek admission to Kenyon than 
we have suspected. Oberlin and Delaware, and other 
Ohio colleges make generous and handsome advances 
to the young people of the state, and as a consequence 
we find their corridors crowded with eager learners. 
In this practical way may our clergy assist us in our 
laudable and important service for the Church in this 
Diocese. 

So too with our Candidates for Holv Orders, and the 
Postulants that are looking to the Church's ministry. 
Why should they be scattered over the land, and why 
should our money be expended for their support in 
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Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania^ 
Virginia and Illinois ? Is it possible that the Theologi- 
cal Seminary in Ohio, with its prestige, its history, and 
its facilities, must remain with doors closed against 
our own candidates? Are your Bishops in Ohio to be 
cut off from their base of supplies by any trifling policy 
of delay incident to personal or other differences in 
faculty or board ? I do not believe that this present 
sad condition of affairs can much longer be maintained, 
and with your strong endeavor, and by the grace of 
God, let us anticipate a speedy revival of the Church's 
interests at her chief school in divinity. Just consider 
this wastage of opportunity; think of the vast issues 
at stake; note the pressure upon your Bishops for 
young men to do telling work in the field of missions; 
and realizing the misfortunes of the present state, 
rouse to a determined decision regarding our work in 
this direction. If your Bishops could have their desires 
seconded and fulfilled, we could open the Seminary in 
the autumn with about twenty theological students, 
and I am eagerly looking forward to the day when 
once again the Theological Faculty, with uninterrupted 
work in their several chairs, will be training our Can- 
didates for their high and holy calling. We want 
earnest men to go into the field ; we have large towns 
waiting for the Church's loving care ; we have old and 
venerable parishes without a regular ministration; 
our Clergy, with a rare singleness of purpose, and a 
zealous devotion, are serving other places beside their 
own pastoral charge. We want trained and conse- 
crated Missionaries for our Convocations and our 
Diocese, and we must open the doors of Bexley hall at 
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Gambier at the earliest possible moment. I congratu- 
late the Diocese on the securing of two such theologians 
as are now to fill the vacancies of Chaplain and Pro- 
fessor of Divinity. With such wise and helpful teachers, 
the spiritual, as well as educational forces of Gambier 
will be graciously augmented. Other Dioceses and 
Bishops will hail this advent gladly, and I trust that 
we may soon welcome students to our Seminary halls 
from beyond our own borders. We hope to maintain 
a high and severe standard, so that those who go 
forth from us will be fully and well equipped for the 
hard and arduous battling that the near future will 
give the champion of pure and undefiled religion, and 
•so I plead once again for the seconding and co-opera- 
tion of the clergy of Ohio. 

I have been able to make an almost complete Visita- 
tion of the Diocese in the six months since my arrival 
here. It has been a tour of inspection, and its results 
are most encouraging and satisfactory. I find a united 
and harmonious Diocese, a band of loyal, indefatigable 
and useful Clergy,^ a constituency of intelligent and 
willing Laymen and Women, and a vigorous, spiritual 
tone prevalent through the length and breadth of 
the jurisdiction. The Church is much stronger in Ohio 
than she has hitherto been advertised, and the time has 
long since passed when it is either desirable or justifia- 
able to decry our actual condition. My heart is lifted 
up with anticipation at what I have witnesed and be- 
cause of the hopeful outlook. The mission, however, is 
so great that it is bewildering, and the points to be 
seized are so numerous that it is difiicult to know 
where to begin, I have indicated to the Convocations 
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a policy of ag^essiveness, ^vhich I tbtnk has been es- 
teemed and approved as quite possible and practicable. 
We should have a Missionary for each Convocation 
related directly to the Bishop and the Dean. The Mis- 
sionary Board might profitably appropriate $500 to 
each of these Convocations, which sum tbey could sup- 
plement, and thus secure the missionary assistance so 
much needed . 

Along the Ohio river in the southeast are thronging 
populations of industrious artisans; with the south- 
west corner of the Diocese, making St. Marys a centre 
of departure, are a number of populous towns where 
the voice of the Church is as yet unheard. Along the 
lake shore, from Conneaut to Toledo, stretches a cor- 
don of important towns ; while across the very centre 
of the Diocese, strung upon the railway lines of the 
map, are a score of waiting places. We have sent out 
from our Chair at the Cathedral the two minor Canons 
and a willing band of Lay readers, since the day we took 
Trinity church for our centre of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment ; and thus have endeavored to make very practi- 
cal and operative the Cathedral plan and idea. He 
want more men; we want more zealous, self-sacrificing 
and intelligent laborers. If every member of this Con- 
vention would take the petition out of the Litany, 
"Send forth, Lord, laborers into Thine harvest," 
and make it his daily prayer, I believe that God would 
answer the desire of an earnest and longing people. 
Let me urge you in your households to this obligation 
of intercession for the Church m Ohio; be more pram- 
ful to God, begging Him to extend His Kingdom here; 
to bring to naught the machinations of evil-minded 
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men ; to inspire our youth with a thrilling determina- 
tion to consecrate themselves to the holy Ministry, 
andto endow the chosen Priests with skill and knowl- 
edge and an undeviating faithfulness. 

But in our practical work we require an active ap- 
preciation of the principle of centralization. There is 
some scattering of forces which should be rectified, 
and more attention ought to be paid to the large and 
natural centres of population. I can do no better 
than to illustrate by our work at Galion. Bishop 
Bedell sent a missionary there some five years since, 
and he has applied himself to a vigorous elucidation of 
the problems before him. Galion is an important rail- 
way centre, so that from it the missionary may readily 
go in several directions with great convenience. Hold- 
ing a morning service at Galion, and reaching out to 
Crestline, Shelby, Bucyrus, Mt. Gilead, Upper San- 
dusky, Cardington and other accessible points, a series 
of mission organizations have been successfully begun, 
and are being patiently nursed into vigor and hopeful- 
ness. There is both system and good sense in this 
method, and if it were applied in other similar places, a 
well-rounded missionary campaign could be carred out. 
It is along this line of endeavor, the Cathedral is push- 
ing its efforts. It intends to have an associate band of 
Clergy living at home in the Cathedral precincts, and 
going forth on evangelistic errands as they are sent 
out with authority each Lord's Day and at other 
times of the week. Suppose that we had at Steuben- 
ville two young and devoted missionaries, working 
under the direction and with the cooperation of the 
Rector there ; can you not at once see how Coshocton, 
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Dennison, Toronto, S. James, Cross Creek, and other 
contiguous points that now are suffering and falling 
into decay, would revive, and be encouraged, and 
blessed with the Church's regular ministrations? Sup^ 
pose, again, that an associate mission of two or three 
Clergy, under the Rector's supervision, should start out 
from such a point as Lima; why their labors and en- 
deavors would be recognized in many radiating direc- 
tions. I would rejoice to see such a scheme as this 
carried into operation ; and then add to it the Convo- 
cational Missionary, making his supplemental rounds, 
looking up the stray sheep, starting services in new 
places, and you would in ten years double the spiritual 
and ecclesiastical life and force of this Diocese. Then 
vour Convocations would have worJt to overlook and 
work to hear from ; then the lay people and the chil- 
dren would comprehend the meaning of the word 
missions: then more monev would flow into vour 
treastiry, and many souls would be rejoiced and 
streuijthened. 

1 am most anxious to see such a policy carried into 
working operation at an early day; and would recom- 
mend the Deans of Convocation to agitate for this end, 
and arrange for its accomplishment. We must have 
also larger gifts of money from the people. We ought 
to rcvXMve not less than ten thousand dollars during 
this cominsr vear for our immediate Diocesan work, 
and with the •* sinews of war *' thus in control, we may 
see our way to a successful advance all along the line. 
So. too, I am anxious that in our larger cities the 
srroni,\parj5/ies shall plant missionary outposts and lay 
the foundations for future onirnnization. Toledo and 
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Sandusky have set good examples, well worthy of imi- 
tation, as of grateful praise. A handful of good lay- 
men and women, under their Rector's lead, can go to 
some poorer and growing section of the city, rent a 
room, open a small Sunday-school, and after a while 
arrange for a service of Evensong. Growth is almost 
always sure to follow such simple and loving aggress- 
iveness, because there is faith and aflFectionate desire as 
the motor source. We must lay our plans for the 
future, in the present ; and we can only indicate our 
own vitality by giving forth some of its energizing 
force to the feeble and the weak. This, dearly beloved, 
is practically the Cathedral idea, principle and plan. 
To this, under God, I shall bend my energies in the de- 
velopment of the life of the chief church in the Diocese. 
And when amply carried out, it will be evident to all 
that the Cathedral belongs to the entire Diocese^ and 
that toit, each and all may look for comfort, sympathy, 
help, and love. I shall not detain you at this time with 
anv elaboration or defense, of what is known as the 
Cathedral system. It must be here, as elsewhere, a 
growth, a normal, steady, wholesome development, 
on no narrow lines of procedure and far above and be- 
yond the limitations of mere parochialism. While its 
present status as a parish in the Diocese is retained — 
it is yet the Bishop's church, and hence the Church of 
the people. 

The history of this movement is already known 
to you all. I only desire to-day to record here my 
loving and appreciative recognition of the generosity 
and loyal treatment that have been accorded me by 
the Very Reverend Dean, and the Wardens, Vestrymen 
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and Congregation of Trinity Cathedral, Cleveland. It 
is their act ; and they have conferred upon me a per- 
sonal kindness and favor, while for this entire Diocese 
they have done a lasting service. It is our desire that 
every clergyman and every layman in Ohio shall actu- 
ally and fully realize that they have their right and 
place in the Cathedral, which is theirs as well as ours; 
and that whenever they may happen to be in the See 
city, they may easily and naturally find their way to, 
and welcome in, the Church of the Diocese, either in its 
Chancel precincts or in its]open pews. And I trust that 
in the near future, officially, the Standing Committee, 
the Missionary Board, the Trustees of the Diocese, and 
the Ecclesiastical Court, may all be formally related to, 
and crystalized around, this helpful centre of spiritual 
and ecclesiastical life. 

CHURCH PROPERTY. 

The great importance of entire uniformity in the 
titles of all Church property belonging to the Diocese, is 
forced upon my attention by a number of discoveries 
made in the official investigation I have given to the 
subject. The Parish is an integral part of the Diocese, 
and each Warden and Vestryman is the representative 
in his parish, not only of the parochial but as well of 
the Ditxx^an interest in this regard. He holds property 
belonging not alone to the Parish corporation, but in 
a much larger sense, to the Diocese itself. He is not 
independent of the Diocese and cannot act in his 
corporate capacity in antagonism to the interests of 
the whole body. Our life is not a segregated but a 
coniplctelv related life — part to part and part to 
whole. Homogeneity and unity, and correspondent 
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harmony, represents the ecclesiastical, and spiritual, and 
material completeness of our association. I feel the 
need for such legislation, therefore, as will give an 
accurate unity to our property holdings. There should 
be an absolute uniformity in the tenure of all lands and 
buildings. When a mission acquires realty; when a 
Christian man or woman desires to bequeath houses 
or acres to the Church; when a parish enlarges its 
borders, the canonical requirement of the Diocese should 
be so plain, and its rights under the State laws so defi- 
nite, that the acquisitions in every particular, should 
be according to a uniform and undeviating method of 
procedure. For this excellent reason the Trustees of 
this Diocese have decided to issue a circular asking for 
information, and seeking, so far as possible, to secure 
certi£ed copies of abstracts of the deeds on record at 
County seats. 

I hope that each Delegate and Minister here will give 
attention to this matter, so that we may have in 
our possession a complete file of the property of this 
Diocese. I would in this connection indicate to the 
faithful Laity, the duty of devising and bequeathing 
property to God for His Church and for pious uses. If 
every clergyman has done what is clearly directed, he 
has publicly and privately called attention to this 
Christian privilege. There is a hesitancy in proclaim- 
ing this obligation, based upon delicate and sometimes 
sentimental reasons. The Office for Visitation of the 
sick directs the minister of God to exhort the patient, 
whose spiritual interests he is guiding, to make his 
Will— as well as settle his temporal estate. And if he 
make his Will under such suggestion, assuredly it is 
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intended that as a religious duty he must "provide for 
his own family " and also bequeath something for holy 
purposes. A man gives to the poor, the sick, the vari- 
ous local charities, and the Parish and Diocese while 
he is in health ; should he not also esteem it a grateful 
opportunity, when he distributes his property to his 
own household at his death, to donate something unto 
God ; something that will remain after he is gone, to 
be a comfort and help, and blessing to the sorrowful of 
the earth. I wish that every layman and lay woman in 
this Diocese would take this matter into serious con 
sideration. Let the last Will and testament be made; 
or if already made, let a codicil be attached devising 
and giving something, even though it be a small gift, 
but something to the Church of Christ. There are 
many dear objects to be helped. The endowment of 
your Diocese, your Parish, the great educational inter- 
ests at Gambier, hospitals and homes and retreats 
under the Churches control, to be aided and enlarged 
and permanently established, lectureships to be founded, 
courses of sermons in college or cathedral to be main- 
tained, students for the ministry to be helped, and the 
poor to be clothed and fed. I call your earnest atten- 
tion to this Christian privilege, and beg the reverend 
clergy in their several places to remind the people 
of this counsel. But I must not detain you longer, 
though there are many important matters to present. 
I have not referred to the revision of your Diocesan 
Constitution, nor of the proposed changes in the legis- 
lative documents that govern Kenyon College, in its 
several branches of work. These will demand a deal 
of verv calm and conscientious care, both in discussions 
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and in conclusions. It is a very difficult task, and a 
delicate one, to tamper with such sacred instruments. 
A strictly constructive method must be pursued, and all 
personal and official prejudices, may not be permitted 
to warp a good judgment in decision. Better take a 
length of time to accomplish results, which bear so 
directly upon the life and well-being of venerable insti- 
tutions. I have not referred to that most important 
subject of endowment of the Episcopate nor of our 
several Trust Funds ; but as I realize how heavy the 
burden of tax rests upon the parishes and missions of 
the Diocese. I am constrained to indulge the hope that 
some definite and very telling effort will be inaugurated 
by this Convention, looking to a thorough canvass of 
the entire Diocese, and a generous movement that will 
produce material results in these coming months. I 
have omitted all mention of Sunday School work and 
of the S. Andrew's Brotherhood, and, finally, I have 
not alluded to the service of the last General Convention 
in its closing of the vexed and difficult subject of Prayer- 
Book revision and alteration. That work is actually 
completed, and we may breathe freely and be grateful 
to God for the wise and happy accomplishment. The 
Book is safe! Very little has been done either to modify 
or enrich. The Book is in many ways completer than 
before, and when it is published in 1892 the people 
should be ready to receive and use it without trouble. 
But this must be done by the immediate obedience of 
the clergy to the directions already sent forth from the 
General Convention. 

It will require some painstaking examination of the 
new rubrics and an equally careful instruction of the 
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several congregations. But it must be done, and that 
without delay or hesitation, in order that general 
uniformity of usage may prevail. There can be no ex- 
cuse for a failure to follow the explicit commands now 
laid on every one of us by our great council, and we 
have no right to exercise our own judgment, discretion 
or opinion when the law is so clearly given. To each 
clergyman of the Church has a copy of these changes 
and alterations been sent, and duplicate copies may be 
purchased at a trifling cost. And now, brethren, I 
commend you to the God of all grace, invoking upon 
you, upon our council and upon this Diocese, His 
blessed outpouring of love and strength and w*isdom, 
and in the name of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
Amen. 

At the close of the Bishop's address, business was 
resumed. 
The Secretary read the following telegram :

Mr. P. W. Garfield offered the following resolution, 
which, on motion, was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to send by mail a copy of 
the Journal to each member of this Convention and to the Bishops 
and Secretaries of other dioceses, and that the Treasurer pay the 
necessary expense thereof. 

The Rev. Y. P. Morgan offered the following resolu- 
tion, which, on motion, was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Finance Committee be authorized to employ 
an agent to raise at least the fourteen thousand dollars ($14,000.00) 
necessary to make the interest on the Episcopate Endo\y^ment Fund 
available, and to secure the entire amount of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000.00). 

Mr. U. L. Marvin, in behalf of the committee ap- 
pointed to ascertain the number of vacancies in the 
Board of Trustees of Kenyon College and the Theolog- 
ical Seminary, reported that two members are to be 
elected by this Convention. The Rev. R. L. Ganter, 
D. D., thereupon nominated Mr. Geo. T. Chapman to 
fill additional vacancy in said Board. 

Mr. Levi Buttles presented his report as Treasurer 
of the Diocese, which, on motion, was accepted. [See 
Appendix, Report No. IX.] 

The Rev. C. S. Bates, D.D., Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Canons,'proposed the approval of the follow- 
ing as Article XI. of the Constitution; the previously 
approved Article on the Chancellor to be numbered X. 
Carried. 
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ARTICLE XI. 

AMENDMENT OP CONSTITUTION. 

The mode of altering: this Constittition shall be as follows: 
Every proposition for amendment shall be made in writings and 
being read, shall be referred to the Committee on Canons, who shall 
report the same to the next Annual Convention, with their recom- 
mendations, and if then approved by two-thirds of the two orders 
voting separately, the change shall take place, and the Constitution 
thus altered shall be obligatory, either in its original form or in the 
form recommended by said committee. 

Mr. Columbus Delano oflFered the following resolu- 
tion, which, after discussion, he withdrew : 

Resolvedt That the Bishop be requested to appoint sach person, at 
his convenience, as he may deem desirable in each parish in the dio- 
cese, upon the recommendation of the rector, to canvass the parish 
in which he resides and ascertain how much such parish will con- 
tribute for the creation of a fund amounting to fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000.00) for the Endowment of the Episcopate, and to re- 
port to the Finance Committee the result of their canvass. 

The Rev.E. L. Kemp, in behalf of the Central Convo- 
cation, asked and was granted permission to place in 
nomination, as a lay member of the Missionary Com- 
mittee, Mr. J. R. Duxx. 

On motion of Mr. D. L. King, the Convention ad- 
journed to meet Thursday morning, immediately after 
the administration of the Holy Communion. 

THIRD DAY. 

Thursday, May 22, 1890. 

At 8 A. M., the Holy Communion was administered 
by the Rev. H. \Y. JoxES, D.D., assisted by the Rev. F. 
M. Mrxsox. 

The Bishop called the Convention to order at 9 a. m. 

The Rev.F. M. Muxsox, Chairman of the Committee 
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on Credentials, made Supplementary Report No. 2. 
[For list of Lay Delegates see pages 7 and 8.] 

The Secretary read from the roll the names of Clergy- 
men and Lay Delegates who had not yet reported them- 
selves as present. 

The minutes for the first and second day were read 
and approved. 

Elections being declared in order, the Bishop ap- 
pointed as tellers to receive the vote for the Standing 
Committee, the Rev. Geo. F. Smythe and Mr. Wilson 
Vance. The Rev. E. R. Atwill, D.D., withdrew his 
name from nomination for the Standing Committee. 

The Rev. E. R. Atwill, D.D., Chairman, presented the 
report of the Standing Committee on Missions, which, 
on motion, was accepted. [See Appendix, Report No. X.] 

The following resolution, contained in the report of 
Committee on Missions, on motion, was adopted: 

Resolved t That this Convention approve the suggestion made by 
the Bishop, to appoint a General Missionary for each Convocation, 
and recommend that the Missionary Committee take the necessary 
steps to carry the same into effect. 

Mr. D. L. King oflFered the following resolution, 
which, on motion, was adopted : 

Resolved^ That the Bishop's Address be referred to a committee 
for consideration and presentation to the Convention of the several 
topics therein suggested. 

The Bishop appointed as such committee the Rev.

Resolved, That the suggestion of the Committee on Missions, re- 
questing that four collections be taken in each parish annually for

Resolved, That the collections, when made, be forwarded immedi- 
ately to the Treasurer of the Missionary Committee. 
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The RcY. C. S. Bates, D. D., reported in behalf of the 
American Church Building Fund Commission, -which 
report, on motion, was accepted and ordered printed 
in the Journal.

On motion of the Rev. C. S. Bates, D. D., the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted:

The Committee on the Bishop's Address would beg leave to say 
that, in view of the brief time allowed for their work, it will be im- 
possible to refer to all the suggestions which the address contains. 
The important work connected with the missions of the Diocese 
inust receive the earnest cooperation of every Clergyman as well as 
layman, in order to carry out the practical suggestions made by 
the Bishop. The action of the Convention with regard to the em- 
ployment of four Con vocational Missionaries is an indication of the 
new life that has been infused into every department of the work. 
The educational work at Gambier, to which reference is made in the 
Address, is worthy of the most earnest consideration of every 
Churchman in Ohio, and your committee entertains the hope that a 
l3righter future is before the noble institution. Reference has been 
made to the frequent clerical changes and the consequent unrest 
-so apparent in our midst. One remedy for this evil may be found by 
the laity in more earnest cooperation with the rector in his efforts 
to increase the spiritual life of the parish, and maintain that life all 
along the lines of Church work. We recommend to every communi- 
cant of the Church in the Diocese, a careful study of the Bishop's 
first address, and we are sure that the result will be a renewed 
interest in every department of our Diocesan work.

The Rev. A. B. Putnam moved that when the Con- 
vention adjourn, it adjourn to meet on the evening of 
Tuesday, May 12, 1891.

APPENDIX 
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REPORT No. I.— The Standing Committee. 

In accordance with the provision of Title I., Canon 7» the Standing 
Committee herewith present a report of their acts during the year, 
from May 16, 1889, to May 20. 1890. 

Rbport. 

There have been nine meetings of the Committee. During the first 
five months of the Convention year, there being no Bishop, the Stand- 
ing Committee were the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese. 

I. The first meeting was held in Cleveland, May 21, 1889. The 
Rev. R. L. Ganter, D.D., was elected President, and the Rev. E. W. 
Worthington, Secretary. A letter of greeting was prepared for 
Bishop Bedell, to be presented to him on his arrival in New York. A 
communication from Mr. H.S. Walbridge of Toledo, offering a house 
for the Bishop-elect free of rent for three years, was read and ac- 
knowledged in suitable terms. 

II. The second meeting was held in Cleveland, June 17, 1889. A 
communication from the Rev. W. A. Leonard, D.D., rector of S. 
John's Church, Washington, accepting his election as Assistant 
Bishop of Ohio, was read, and a response thereto was drafted by the 
Committee. A letter dimissory to the Diocese of Pittsburgh was 
given to the Rev. Robert W. Grange. Official notification was received 
from the Bishop of Pennsylvania that on May 26, 1889, he had or- 
dered Deacon Oscar Stewart Michael, candidate for Orders in the Dio- 
cese of Ohio. Lay reader's license was given to Wm. Warner of Trin- 
ity Church, Jefferson, and Robert Kell of S. Paul's, Canton. A letter 
was read from Bishop Bedell, accompanied by a check for two thou- 
sand dollars, such portion of which as is needed to be employed by 
the Standing Committee in providing Episcopal visitations prior to 
November 1 next, and the remainder to be paid to the Rev. Dr. 
Leonard, after his consecration, to be used by him as a Bishop's 
Fund, at his discretion, for missionary or other purposes. Mr. Geo. 
B. Raser and Mr. E. W. Savage presented a petition from an organ- 
ization known as S. Paul's Church, Ashtabula, asking for recognition 
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by the Standing Committee. Action on said petition was, on mo- 
tion, deferred. 

III. The third meeting was held in Cleveland. June 28, 1889. Thb 
meeting was called to hear further Statements concerning the con- 
templated parish of S. Paul's, Ashtabula. A hearing in the matter 
was granted to representatives of said contemplated organization, 
also to the rector, the wardens and vestrymen of S. Peter's, Ashta- 
bula. A report was received from the Bishop of Indiana and from 
the Bishop of Pittsburgh concerning their visitations in the Diocese 
of Ohio, the official acts of which will be noted in the Bishop's amiaal 
address to Convention. 

IV. The fourth meeting was held in Cleveland, July 10, 1889. The 
Rev. A. W. Mann was nominated to the Board of Domestic and For- 
eign Missions for re-appointment as missionary among the Deaf- 
mutes. Permission was granted to James H. Young and J. De B. 
Kaye, candidates for Orders, to attend the Philadelphia Divinity 
School. Letter dimissory to the Diocese of Colorado was given to 
the Rev. A. G. Singsen. Further consideration having been given to 
the application for recognition of the contemplated parish of S. 
Paul's, Ashtabula, the following preamble and resolutions were 
unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, The Canon on Organization of New Parishes in the 
Diocese of Ohio provides that the written consent of the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority of the Diocese must first be obtained ; and, 

Whereas, Such consent has not been obtained in the case of the 
contemplated parish of S. Paul's, Ashtabula; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee cannot admit that there 
has been any canonical organization of said contemplated parish of 
S. Paul's, Ashtabula; nor can they regard the communication ad- 
dressed to them as the equivalent of a canonical application for con- 
sent to the formation of a new parish ; and, 

Resolved, Further, that the Standing Committee, having given 
careful hearing to representations regarding the present dissensions 
among the adherents of S. Peter's from the rector and several 
delegations of laymen, are of opinion that the allaying of those dis- 
sensions should be sought through some other means than through 
the formation of a new parish. 

V. The fifth meeting was held in .\kron, September 12. 1889. 
letter dimissorv' to the Diocese of Pennsylvania was given to the 
Rev. Fleming James, D.D.; and letter dimissory to the Diocese of 
Indiana was given to the Rev. A. B. Nicholas. John Charles Sage 
was admitted as a candidate for Priest's Orders. Lay reader's 
license was issued for W. H. Lewis of Trinity Church, Cleveland. 
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VI. The sixth meeting was held in Cleveland, September 26, 

1889. Letter dimissory from the Bishop of Southern Ohio, in favor 
of the Rev. C. D. Williams, was accepted, to date from June 10, 

1890. Letter dimissory from the Bishop of Fond du I*ac, in favor 
of the Rev. Karl E. G. Oppen, was accepted. 

VII. The seventh meeting was held in Cleveland, November 21, 
1889, the Bishop being present with the Committee. Robert Kell 
and Orville E.Watson, postulants, were recommended to the Bishop 
to be admitted candidates for Holy Orders. Applications from the 
following proposed Missions, passed upon and recommended by the 
Missionary Committee of the Diocese, were by vote ratified by the 
Standing Committee : 

Church of the Good Shepherd, Cardington ; 
S. John's Church, Bucyrus ; 
Church of the Holy Spirit, Shelby ; 
Christ Church, Crestline, and 
Trinity Church, Upper Sandusky. 

VIII. The eighth meeting was held in Cleveland, March 7, 1890. 
John D. Skilton, postulant, was recommended to the Bishop to be 
admitted a candidate for Holy Orders. Brainerd Marc Burridge and 
Harold Morse, candidates for Holy Orders, were recommended to 
the Bishop to be ordered Deacons. 

IX. The ninth meeting was held in Cleveland, April 28, 1890. 
Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Wm. Ford 
Nichols, D. D., Assistant Bishop-elect of the Diocese of California.

REPORT No. II.— The Committee on Revision of 

THE Constitution and Canons. 

Proposed Constitution for the Diocese of Ohio, 
recommended bv the Committee on Revision of the 
Constitution and Canons, May 21, 1890 : 

ARTICLE I. 

THE DIOCESE. 

The Diocese of Ohio, as now constituted, embraces territor- 
ially all that part of the State of Ohio lying north of the 
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southern boundary of the counties of Jefferson, Har- 
rison, Tuscarawas, Coshocton, Knox, Morrow, Marion, 
Logan, Auglaize and Mercer ; and as a constituent part of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, it acceeds to and adopts the Constitution and 
Canons of that Church, and acknowledges their authority ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE IL 

THE CONVENTION. 

The Diocese of Ohio entrusts its legislation to a Conven- 
tion to consist as follows : 

I. Of the Bishop of the Diocese when there is one, and of 
the Assistant Bishop of the Diocese when there is one. 

IL Of every clergyman, not under discipline, canonically 
resident in the Diocese and in charge of a Parish, or Chapel, 
or Mission Station, in canonical union with the Diocese, 
or engaged in any clerical duty which has the written official 
approval of the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, or who 
having been engaged in the discharge of any of the foregoing 
clerical duties shall have been disabled from continuing in the 
same by reason of advanced years and infirm health. 

III. Of lay delegates from the Parishes, Chapels and 
Mission Stations in canonical union with the Diocese. 

Each of said Parishes having two hundred communicants 
or more shall be entitled to send three delegates to the Con- 
vention, and each Parish having fifty communicants, but less 
than two hundred, shall be entitled to send two delegates to 
the Convention, and each Parish having less than fifty com- 
municants, and each of said Chapels and Mission Stations 
shall be entitled to send one delegate to the Convention. 

The lay delegates shall be communicants in the Parish, 
Chapel, or Mission Station, which they represent, and they 
shall be chosen in such manner as may be prescribed by 
canon, or by special parochial charter or by-laws. 
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ARTICLE III. 

ANNUAL AND SPECIAL CONVENTIONS. 

Section I. The Convention shall meet annually at such 
time and place as may have been determined by the next 
preceding Convention, or, in case of no such determination, 
on the third Wednesday in May, at such place as may have 
been designated by the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese ; 
but the time or place of such meeting may be changed, or 
Special Conventions may be called by the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese, subject to such provisions as may 
be prescribed by canon. 

Sec. II. Printed notice of the meeting of any Convention 
shall be mailed thirty days before the time appointed, to every 
clergyman, and to every Parish or Chapel or Mission Station 
in canonical union with the Diocese. 

In case of a Special Convention, the notice shall specify the 
purpose for which the same is called, and no business not 
strictly pertaining to that purpose shall be transacted by said 
Convention ; and in case of a Special Convention for the elec- 
tion of a Bishop or an Assistant Bishop, the notice thereof 
shall be mailed sixty days before the time of meeting. 

ARTICLE IV. 

religious services of convention. 

The ecclesiastical authority shall appoint and order 
the opening service, and all other religious services of the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE V. 

the president of the convention. 

The Bishop of the Diocese shall have a seat and vote in 
the Convention and shall be its presiding officer. The 
Assistant Bishop, if there be one, shall also have a seat and 
vote in the Convention, and in the absence of the Bishop, 
shall preside. 

If there be no Bishop or Assistant Bishop of this Diocese 
in attendance upon the Convention, a President pro tempore 
shall be elected from among the Presbyters of the Convention. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

CONVENTION QUORUM. 

The presence of one-half of all the parochial and mission- 
ary clergy entitled to seats in the Convention, and of a rep- 
resentation from one-half of all the Parishes entitled to be 
represented in the Convention, shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of ordinary business, but 
any less number shall have power to meet, receive reports 
and to adjourn. 

ARTICLE VIL 

OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED BY CONVENTION. 

The Convention shall annually elect a Secretary, a Treas- 
urer of the Diocese, a Standing Committee to consist of 
three Presbyters and three laymen, who shall be communi- 
cants in the Diocese; one Trustee of Kenyon college, to serve 
for three years; and one member of a board of five Trustees 
of the Diocese, to serve for five years. 

It shall elect triennially a Registrar of the Diocese; the 
canonical number of clerical and lay deputies to the General 
Convention, with an equal number of alternates, clerical and 
lay; and an Ecclesiastical Court, to consist of five Presby- 
ters of the Diocese. 

The foregoing officers shall respectively perform the duties 
which by canon or general usage may be prescribed for 
them; and each shall continue in office until his successor is 
chosen; and any vacancies among the foregoing officers 
arising during the recess of the Convention, may be filled by 
appointment of the Standing Committee with the concur- 
rence of the Bishop. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

MODE OF ELECTIONS. 

The clergy and lay delegates shall, except in the election 
of a Bishop, deliberate in one body, and vote as such in all 
elections. All elections shall be by ballot unless dispensed 
with by unanimous vote. A vote by orders upon the de- 
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-cision of any question may be called for by five members; 

and in such a case a concurrent majority of the votes 

of both orders shall be necessary to constitute a vote of the 

Convention. 

ARTICLE IX. 

ELECTION TO THE EPISCOPATE. 

Section I. The election of a Bishop or an Assistant 
Bishop of this Diocese shall be made only in an Annual Con- 
vention, or in a Special Convention duly called for that 
purpose. 

Sec. II. The clergy and laity shall vote by ballot sep- 
arately, and the concurrence of a majority of the ballots 
cast in both orders shall be necessary to an election. 

Sec. III. Should less than two-thirds of all the clergy en- 
titled to seats in the Convention be present and vote, then a 
two-thirds majority of all the clergy in actual attendance 
upon the Convention shall be necessary for a choice by the 
clergy; and should less than two-thirds of all the lay dele- 
gates that Parishes are entitled to send to the Convention be 
present and vote, then a two-thirds majority of all the lay 
delegates in actual attendance upon the Convention shall be 
necessary for a choice by the laity. 

ARTICLE X. 

THE CHANCELLOR. 

Upon the nomination of the Bishop and the approval of 
the Standing Committee, a person learned in the law may be 
appointed Chancellor of the Diocese to advise regarding all 
questions of law which may arise in the administration of 
diocesan affairs, and to be entitled, ex-of!icio, to a seat and 
vote in all diocesan Conventions. The Chancellor, if he be 
a clergyman, must be canonically resident in the Diocese ; if 
he be a layman, he must be a communicant in the Diocese. 

ARTICLE XI. 

NKW PARISHES, ETC 

New Parishes, Chapels, or Mission Stations may be admitted 
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into canonical union with the Diocese upon such conditions 
as may be by canon prescribed. 

ARTICLE XII. 

suspension of parishes, chapels or mission stations. 

Any Parish, Chapel, or Mission Station may be suspended 
from the right of representation in the Convention by a vote 
of two-thirds of each order, whenever the same shall be 
deemed conducive to the interests of the Church ; or its con- 
nection with the Diocese may be wholly dissolved by canoni- 
cal process. And any Parish, Chapel, or Mission Station 
which shall not, prior to any Convention, have paid all 
assessments imposed upon it according to canon for Episcopal 
support shall be, ipsofacto^ suspended from the right of repre- 
sentation, and shall remain thus suspended until its delin- 
quency shall have been cancelled by payment or excused by 
vote of Convention. 

ARTICLE XIIL 

AMENDMENT OF CONSTITUTION. 

The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows : 
All propositions for amendment shall be made in writing, 
and being read, shall be referred to the Committee on Canons, 
who shall report the same to the next Annual Convention, 
with their recommendations, and if then approved by two- 
thirds of the two orders voting separately, the change shall 
take place, and the Constitution thus altered shall be obli- 
gatory. 

RKPORT No. III.— Proposed Constitution for the 
TiiKOLOGicAL Seminary and Kenyon College. 

Constitution, with proposed changes, as recom- 
moiulcd bv the Committee of the Board of Trustees 
of said Institution. Mav 21, 1890: 
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Article I. 

The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the 
Diocese of Ohio, do hereby establish a Seminary for the 
education of Ministers of the Gospel in said Church, and 
also a College, for general instruction in Literature and the 
Arts, with the necessary Preparatory Schools ; such Institu- 
tion to be founded upon donations made, and to be made, in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and in 
America, for that purpose. Said Institution to be known by 
the name of Kenyon College, in accordance with the original 
act of incorporation of December 29, A. D., 1824, and the 
order of Court changing the name thereof. 

Article II. — (New — From the Charter of Jubilee College.) 

The said Institution shall consist, first, of a Theological 
School ; second, of a Collegiate School, or College proper ; 
third, of a Preparatory School, and such other Schools as 
may be established by the Board of Trustees. Appropriate 
Degrees may be conferred by the Faculties of the several 
Schools, respectively. 

Article III. — (In place of Article II of present Constitution.) 

The said Institution shall be established by the Convention 
of the Diocese, at such place within the same as shall be 
consistent with the deed of donation, executed by the Bishop 
of Ohio, in England, on the 27th day of November, 1823, and 
when once established shall forever after remain in the same 
place. 

Article IV. — (In place of Article III. of the present Con- 
stitution.) 

The direction and management of said Institution shall be 
vested in a Board of Trustees, which shall consist of the 
Bishops and Assistant Bishops, if there be such, of all Dioceses 
within the limits of the State of Ohio, the President of the In- 
stitution, and other Clerical and Lay Trustees as follows, to- 
wit : Four Clerical and four Lay Trustees, who shall remain 
in office in the first instance, two of them, to-wit : one Clergy- 
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man and one Layman for the term of two, four, six, and eight 
years, respectively, and thereafter their successors shall hold 
their offices for the term of ten years respectively. Said Cler- 
ical and Lay Trustees shall be members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and all vacancies that shall occur in said 
number of Clerical and Lay Trustees, or their successors, by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, shall forever, as often as the 
same may occur, be filled by the remaining members of the 
Board of Trustees, a majority of the members so remaining 
being necessary to such choice ; provided that all vacancies 
shall be so filled as to give, as far as practicable, an equal 
number of such Trustees to each of the Dioceses in the State of 
Ohio. And the Board of Trustees may, in its discretion, de- 
clare the office of any Trustee so chosen for ten years, to be 
vacated, whenever, having been duly notified, he shall have 
failed to attend a meeting of the Board for two consecutive 
years, and his place shall be filled by the remaining members 
of the Board, as hereinbefore provided for filling vacancies. 
Provided that nothing herein shall be so construed as to re- 
move from office any member of the Board of Trustees as 
now constituted. 

Article V. — (In place of Article IV. of present Constitution.) 

There shall be also six additional members of said Board, to- 
wit : three Clerical and three Lay Trustees, to be chosen in 
equal numbers by the Conventions of the Dioceses in the 
State of Ohio. The terra of office of said Trustees shall be 
for three years, or for a shorter period in case of an election 
to fill vacancies occurring before the expiration of a full term. 

In case either of the Dioceses in the State of Ohio shall 
hereafter be divided, then, as to said last mentioned six Trus- 
tees and their successors, all vacancies that shall occur there- 
after shall be so filled as to divide said last mentioned six 
Trustees, as nearly as may be, equally between and among all 
the Dioceses in the State of Ohio, in the order of seniority. 
But if said Dioceses shall increase to four or more, then each 
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of said Dioceses shall be entitled to a representation of two 
Trustees in said Board, which shall be ipso facto enlarged to 
that extent for such purpose. Said Trustees shall be elected 
by the Conventions of said Dioceses by ballot, or in case the 
Convention of any such Diocese shall at any time adjourn 
without filling a vacancy which it may have a right to fill as 
aforesaid, then, and in all such cases, vacancies may be filled 
by the Convention of the Diocese in which said Institution 
may be situated ; provided, that nothing herein shall be so 
construed as to remove from office any member of the Board 
of Trustees as now constituted. 

Article VI. — (In place of Article V. of present Constitution.) 

Six additional Trustees may be appointed by the joint vote 
of t)ie Alumni of the Theological School and the Graduates 
of the Collegiate School who shall be graduates of three 
years' standing respectively, to-wit : Three Clerical and three 
Lay Trustees to be selected from said Alumni and Graduates, 
respectively, said six Trustees to be elected by ballot ; the 
vote to be given under such rules and regulations prescribed 
by the Board of Trustees as to secure a fair expression of the 
will of said Alumni and Graduates. A majority of the votes 
cast shall be necessary to a choice, and in t)ie election of said 
Trustees, in the first instance, the ballots shall specify two as 
elected for one year ; two for two years \ two for three years; 
and subject to this provision, the term of office of said Trus- 
tees shall be for three years, or for a shorter period in case of 
filling vacancies occurring before the expiration of the full 
term. 

Article VIL (In place of Article VI. of present Constitution.) 

Every Trustee elected under Articles IV. and V. of this Con- 
stitution shall be a citizen of Ohio ; and if such Trustee shall, 
during the term for which he was elected, cease to be a bona 
fide resident of the State, his office shall be thereby vacated, 

and his place shall be filled as in other cases ; and no officer

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of the Institution except the President, shall be eligible to 
said Board. 

Article VIII. (In place of Article VII. of present 

Constitution.) 

Two additional Trustees, one Clerical and one Lay, may be 
appointed by the Diocesan Convention of each of the Dio- 
ceses of Pittsburgh, West Virginia, Kentucky, Indiana and 
Michigan, for such terms as said several Conventions may de- 
termine. Eleven Trustees shall constitute a quorum of the 
Board. 

Article IX. (In place of Article VIII. of present Consti- 
tution.) 

The Bishops in the several Dioceses in Ohio shall share an 
equal relationship to the Board. They shall each hold the oflSce 
of President of the Board during one year in rotation, and in 
the absence of all the Bishops, a President pro tern, shall be 
appointed, by ballot, whose office shall expire on the final 
adjournment of the meeting of the Board at which the 
appointment was made. 

Article X. 

The Board of Trustees shall have power to constitute 
Professorships and Faculties, and to appoint and remove a 
President of said Institution and Professors, and to prescribe 
courses of study, and to make all rules and regulations and 
statutes, which may be necessary for the government of the 
Institution, and to secure its prosperity ; provided, that all 
such rules, regulations, or other proceedings shall forever be in 
conformity to the doctrine, discipline, constitution, and canons 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, and in respect to the Theological School, to the 
course of study prescribed or to be prescribed by the Bishops 
of the said Church, and subject to the provisions of the Xlth 
and Xllth Articles of this Constitution. 
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Article XL 

If at any time the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, shall, by 
resolution entered in their journals, declare any rule, regula- 
tion, statute or other proceedings of the Board of Trustees 
hereby constituted, to be contrary to the doctrine, discipline, 
constitution, and canons of the Church, or to the course of 
study prescribed by the Bishops, such rule, regulation, statute, 
or other proceeding, shall thenceforth cease to have effect, and 
shall be considered as abrogated and annulled. 

Article XII. 

The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, shall, individually, and any two or 
more of them, be visitants of the Institution to take care that 
the course of discipline and instruction be conformable to the 
preceding provisions. And it shall be lawful for any one of 
the Bishops aforesaid, at any time, to institute, in his own name 
and character of Bishop, any proper legal process to enforce 
and secure the administration of the Institution, according to 
the foundation herein prescribed. 

Article XIII. 

» The Bishops of the several Dioceses in Ohio shall bear 
ecclesiastical and spiritual relationship to the Institution as 
visitors to the several depirtments and counsellors of the 
President and Faculty. The present property and funds of 
the corporation shall continue applicable only to such uses 
and purposes as were lawful and appropriate prior to the 
change of the name to " Kenyon College.'* 

Article XIV. 

The Constitution may be amended by the concurrent vote 
of the majority of the Bishops who may be members of the 
Board, a majority of the Board of Trustees, and a majority of 
the Conventions of the Dioceses in the State of Ohio ; pro- 
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The following have severed their relation to the Committee: 
The Rev. Karl E. G. Oppen, the Rev. H. J. Broadwell, the 
Rev. L. C. Morgan, the Rev. A. G. Singsen, the Rev. Geo. F. 
Smythe, the Rev. George Bosley, and Mr. Kaye. 

New missions have been established since last Conven- 
tion under the names of Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Cardington; Holy Spirit, Shelby; Christ Church, Crestline; 
Trinity, Upper Sandusky; S. John's, Bucyrus ; and an un- 
named station at Swedetown. 

Services have been renewed at Lima, S. Mary's, Lakewood, 
and Ravenna, and suspended at Christ Church, Cleveland, 
Dennison, Coshocton, Oberlin, New Lisbon, Kinsman and 
Willoughby. Alliance and S. James, Cleveland, are main- 
tained by the missionary clergy of the Cathedral Valuable 
service has been rendered by the Rev. W. H. Gallagher of 
Painesville, who has in charge the missions at Geneva and 
Unionville. Mr. H. L. Robertson and Prof. Wm. Richardson 
of Cleveland have proved efficient Lay Readers. The Sec- 
retary has given personal attention and visited ten missions. 

As appears from this report, the work suffers from the con- 
stant changes of the clergy. More than half the number of 
missionaries is composed of new men; and, of those who 
entered the work since last Convention, two have already 
gone. The reason for the change is a simple one and perfectly 
plain; they do not receive sufficient to live on and are 
compelled to take the first chance that comes. A noble 
effort is being made by a generous layman of the Diocese, to 
provide a form of Life Insurance for the missionaries of 
Ohio, which is to some degree already in effect, and will un- 
doubtedly contribute an inducement for men to remain in the 
Diocese. 

An appreciable loss of great moment is the removal of the 
Rev. A. B. Nicholas, late General Missionary of the Diocese, 
to Indiana. His place cannot be filled too soon. In fact, 
the work of Church extension cannot be carried to any 
successful issue, until we have at least two General Mission- 
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aries, one of whom should be Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, and the other Secretary of the Missionary Com- 
mittee. Both of these offices should be filled by men who 
can give entire attention to the work, visit the scene of 
action or inactivity as the case may be, and render assist- 
ance in the hour of need. Property has been lost to the 
Church, because nobody on the Board of Trustees has had 
time and opportunity to leave the pressing duties of business 
and attend to it. Complications have arisen which might 
have been avoided, because the Secretary of the Missionary 
Committee has been engaged in work of prior claims. The 
least that the Church in Ohio can do, is to provide two Gen- 
eral Missionaries, one of whom, in addition to ministerial 
duties, shall be charged with matters that pertain to the 
property of the Diocese, and the other to be taxed with the 
question of clerical supply and demand. We have an 
amplitude of deliberative bodies and offices; we need indi- 
viduals, the function of whose office shall be executive. 

We cannot omit the annual appeal for regular collections 
for this work. Attention to this [matter would double the 
contributions. 

Yet another need is the instruction of the people as to the 
missionary work of the Diocese. Few of our people know 
the meaning of the words " Diocesan Missions." Instruction 
and system materially facilitate the operation of the Holy 
Spirit, and, if we expect an outpouring upon the Diocese, it 
devolves upon us to make ready the way.

REPORT No. XIV.— The Trustees of the Diocese. 

The vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. Reed, as Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trustees, was filled by the election of Rev. 
A.B. Nicholas, then General Missionary of the Diocese of Ohio. 
Besides his purely clerical duties, as such secretary, Mr. Nicho- 
las visited most, if not all, the Mission Stations, the property 
of which is vested in the Trustees, and reported to them its 
condition and that of the structures thereon. He also rendered 
valuable assistance to the Board in negotiations respecting 
certain bequests, looking to the avoidance of litigation, and 
assisted several Committees of Mission Stations in securing 
advantageous loans for Church purposes. The Trustees de- 
sire to express their regret that Rev. Mr. Nicholas has severed 
not only his relation with them but with the Diocese, and 
they wish for him and his the fullest measure of success in his 
new field of labor. 

At the last meeting of the Board, convened by Bishop 
Leonard, a committe was appointed to investigate and report 
upon the condition of the title of all real property within the 
canonical jurisdiction of the Trustees, and to procure, if 
possible, an abstract of title of property from each Parish. It 
is hoped that this committee will enable the Trustees to make 
such a report at the next Convention as will show clearly the 
status of all Church property in the Diocese of Ohio.

Eeport of the Rev. A. W. Mann, General Mission- 
ary TO Deaf-Mutes. 

To the Rt. Rev. William Andrew Leonard, D. D., Bishop of Ohio: 

During the year just closed, I held services for deaf-mutes at Grace, 
Emmanuel and S. Mary's Churches, Cleveland ; Trinity Church, Toledo ; 
-Grace Church, Galion ; Grace Church, Mansfield ; Trinity Church, 
Alliance ; S. Paul's Church, Canton, and S. Paul's Church, Marion. Be- 
sides, I have officiated in the State School for the Deaf, Columbus, where 
about two hundred pupils from this Diocese are being educated. 

The congregations have been larger than formerly, notwithstanding 
the widely scattered condition of the deaf. They come greater distances 
than 6ther people to enjoy the blessed privilege of worshiping to- 
gether. For instance, all those worshiping at the last service in S. 
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Paul's church, Marion, were from the adjoining counties ; and a couple 
came fully forty miles, over very muddy roads, to one of the services at 
another place. 

Of the five persons baptized this year, three are pupils at the Columbus- 
school. They are from this Diocese. All were confirmed near the close 
of the year by Bishop Vincent. This brings the number of deaf com- 
municants of this Diocese up to 52. Nearly a dozen candidates are 
awaiting confirmation at different points. About one thousand twa 
hundred deaf-mutes have their homes in this Diocese. More than two- 
thirds have been to school. 

As during the past fifteen years, my work has been extended beyond 
the limits of the Diocese with which I am canonically connected. Id all 
the large cities of the Great Middle West I have missions to serve at 
stated times. I am still alone in this vast field, with a deaf-mute popu> 
lation of nearly ten thousand, and room for a score of missionaries versed 
in sign language. 

During these fifteen years sign services have been held in over two 
hundred and fifty parishes. Over five hundred deaf-mutes and their 
hearing children have been received into the Church by Holy Baptism* 
The Communicant list has grown until it shows nearly four hundred 
names. I have attended conventions and re-unions of deaf-mutes 
annually in different Dioceses and offered the Church's services. Prayer- 
Books to the number of about four hundred have been distributed, 
as well as numberless tracts, all of which have had an influence beyond 
the *' silent circle," as they have fallen into the hands of the hearing and 
turned theirthoughts toward the Historical Church. 

The children of the deaf mostly hear and speak. They should be 
gathered into the Sunday-school and brought to confirmation by the 
Rectors. Several have been confirmed already. 
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REV. SHERLOCK ANSON BRONSON, D.D., LL.D. 

It is not in the spirit of hero-worship, but in that eminently devotional 
spirit which recognizes divine grace as the ruling incentive to consecrated 
lives, gifts and services, that we may fitly glorify God in his servants ; 
especially in our venerated brother, so recently one with us, but now 
** at home with God." We like to interpret the events of his early life, 
in the matter of residence, education and occupation as things of God's 
ordering ; so that a native child of Connecticut became an adopted son 
of Ohio, whose robust frame, practical sense and useful gifts fitted him 
for his life-work, as minister and educator in the interest of plain, 
pioneer people and their sons and daughters. 

Shall we not glorify God's grace that moved him, in riper years, to 
choose the Lord's service and seal his baptismal vows, and subsequently 
to prepare himself for, and take upon him, the vows of ordination, and 
to serve the Church in a devoted and fruitful ministry, extending five 
years beyond half a century ? The prophet, in a vision, saw ** a wheel 
within a wheel," indicating the interdependence of the events of Provi- 
dence, of which we have at hand an illustration. The first and pioneer 
Bishop of Ohio was incited to found Kfenyon College and its associate 
divinity school ; and this young and aspiring son of the Church was 
attracted to its classic halls, where, by education in the usual college 
curriculum and in theology, he was fitted to serve the Church so faith- 
fully and usefully as rector and pastor of several parishes, and likewise 
as president of his alma mater ^ of which **he was the first graduate, at 
any rate, the first valedictorian," and then as professor in the Theologi- 
cal Seminary. His work, as pastor and teacher, occupied him chiefly, 
affording little leisure to figure as author, save that he wro^e occasional 
articles for the religious press, a pamphlet or two bearing on the college, 
and not long since a life of his friend and parishioner. Senator John 
Sherman, evincing fair ability in that direction. 

Unlike some who seem capable of only one line of work, he possessed 
those characteristics of breadth and versatility which qualified him to b 
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useful and to succeed fairly in the wider sphere to which he was called. 
These qualities, united with an active spirit and zealous affiection for the 
good of the Church, marked his course, at his prime, as a member of 
convention and in the various prominent positions he was called to fill ; 
and secured recognition of his fitness to serve on important committees 
and to represent the diocese, as he did with frequency in general con- 
vention and with constancy as college trustee. Unlike, too, aught that 
is narrow, personal and self-seeking, his heart seemed set upon helping 
forward the work in hand ; his aim was evidently what seemed to him 
best for the Church and the cause of Christ ; and he sought to do good, 
conscientious work, evincing in his dealing, gentleness and courtesy and 
freedom from ostentation and vanity. Cool and wise in counsel, plain, 
judicious and conciliatory in speech, he was trusted by his bishops and 
loved by his brethren. 

Cordially endorsing the Bishop's beautiful tribute in his convention 
address, and not repeating facts and incidents in his life so fully recited, 
simply naming the honorary title of LL. D. recently awarded him by 
his alma mater^ let us apply to him what was said of S. Barnabas, " He 
was a good man." His religion was not barely traditional and educa- 
tional, but the product of divine life, resulting in an actual experience 
of God's grace ; he could appeal to his hearers and say with a peerless 
preacher, **The love of Christ constraineth us." Well versed and 
''^ sound in the faith " he held, with full conviction and tireless grasp, to 
those profound and essential doctrines of the gospel, to which the 
Church witnesses in her creeds, articles and homilies ; for which her 
reformers, bishops and doctors suffered martyrdom: doctrines which 
recognize the Bible as a whole, as ** God's word written,'* the only rule 
of faith, and which centre in the Divinity and the one perfect and 
vicarious sacrifice of Christ, with interlinked truths and corollaries as the 
sinner's only hope and salvation. In this sure, old faith of our fathers, 
the spirit of which pervades especially our inimitable communion ser- 
vice, Dr. Bronson lived and labored and died. 

While he eyed with profound aversion all specious novelties in 
doctrine, subversive of these vital verities, whether expressed in letter 
or acted in ritual, as detracting from the perfection of Christ's priestly 
services and deadening to spiritual life, he was sensitively alive to the 
marvelous developments of science, was studious in noting its real 
advance, and kept abreast of the best thought of the age ; yet he trans- 
muted its discoveries, as a wise spiritual alchemist, in the crucible of 
deep and intense reflection, into golden truths, which brought God nearer 
to him in his reverent apprehensions, and in the sweet sense of his 
loving Fatherhood. When we met in last February, his conversation 
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gave evidence not only of <*the confidence of a certain faith/* but also 
of '* joy and peace in believing.*' Indeed, he seemed to be in an emi- 
nently Christian and spiritual frame of mind, awaiting hopefully the 
Master's dismissal. Yes, fitly may we glorify God in otfr dear brother, 
now with Christ. Yet not in him only, but also in his beloved associates 
in labor and service, the Rev. Thomas Corlett and the Rev. Alanson 
Phelps, who with him passed to their reward since our last annual 
session ; in these three sainted brethren, whose '* names are as ointment 
poured forth,** would we glorify God, while their excellent widows, who 
shared their labors and sacrifices, claim the tender sympathy and faith- 

ittl prayers of the Church.

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RULES OF ORDER. 



RULB I.— The order of proceedings shall be as foUows : 

FIRST DAY. 

(1.) The Convention shall meet in the evening for the purpose 
of Divine Service and the Convention Sermon. 

(2.) The Secretary of the preceding Convention, if present — if not» 
some other person appointed by the Chair — shall call the names of 
Clergy entitled to seats (Const., Art. IV.) and enter on the minutes 
the names of those present. 

(3.) The Secretary shall call the names of the parishes entitled to 
representation; and, as called, the certificates of the Lay Delegates 
of the parishes represented shall be laid on his table. 

(4'.) The President will appoint a Committee on Credentials, con- 
sisting of one Clergyman and two I«aymen, to receive, examine and 
report upon the Credentials of Lay Delegates (Title I., Canon 2). In 
case alternate delegates claim the right to seats in the Convention, 
the fact must be made known to the Committee on Credentials, who 
shall report thereon ; and the persons reported by that Committee 
as entitled to seats (not exceeding three from each parish), whether 
regulars or alternates, shall, if the Convention approve such report, 
he entered upon the roll of the Secretary as properly accredited dele- 
gates. 

SECOND DAY. 

(5.) After Divine Service, including the Lord's Supper, the Presi- 
dent shall take the chair and call the Convention to order, when the 
Order of Proceedings shall be as follows : 

(6.) The Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Delegates, as 
the same shall have been reported by the Committee and adopted by 
the Convention, and enter the names of those present on theminutes*- 
aftcr which the President shall declare the Convention organized for 
business. 

(7.) The Committee on Credentials shall next report on the appli> 
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cation (if any) of new parishes for admission to the Convention 
(Title II., Canon 1, §4 of the Digest); and when received, the Secre- 
tary shall call and enter on the minutes the names of the Lay Dele- 
gates representing said parishes. 

(8.) The election by ballot of a secretary, who shall have power 
to appoint an Assistant. 

(9.) Appointment by the President of five Standing Committees : 

I. A Committee on Unfinished Business, consisting of one 
Clergyman and one Layman. 

II. A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven Laymen, to 
whom shall be referred the Treasurer's report, the assessment 
of the parishes, and all matters of a financial nature not spe- 
cifically referred to any other Committee. 

III. A Committee on Canons, to consist of two Clergymen 
and two Laymen, to whom all matters pertaining to the Con- 
stitution and Canons, and all matters of law, shall be referred. 

IV. A Committee on Missions, to consist of four Clergymen 
and four Laymen, to whom shall be referred the reports of the 
Missionary and Education Committees of the Diocese, and all 
other matters pertaining to these subjects. 

V. A Committee on the Next Convention, to consist of two 
Clergymen and two Laymen, representing different sections of 
the Diocese, to whom all propositions respecting the place of 
holding the next Convention shall be referred without debate. 

(10.) Nominations for — 

i. Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
ii. Missionary Committee, 
iii. Education Committee. 

iv. Deputies to General Convention (triennially). 
V. Trustees of Theological Seminary and Kenyou 

College, 
vi. One Trustee of Diocese. 
(11.) The Annual Episcopal Address. 

(12.) Reading of Abstract of Proceedings of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese. 
(13.) Report of the Committee on Unfinished Business. 
(14.) Report of Special Committees of last Convention. 
(16.) Presentation of Parochial and Clerical Reports. 
(16.) Motions, resolutions, and miscellaneous business. 
(17.) The order of the evening shall be a public Missionary Meet- 
ing for promoting the objects of the Missionary and Education 
interests of the Diocese. 
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prayer, annually, there shall be an election of the Vestry consisting 
of not less than five nor more than ten members, who shall continue 
in office until successors are chosen. Two of these Vestrymen shall 
be designated on the ballots as Wardens — one as Senior Warden, the 
other as Junior Warden. The Rector of the parish, if present, shall 
preside at Parish or Vestry meetings. In his absence the Senior 
Warden shall preside; if both are absent the Junior Warden shall 
preside. 

§ ii. The Vestry shall elect a Secretary, whose duty it shall be 
to take and record the minutes of their proceedings^ attest the 
public acts of the Vestry, preserve all records and papers belong- 
ing to the parish, not otherwise provided for, perform such other 
duties as shall be legally assigned him, and faithfully deliver to bis 
successor all books and dotuments in his possession belonging to the 
parish. 

§ iii. A Treasurer shall also be elected, to receive, disburse and ac* 
count for the funds of the parish. 

§ iv. In electinga Vcstrj'no persons shall beentitled tovoteunless» 
at the time of such voting, they are adherents of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and be at least twenty-one years of age, and have, 
at least for six months preceding said election, rented a pew or por- 
tion of a pew, or by subscription or otherwise have contributed 
regularly for the same space of time to the support of the parish 
nor shall any persons vote in a parish of which they are not bona 
hde members. 

§ V. To l>e eligible as Vestr3'man, one must be a layman, and to \yt 
a Warden one must be a communicant. 

§ vi. It shall be the dut.v of the Vestry to take charge of the prop- 
erty of the church, to regulate all its temporal concerns, to elect 
and call a minister and provide for his maintenance, to provide for 
paj'ing all lawful assessments on the parish, to keep order in the 
church during the celebration of divine worship, and, in general, to 
act as helpers to the minister in whatever is appropriate to laymen, 
for the furtherance of the Gospel ; it being undei stood, always, that 
the spiritual concerns of the Church are under the exclusive direction 
of the minister, in subordination to the Ecclesiastical Authority 
and laws of the Diocese. 

^ vii. It shall be the duty of the Wardens, especially, to provide 
the elements for the Lord's Supper, to collect the alms at the admin- 
istration of the same, to keep and disburse such alms in case the 
Church is destitute of a minister, and, while the Church is destitute 
of a minister, to provide for the celebration of public worship, and 
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the instruction of the congregation, by occasional clerical services, 
or by lay*reading, as the circumstances may permit. Meetings of 
the Vestry may be called by the Rector, or, in his absence, by the 
^nior Warden ; and the Rector, or, in his absence, the Senior Warden , 
^hall call meetings at the request of two members. 

§ viii. Vacancies occurring in the Vestry during the year may be 
filled by ihe remaining members. If the Vestry should become ex- 
tinct or incapacitated for action by the death or resignation of its 
members, the Bishop may call a special parish meeting (giving due 
notice thereof) to elect a Vestry to serve till the Easter-Monday next 
following; and, if the parish shall refuse or neglect to assemble and 
elect a Vestry as herein provided, the Bishop, with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee, may appoint three Trustees to 
take charge of the property of the parish, and to exercise all the 
rights and functions of a Vestry, until the parish shall elect a Vestry 
under the provisions of this Canon. 

§ix. Parishes incorporated by special act are excepted from any 
parts of this Canon interfering with said act of incorporation. 

CANON 3. 

OF VACANT PARISHES. 

On the organization of a new parish, or the occurrence of a va- 
cancy in any existing parish, the Committee or Vestry shall give im- 
mediate notice thereof to the Ecclesiastical Authority, which, after 
three months, if Divine service be not maintained, may take meas- 
ures, upon consulting with the Missionary Committee and the Vestry 
of the parish, to supply services at the expense of the latter. 

CANON 4. 

OF EXTINCT PARISHES. 

§i. Whenever in the opinion of the Bishop a parish has failed in 
the purposes of its organization, he may report the case to the Con- 
vention. 

§ii. Whenever the Bishop or the Standing Committee think it ad- 
visable to call upon the Convention to declare any parish extinct, 
before a vote is taken, the question, with all the evidence tending to 
prove and disprove the existence of the facts upon which such declar- 
ation, under the law, must be founded, shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons, and a report made by that Committee, on a day 
subsequent to the day of reference, recommending what action should, 
in the opinion of the Committee, be taken by the Convention, accom- 
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panied by a written or oral statement of the evidence placed before 
the Committee. And if two-thirds of the members present vote in 
favor of declaring the parish or parishes named in the report extinct, 
such parish or parishes shall become and be extinct, and title to all 
the property thereof shall at once vest in the Trustees of the Diocese. 

CANON 5. 

OF PAROCHIAL REGISTERS AND REPORTS. 

§ i. Every Clergyman of the Diocese shall keep a record of all the 
baptisms, confirmations, marriages and funerals solemnized by him. 
or in his parish by any other minister of this Church; specifying the 
names, places and times of birth of the persons baptized, together 
with the names of parents and sponsors or witnesses; the names of 
those confirmed, and by whom; the names of the parties married, 
and of persons buried ; and also the time of such rite, respectively. 
This register shall be kept by the minister, in a book kept for that 
purpose, and belonging to the Vestrj' of the Church which he serves, 
which book shall be called the Parish Register, and shall be consid- 
ered as a part of the records of the parish. 

§ii. In addition to the register above named, the minister of each 
parish shall keep a list of the communicants and families within his 
cure, specifying the time when the former became communicants of 
the Church under his charge, and whether by removal from the com- 
munion of some other Church, or otherwise. 

jiiii. Every minister of the Diocese shall, on or before the day of 
every .Annual Convention, present or send to the Bishop, or, if there 
be no Bishop, to the President of the Convention, a statement of the 
condition of the parish, according to such form as shall be furnished 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, and for the parochial 
3'ear ending on the previous Easter-Mondaj'. 

TITLE III. 



THE WORK. 



CAN'051 I. 

OF OBLIGATION TO WORK. 

§i. The Church of Christ being essentially a missionary institution, 
and every part thereof pledged by the Christian profession to 
the support of the missionary work, and the education of young 
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men for the ministry being absolutely necessary to the furtherance 
of the Gospel in the same work, it is solemnly urged upon every 
member of the Church that he consider his Christian profession 
as involving direct obligation to promote these objects. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of every minister of this Diocese to 
instruct the people of his charge in relation to these objects. And it 
is recommended to every member of the Church to lay by him^ 
on the first day of the week, in store for these and other religious 
and charitable purposes, as God has prospered him, according to the 
Apostolic direction: 1 Cor. xvi. 1. 

CANON 2. 

OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEB. 

<J i. There shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting of the 
Convention a Committee to be called the Missionarv Committee of 
the Diocese, which shall consist of one Clergyman and one Layman 
from each Convocational district, and one Clergyman and two 
Laymen from the Diocese at large, to whom, together with the 
Bishop of the Diocese, and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, and 
the General Missionary, if there be one, who are ex officio members of 
the Committee, shall be entrusted the general care and management 
of the missionary interests of the Church in the Diocese. 

^ ii. In the election of the Missionary Committee, the nomination 
of representatives of a Convocation, if any be made, shall have pre- 
cedence of all other nominations. 

^ iii. This Committee shall be charged with the appointment 
of Mission Stations and Missionaries ; but no Mission Station nor 
Missionary shall be appointed without the consent of the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority of the Diocese, given in writing. 

§ iv. The Missionary Committee shall meet annually, at the place 
and on the day, of the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and at 
such other time and place as the President may appoint, or as may 
be found convenient on their own adjournment. Three members, if 
one of them is a Clergyman, shall constitute a quorum. Ex officio 
members shall not be counted in a quorum. 

i V. The Missionary Committee shall appoint a Secretary and 
Treasurer, who, if not already members of this body, shall thereby 
become ex officio members. Vacancies during the recess of the Con- 
vention may be supplied by the Committee. 

'i vi. The Bishop of the Diocese, or, in his absence, the Assistant 
Bishop, if there be one, is President of the Missionary Committee. 
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In his absence a chairman pro tempore shall be appointed from 
among the Clerical members. 

§ vii. All moneys received for the purposes of the Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Committee shall be appropriated under its direction, in 
accordance with this Canon ; but it shall be the privilege of con- 
tributors to the missionary cause to designate the particular object 
to which their contribution shall be applied. 

CANON 3. 

OF MISSION STATIONS. 

§ i. A Mission Station, when adopted by the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority and Missionary Committee, shall be duly organized by the 
appointment of a Missionary, who, with the consent and by the 
authority of the Committee, shall appoint two persons, who shall 
constitute a Committee of the Mission, charged with its temporal 
interests. Prior to the appointment of a Missionary, however, the 
Bishop, in consultation with the Missionary Committee, may. 
should he deem it expedient, appoint a Committee of a Mission, thus 
securing a preliminary organization; the persons so appointed 
to serve until a Missionary shall be appointed and the organization 
completed, or until the appointment is revoked by the Bishop. 

^ ii. The plan of organization shall be in accordance with 
the following form of application to the Bishop: 

** Rt. Rev. and Dear Sir: — We, the undersigned, residents of 

County of , Diocese of Ohio, being desirous of obtaining the 

services of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and being ready, 
according to our ability, to sustain the same, do hereby request j'ou 
to inquire into our estate, and provide for us as 3'ou may deem 
proper and expedient. We do hereby declare ourselves, individually 
and collectively, ready to do what in us lies to establish and sustain 
the regular worship of the said Church, and promote its influence 
in our neighborhood ; and we promise conformity to its doctrines, 
discipline, liturgy, rites and usages. We put ourselves under your 
charge, and will reverenth' obey j'our authority'. We promise con- 
formity to the Constitutions and Canons of the General Convention, 
and of the Diocese of Ohio, and the rules and regulations of its Con- 
vention. In accordance with these obligations and rules, we now 
ask the privilege of being organized as a mission, under the name 
of ." 

'^/ iii. Any property of a Mission Station may be vested in the 
Board of Trustees of the Diocese, until the Station shall be dulv in- 
corporated as a parish, and admitted to union with the Convention. 
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when the said property shall be transferred to the parish corpora- 
tion. 

?iv. An organized Parish may. under such provisions as the Mis- 
sionary 'Committee shall determine, receive a Missionary appointed 
by the said Committee. A parish may place one or more of its paro- 
chial missions under the care of the Missionary Committee, with the 
■consent of the Committee. 

§v. It shall be the duty of every Mission Station, and of every 
organized Parish which is aided by the Missionary Committee, to 
pledge and to pay an annual sum, satisfactory to the Committee, 
into its treasury in quarterly payments. 

^vi. At every Missionary Station, on Easter-Monday, there shall 
be held a meeting of the members of the Station, who shall appoint 
a delegate to the Convention of the Diocese, who shall be entitled to 
a seat in the said Convention, the certificate of whose election shall 
be signed by the Missionary in charge, or by the clerk of the meet- 
ing. 

CANON 4. 

OF CONVOCATIONS. 

n. The Diocese shall be divided by the Bishop into Convocational 
districts, not more than five in number; and the Clergy within the 
several districts, with Laymen appointed from time to time by the 
Rectors and Missionaries from their Parishes or Mission Stations, 
shall meet quarterly, at such time and place as each Convocation 
may determine, and also at other times at the call of the Bishop. 

ij ii. The officers of Convocation shall be Dean, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. Each Convocation shall elect its own Dean, who shall be qual- 
ified for office when his appointment is approved by the Bishop. 

2iii. The Dean shall preside in the absence of the Bishop, and shall 
superintend so much of the work of the Convocation as the Bishop 
may commit to his charge. 

^iv. The objects of Convocation shall be three-fold : 1st. It shall 
be recognized as a centre of spiritual life, and its sessions shall be 
specially characterized by services for public worship and religious 
conferences. 2d. To devise plans for the extension of the Church 
within the limits of the Convocation. 3d. To accumulate and ap- 
propriate funds for the erection of churches and rectories, and for the 
distribution of Bibles, Praj'er- books and tracts. 

§ V. Each Convocation shall be authorized to nominate one Clergy- 
man and one Layman to the Convention, from within its district, to 
be balloted for as members of the Missionary Committee. 

§vi. Each Convocation shall make an annual report of its doings 
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to the Bishop, through its Secretary, to be presented to the Conven- 
tion. 

§vii. The offerings at meetings of Convocation shall be at its dis- 
posal for furthering the work contemplated by Section iv. of this 
Canon; and the amount shall be reported and credited to the Dio- 
cesan Missionary Fund. 

CANON 5. 

OF THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

§i. There shall be elected by ballot, at each Annual Convention of 
the Diocese, a Committee consisting of the Bishop, and Assistant 
Bishop, when there is one, of the Diocese, ex officio; and four other 
Members, two Clerical and two Lay, who shall be called the Educa- 
tion Committee, to whom shall be committed the appointment and 
regulation of beneficiaries, the collection and appropriation of funds 
therefor, and all other business belonging thereto; which Com- 
mittee shall l>e authorized to act with any similar Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Convention of any other Diocese in Ohio, under such 
regulations as the Joint Committee shall enact, not inconsistent with 
this Canon. 

^ii. It shall be the privilege of contributors to the Education cause 
to designate the particular object to which their contributions shall 
be applied ; otherwise all contributions shall be at the disposal of 
the Committee. 

^iii. At every annual meeting of the Committee a report of the 
transactions of the year shall be submitted, which shall be laid l>e- 
forc the Convention, and printed in the Journal in whole or in part. 

CANON G. 

OF LAY-READERS. 

No one shall be considered as authorized to officiate as a Lay- 
reader in this Diocese, except in case of particular emergency, with- 
out a written license from the Bishop, or, in case of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, from the Standing Committee; and Lay-readers shall in 
all cases conform to the provisions of Section ii.. Canon 3, Title I., 
of the Digest of the General Convention. 



TITLE IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 



CANON 1. 

OF A TRIAL OF FRFSBYTER OR DEACON. 

^i. Whenever any Presbyter or Deacon of the Diocese shall be 
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thought to be guilty of any misconduct, for which, according to 
Title II., Canon 2, tS i., ii., of the Digest of Canons of the General 
Convention, he is liable to be tried, application shall be made in 
writing with the name of everyone engaged in the application sub- 
scribed, to the Standing Committee, and, if it appear to them that 
the evidence is sufficient to demand a trial, they shall forthwith pre- 
sent the Clergyman to the Bishop, accordingly; the presentment 
shall be made in writing, and signed by a majority of the Standing 
Committee, and specifying, with as much accuracy as possible, the 
offense or offenses, with particulars of time, place and circumstances ; 
and every Clergyman of this Diocese may, for himself, request of the 
Standing Committee, the inquiry provided for in this section, in which 
case it shall be instituted, and shall proceed according to the pro- 
visions of this Canon. 

'ii\. There shall be elected triennially, by ballot, by the Convention, 
from the Presbyters entitled to seats, not members of the Standing 
Committee, five, who shall be a Court for the trial of Presbyters or 
Deacons. No ballot shall have more than three names thereon, and 
the five having the largest number of votes shall be the Court. Va- 
cancies may be filled by the Standing Committee, subject to the ap- 
proval of the next Convention, by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members present. 

i^iii. Said members of said Court, chosen as aforesaid, shall, for 
each and every trial and case that may be brought before them, ap- 
point some person learned in the law, and who is a communicant of 
this Church and a citizen of Ohio, their legal adviser, who shall sit 
with them on any such trial or case, and shall advise said Court upon 
all questions of law, both civil and ecclesiastical, and as to all rules 
and forms of procedure; may preside at the request of the Court, or 
the Court may at its option elect one of its members President 
thereof; and before entering upon the trial of any minister who shall 
have been duly presented for trial under this Canon, or pending any 
such trial, and with the approval, in all cases, of the Bishop of the 
Diocese, said Court shall be, and they are hereby authorized, as a 
Court of conciliation, to adjust and dispose of the matter so pre- 
sented, amicably, and without any public trial, in case, in their judg- 
ment, it shall be advisable so to do, and with the approval of the 
Bishop as aforesaid. And in case of such amicable adjustment, a cer- 
tificate thereof, signed by the President of the Court, and approved 
by the Bishop, shall be sent to the Standing Committee. 

iiw A written notice of the time and place of the first meeting of 
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the Court, with a copy of the presentment, shall be served, at least 
thirty days before such meeting, on the accused ; and also notice of 
the time and place of meeting on the Standing Committee, who, by 
their President, or one of their number whom they may appoint for 
the purpose, shall prosecute the case, and present such oral or docu- 
mentary evidence to substantiate the accusation, as they may be 
able to obtain. 

§v. If, at the time of the first meeting of the Court, the whole 
number be not present, then those present may adjourn from time to 
time; and if it shall appear improbable that the whole'number will 
attend within a reasonable time, those who do not attend, being not 
fewer than three, shall proceed to trial, and a majority shall decide 
all questions; but a majoritj'of the whole Court shall be required to 
render final judgment. 

^vi. If a Clergyman shall, before the Court meets, confess the truth 
of the facts of which he is accused, the Bishop may immediately pro- 
ceed to pass sentence ; otherwise he shall be considered as pleading 
not guilt}'. 

i^vii. In case a Clergyman presented and notified as above directed 
shall not appear before the Court appointed for his trial, the Court 
may proceed as if he were present ; unless they shall see fit to adjourn 
till another day. And if the accused shall neglect or refuse to ap- 
pear before the Court, after due presentment and notification, and 
no sufficient reason for such neglect or refusal be given, the Court 
shall report him to the Bishop for contumacy, and sentence of sus- 
pension from the Ministry shall pass against him accordingly; but 
the sentence may Ix? reversed by the Bishop, if, within three calendar 
months, the accused shall tender himself ready, and accordingly ap- 
pear and receive his trial; but if he shall not so tender himself, the 
Bishop, in view of the acts alleged in the presentment, shall proceed, 
if he think proper, to pronounce sentence of degradation from the 
Ministry. 

5J vlii. At their first meeting, the Court shall choose a Secretary, 
who shall be from their own number, or otherwise, as they deter- 
mine; and before proceeding to trial they shall adopt and declare 
the rules 1)3' which the trial shall l>e conducted; provided, however, 
that both parties may employ and be represented in such trial by 
counsel, not exceeding two for each, who shall be communicants of 
this Church, and citizens of Ohio. 

§ ix. When the Court proceed to trial, the}' shall hear such evi- 
dence as may be produced ; which evidence shall be reduced to writ- 
ing by the Secretary, and signed b}- the witnesses respectively ; and 
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some officer, authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the 
desire of either party, be requested to administer an oath or affirma- 
tion to the witnesses; and the examination of witnesses and all the 
proceedings of the trial shall be in public, if desired by the accused. 

§ X. Any Presbyter who shall, -without suthcient excuse, refuse or 
neglect to act as Trier or Church Advocate, or any clerical or lay 
communicant who shall, without sufficient excuse, refuse or neglect 
to testify as a witness, when duly appointed or summoned, •under 
the Canon, shall be regarded and may be dealt with as an3' other 
violator of the laws of the Church. 

§ xi. Application being made to the Bishop by either party, setting 
forth, satisfactoriU', that any material witness cannot be procured 
upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint some clergyman or layman 
to act as a Commissioner to take the testimony of such witness; and 
the party applying as above shall give to the other party at least 
five days' notice of the time and place of taking the testimony; or 
such longer notice as the Bishop may, in writing, direct. And both 
parties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall all be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, 
and shall be certified by the Commissioner, and enclosed under his 
seal, and transmitted to the Court, and received by them as evi- 
dence. A witness examined before such Commissioner may be sworn 
or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 

§ xii. The Court, after considering the evidence, shall declare, in a 
writing signed by them, or a majority of them, their decision on the 
charges contained in the presentment, distinctly stating whether 
they find the accused guilty or not guilty of such charges, respect- 
ively ; which decision, together with the evidence and an attested 
record of all the proceedings, shall be delivered to the Bishop, accom- 
panied with an opinion of the Court as to what sentence should be 
pronounced ; whereupon the Bishop shall pronounce such sentence as 
shall appe«ir to him to be proper; provided the same do not exceed 
in severity the sentence recommended by the Court, and such sentence 
shall be final. But the Bishop, if satisfied that justice require it, may 
grant a new trial to the accused ; in which case the proceedings shall 
be conducted as before provided. 

§ xiii. If the Bishop of the Diocese be connected by consanguinity' 
or affinity with the party accused, he may request some other Bishop 
to express his judgment on the decision of the Court, to which judg- 
ment the Bishop of the Diocese shall conform in passing sentence or 
granting a new trial. And if the Diocese be vacant, the members of 
the Standing Committee shall request the services of such Bishop 
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as they may find most convenient, for the performance of all such 
acts as are, by this Canon, required to be done by the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

CANON 2. 

OF CONTROVERSIES BETWEEN MINISTERS AND THEIR PARISHES. 

All differences between ministers and their congregations shall be 
determined according to the provisions of Canon 4, Title 11. , of the 
General Convention. 

CANON 3. 

OF THE LAITY. 

§ i. Any communicant who shall absent himself from the commun- 
ion for one year, without reasons satisfactory to the Rector, may 
be suspended from the communion, and due notice shall be sent to 
the person so suspended and to the Bishop. But if a person be 
repelled under the rubric in the communion office, the minister shall 
notify him and the Bishop, in writing, stating the cause and 
the evidence. 

§ ii. When a person so repelled shall appeal under Title II., 
Canon 12, Section xi., of the Digest of the General Convention, the 
Bishop may examine the case himself, or appoint a Commission, as 
he may deem best, to examine the case and report to him. His 
decision shall be final. 

§ iii. Upon the application of any communicant not under Eccle- 
siastical censure, to the minister of his parish, or, in case there be 
no minister, to the senior, or, in his absence, to the junior warden, 
for that purpose, it shall be the duty of such minister or warden to 
give such applicant acertificate of good standing as a communicant. 
And no communicant of one parish shall be admitted to record as a 
communicant in any other, without producing satisfactory testi- 
monials of being a communicant in good standing, to the minister 
of the parish with which he or she may wish to unite. But in case 
such minister or warden shall, in consequence of the applicant 
being under censure, refuse to give such certificate, he shall give to 
the applicant the reasons for his refusal in writing. 

CANON 4. 

OF THE SUSPENSION OF A PARISH. 

§ i. Among the causes for which a parish may be dealt with under 
Article 3 of the Constitution are the following: 
1. Employing a Clergyman under Ecclesiastical censure or process.

2. Permitting its Church edifice to be used for purposes incompat- 
ible with its consecration. 

3. A failure to pay reasonable assessments. 

4. Failure to report its true financial condition when called for, 
and 

5. For any persistent course inconsistent with the doctrine, disci- 
pline or worship of this Church. 

§ii. No parish shall be disfranchised under Article 3 of the Consti- 
tution until the alleged delinquency shall have been carefully investi- 
gated by a Committee of Laymen, after due notice to the parish. 
The action of the Convention shall be upon the report of such Com- 
mittee. 

CANON 5. 

OF ALTERATIONS IN THE CANONS. 

§i. No proposition to alter or add to the Canons of the Diocese 
shall be considered by the Convention, except at a stated meeting^ 
and after one day's notice thereof given in open Convention ; nor 
(unless by unanimous consent) until it shall have been reported on 
by a Committee of at least two Clergj-men and two Laymen. Nor 
shall such alteration or addition be adopted during the same Con- 
vention, if two-thirds of the members shall not concur therein. 

§ii. Every proposition to amend a Canon shall contain the section 
or sections amended entire, and the amended section or Canon shall 
be repealed. 

§ iii. All Canons or parts of Canons not embraced in the foregoing 
Digest are hereby repealed. 

OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

No minister of this Church shall solemnize marriage in any case 
where there is a divorced wife or husband of either party still living, 
but this Canon shall not be held to apply to the innocent party in a 
divorce for the cause of adultery, or to parties once divorced seeking 
to be united again— Canon 13, Title 11. .Digest of Canons of General 
Convention.
